A city discount store has 
been charged under the 
Retail Business Holiday 
Act after opening its doors 
to customers Dec. 24 
despite provincial legis- 
lation prohibiting Sunday 
shopping. 

A court date is yet to be 
scheduled for Fairway 
Discount Store at the 
Loyalist Plaza, 150 Sidaey 
St. charged by Belleville 
Police at approximately 2 
p.m. Sun. Dec. 24. 

Staff Sgt. Jack O’ Donnell 
says Belleville police 
visited the store and later 
laid charges, after viewing 
an advertisment beforehand 
stating Fairway would be 
open for business Dec. 24. 

The store closed its 
doors after police laid 
charges. 

“We didn’t find any other 
stores to be open...just 
Fairway,” said O’Donnell. 
“We found out they would 
be open because they put an 
advertisment out saying 
they would be open. 

“We found Fairway 
Discount Store to be open 
contravening the Holiday 
Retail Business Act and 
charged them with that 
offence,” says O’ Donnell. 

A manager trainee 
employed by the Belleville 
Fairway Discount Store had 
“no comment” when 
contacted by Quinte 
Weekly News. The store 
manager was unavailable 
for comment. 

Fairway Discount Store 
in Trenton remained closed 
over the holiday season.

An additional $700,000 
to the county school board's 
expenditures for 1990 will 
force a higher tax levy to 
accomodate the increase. 

“We're going to have to 
look at a budget increase of 
five to six per cent to offset 
the added OHIP cost. 
There’s definitely going to 
be an added cost to the 


taxpayer,” Grimson says. 
“We've been cautioning 
taxpayers there is no way 
we can accomodate the 
increase.” 

Effective Jan. 1, the 
provincial Ministry of 
Health is imposing an 
Employer Health Tax on 
employers with payrolls 
over $400,000 a year. The 


revisions are estimated to 
raise an additional $2.49 
billion for provincial 
coffers. 

Employees will not have 
to pay for medicare under 
the new revisions. 

Employers, however, will 
be obliged to pay 1.95 per 
cent of their total payroll to 
the provincial government 


on a monthly basis. 

With as many as 1300 
full-time employees and 
another 200 part-time 
employees on ils average 
annual $40 million payroll, 
the Hastings Board of 
Education should be hit 
hard by the new revisions, 
says Grimson.

“The revisions have hit 
us very hard. It’s a very 
Significant increase in 
costs,” says Grimson. “The 
cost to insure employees 
will more than double.” 

Educators throughout the 
province are accusing the 
province of _ shifting 
responsibility down to 
municipalities. 

The. indiscriminatory 
application of the health tax 
to each employee is also 
going to affect the board. 

For example, says 
Grimson, board employees 
covered by their spouses 
under OHIP plans at other 
employers in 1989 will now 
have to be covered the 
board. 

“We have to pick up the 
costs for every one of our 
employees now,” Grimson 
says. 

And the amount assessed 
by the Ministry of Health 
will automatically increase 





in years to come in wake of 
salary increases employees 
receive. 

For the last few years, 
most notedly in times of 
inflation, OHIP premiums 
were not raised while pay 
increases were common. 
No longer. 

“Every time someone 
gets a raise the health tax 
goes up — it will be built 
in,” says Grimson. 

This year, a transitional 
year for the revision 
implementation, will be the 
hurdle for boards across the 
province to Clear.

This week, the final four of the Christmas flowering 
plants, beginning with what is still the Queen of the 
Christmas flowers, the .. , 








POINSETTIA: Everyone who has owned the Queen of 
Christmas Flowers has probably tried at least once to bring 
it back into colour, but usually only once, because they 
have found it is just not worth the trouble. Instead, grow it 
on in a full-sun window as an attractive foliage plant, often 
with red stems and leaf vines together with black shadings. 
Prune it back by one third after coloured speals fade, feed 
with a 20-20-20 fertilizer half strength once a month from 
April through October and allow to dry down between 

waterings. (YES - as a foliage plant.) 





CHRISTMAS CACTUS - Under fluorescent lights you 
can fool it into flowering three times a year by giving it ten 
hours of light and 14 hours of dark for about two months. 
Otherwise, sit it in a bright window about the end of 
September in a room where lights are seldom turned on at 
night and hold back watering to about once a month. Once 
the small buds appear do not move it or rotate it or the buds 
will drop: The rest of the year, keep it in a bright window, 
water thoroughly about every two weeks and feed with a 
10-52-10, quarter strength, once a month from April until 
August. (YES) 

CHRISTMAS CHERRY - It can be brought bock into 
flower and fruit the following season provided you give it 
full sun, high humidity and day and night temperatures not 
exceeding 60 degrees F. If that doesn’t stop you, then feed 
it with a 20-20-20 fertilizer, half strength monthly as long 
as it is growing, keep it moist, set it outside in a shady spot 
in Summer, bring it in before frost and maybe you'll get 
good results. (MAYBE) 

CHRISTMAS MUM - Hate to close on a negative but 
recognize the mum is a tender garden perennial that will 
not tolerate winter conditions in the home. Definitely in the 
“enjoy and destroy” category. (NO) 

If you wish to experiment with the “No’s” and 
“Maybe’s”, please do so, as long as you recognize that 
good house plant growing space is at a premium in the 


average home. But at least you now know what you are 


getting into and are likely to get. 

House plant space is precious at any time of the year, but 
particularly during the winter months when bright 
summertime windows become dim and full-sun windows 
become part-timers. So before you decide to attempt the 
care and cultivation of some of the more demanding of the 
Christmas flowering plants, make sure you take it on a trial 
basis so if you are not successful it’s a fact that can be 
accepted without frustration. 

I made that decision years ago, trying most of the 
difficult plants with varying degrees of success so that 
today I am quite happy with my collection of plants that 
suit my lifestyle. But that satisfaction came only after I 
tried them all - just once. Good luck.

Inquest 
will 
study 
‘death 
stretch’ 
of 401

Kingston coroner Benoit 
Bechard has called for an 
inquest into the Sept. 7, 
1989 Highway 401 car 
accident west of Belleville 
that claimed the lives of 
seven people, including 
three children. 


24 have died 
on Hwy 401 
from Trenton 
to Kingston 
in 1989 


Appointed by Regional 
Coroner Ross Bennett, 
Bechard wants to identify 
the many factors 
contributing to as many as 
24 deaths in 11 fatal 
accidents in 1989 on Hwy. 
401 between Kingston and 
Trenton. 

Of those 24 killed, 23 
were not wearing their 
seatbelts. Fifteen were 
ejected from the car. 

A date is yet to be set for 
the inquest, as is location. 
Bechard expects the inquest 
to be underway by late 
spring in Belleville or 
Kingston. 

A scheduling delay was 
needed in order for more 
research into the issue be 
compiled by Bechard with 
assistance from_ the 
Ministry of Transportation. 

“Research is being done 
right now in order that it 
can be presented to a jury 
during the inquest,” 
Bechard said from his 
Kingston office in a 
telephone interview with 
Quinte Weekly News. 

“We want to see if we can 
identify the reasons people 
get involved in these fatal 
accidents on the 401.”

Blame John Crow 
for Deacon's closure 


The Quinte area was shocked by the announcement 
last week that Deacon Brothers would be closing in 
April after more than 87 years of operation. 

Two years ago, Quinte Weekly News covered the 
85th anniversary of Deacon Brothers, a time of 
rejoicing and celebration. Longterm employees a 
and the company had many faithful workers — were 
honoured and company president Fred Deacon looked 
confidently ahead to the future. Now there will be no 
future. After three generations, the family-owned 
business will be no more. 

What we have here is not a casualty of free trade — 
Mr. Deacon, who spoke confidently about free trade 
to Quinte Weekly at the company’s 85th anniversary, 
stressed that free trade was not responsible — but of 
John Crow, govemor of the Bank of Canada. 

In recent weeks, we have stated that Crow seems 
determined to cause a recession because of his 
blinkered approach to interest rates and inflation. His 
commitment, we said, was to throw more people out 
of jobs, thus easing wage pressures in his fight against 
inflation. 

That is precisely what has happened at Deacon 
Brothers. 

Mr. Deacon was quoted as saying that the closure 
was caused by high interest rates and worsening 
economic conditions, conditions caused by the 
governor of the Bank of Canada. And here in 
Belleville, 40 people are out of work as a result. 

The problem is two-fold: on the one hand, sales are 
poor, leading to lower revenues to finance expansion 
or moves, and on the other hand, interest rates are 
high, discouraging any outside financing. In the end, 
that’s what killed Deacon Brothers. 

Last year, the company sold its building to a 
Toronto company and made plans to move in May. 
But poor sales over Christmas and slack orders for the 

new year forced Deacon Brothers to reconsider the

Spatters of clay dot 
doorway and brick beneath 
handhewn beams of this 
one-time carriage house, 
studio to Canada’s foremost 
potter, Harlan House. ; 

Standing next to an idle 
pottery wheel, the master 
craftsman co-ordinates 
hand and eye, painstakingly 
scraping minute flecks of 
clay from a preliminary 
draft flower on the upper 
face of an unfinished vase. 

Gentle light surfaces 
from behind determined 
eyes as he explains the 
quality time needed to 
materialize a finely detailed 
vase. All the while he rolls 
a finely tipped pick 
between his fingers as if 
wailing to resume his work. 

His jean-clad legs crossed 
at the shins, House rests his 
frame against a work bench 
lit by fluorescent lights, the 
toe of one sandal resting 
comfortably on the studio 
floor. 

It is here, nestled within 
the small village of 
Lonsdale north of 
Marysville that 45-year-old 
House ingrains heart and 
soul into his work, a 
finished product that has 
yielded him two 
distinguished awards — in 
1986 the $10,000 Joan 


Chalmers Award for 
excellence and, most 
recently, the $20,000 


Saidye Bronfman Award 
for excellence. The latter 
may be the most prestigious 
award for artists in Canada.

maintained. In his quest for 
quality, House may produce 
8-12 dinner sets a year — 

“Mass production on q 
quality basis is next to 
impossible. We had to 
reckon that you just can’t 
keep cranking it out,” he 
says. 

‘Comparing the masgs- 
production of porcelain to 
car-assembly lines such as 
General Motors and other 
car manufacturers, House 
suggests he and-his wife 
have taken the Lamborghini 
approach to porcelain. 

“It’s not a smart approach 
from an economic point of 
view but after thinking 
about the factory idea I had 
a bad taste in my mouth 
that I couldn’t get out for a 
long time,” he says. 

Pottery of the Sung 
Dynasty (960-1279 A.D.) 
in China has. been the 
largest influence in House’s 
20-year endeavour to create 
cultural and funtional 
pottery. 

While remaining within 
the confines of traditional 
Chinese pottery, his style 
subtly emerges from the 
forms and shapes of his

_Although the craft has 
approachable for House 
after 20 years of practice 
and conception, the 
challenge to create is no 
less than it -was in the 
beginning.

productive with the fish on a feeding frenzy. 

The $10,000 rich “Hard Water —Cold Cash” event is 
now in full swing with lots of good size walleye being 
entered. The local weigh scales are situated at Pilot’s 
Sports and the Aljan Motel at Bayside. 

In Napanee, Baker’s Baits are the weigh masters as well 
as Pickard’s Sunoco at Wellington and Turner’s Tackle at 
Carrying Place. Tickets are available at most sports shops. 

Remember along with the walleye some hefty cash is 
also available for pike. Not a lot of pike are being entered 
and they may just be a good bet for a major prize. 





Large sucker minnows would be a reasonable choice for 
the bait and should be at least two feet off of the bottom as 
pike can’t see below them due to the way their eyes are set. 

Targeting weedy shallow inlets and bays such as Muscote 
and Brighton may pay off.

hand cut to the bone by monfilament hand-held line a few 
years ago. 

Although not a lot of pike are being entered in the Hard 
Water-Cold Cash event some very hefty walleye have been 
hitting the scales. This weekly will be publishing the 
leaders and prize winners each week. 

Don’t forget the season-long event is divied into four 
two-week mini-derbies with the first segment ending 
Saturday, Jan. 13. The $10 ticket is a real bargain as it’s 
valid for the entire eight weeks. 

Belleville business would be wise to lay out the red 
carpet for out-of-town anglers. Last week, while in 
Pickering, I spoke to a gentleman who has an entourage of 
110 coming here to fish the bay. 

Our walleye fishery, which has a continent-wide 
reputation, could generate hoards of money for the local 
economy if the city took the effort to better promote it. It 
almost appears that anyone who baits a hook is considered 
second class in the eyes of council. 

If an evaluation study was carried out here on the 
economic impact of sport fishing to this area, my bet would 
be that sport fishing generates more revenue than the 
much-publicized Waterfront Festival. I’m sure other 
communities would turn green with envy to have such a 
valuable resource as we are blessed with here.

ark Hofmann was born into a 
religious Mormon family in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. In 1973, he 
graduated from Olympus High 

School and, as is the custom in 

his faith, left home for two years 

missionary work. Mark served 
his mission in Portsmouth, England and it was here 
that he became interested in old books and docu- 
ments pertaining to the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints. 

His interest in such material is not altogether 
unusual. The Mormon church has aiways cherished 
authentic documents dating back to the founding of 
the faith by Joseph Smith. Church officials often 
pay well for additions to their archives. In fact, a 
flourishing market exists for such material. 

In 1976, Mark, having completed his mission, 
returned to the U.S. and entered Utah State Univer- 
sity. While at university, he delved deeply into the 
history of his religion. : 

Mark wed pretty Dori Olds on Sept. 14, 1979. Dori 
dropped out of school to help support her husband, 
who was pursuing a medical career. Mark contribu- 
ted a few dollars from the occasional sale of old 
Mormon coins and documents. 

About a year afler his marriage to Dori, Mark 


purported to find an ancient document in an old 
17th-century Cambridge bible. It was signed by 
Joseph Smith and contained hieroglyphics which 


Smith said he had copied from the Golden Plates of 
e Book of Mormon. Mark took it to the church 
archives department where the discovery caused 
quile a stir. After testing by experts, the docu- 
ment was deemed to be authentic. 

Mark became the darling of the collection world. 
He gave leclures, granted interviews and received 
wide acclaim as the man who found what became 
known as the Anthon Transcript. Mark gave up his 
Studies to devote full time to tracing, trading and 
selling valuable documents pertaining to the Mor- 
mon faith, as well as other original material. 

By 1981, Mark had a wide reputation as a tracer 
rare documents.

Crime Flashback 


n 1983, Mark Hofmann consummated the 
biggest deal of his career. He had in his 
possession a letter written by Martin 
Harris. The letter contained the startling 
information that, in 1823, when Joseph 
Smith found the Golden Plates on which 
the Book of Mormon is said to be tran- 
scribed, he came upon a salamander that turned 
itself into a spirit. The discovery of the Salamander 

Letter, as it came to be known, caused great contro- 
versy among church leaders, as it differed from 
official Mormon theology, which held that Smith had 
received the tablets from the Angel of God. Harris 
signature on the letter was believed to be the only 
one in existence. 

Steven Christensen and his associate, Gary Sheets 
owned a large real estate firm. Devout Mormons, 
they both became deeply involved in authenticating 
the letter which went to the very heart of the Mor- 
mon religion. In time, Christensen purchased the 
Salamander Letter from Mark for $45,000. On April 
12, 1985, he donated it to the church. 

Meanwhile, Mark wheeled and dealed, often in 
partnership with investors. He purchased letters 
written by Daniel Boone, describing his trek into 
Kentucky. On several occasions, Mark paid off his 
investors with large profits. 

Mark slowly got in deeper and deeper. Deals had 
gone sour. The partnership of Christensen and 
Sheets also suffered from poor investments. Mark 
picked this time to leak the story that he had 
located a group of documents called the McLellin 
Collection. These ancient documents were hot. They 
cast doubt on basic church doctrine. Steve Christen- 
sen, acting for the church, would purchase the 
documents from Mark on behalf of investors who 
would donate the controversial documents to the 
church. 

Mark desperately needed cash. He had a large 
amount of money invested in documents and had 
just purchased a $650,000 home. At wit’s end, he 
contacted Hugh Pinnock, a devout Mormon, high

Mark. He even parked outside his home for a few 
nights, without results.

Mark confessed 
that he killed Steve Christensen so that the McLellin 
deal would not be finalized. He had meant the 
second bomb for Gary Sheets so that authorities 
would believe the killings were connected to real 
estate business transactions, rather than his phony 
documents. He had attempted to kill himself when 
he became depressed over what he had done and 
was sure he would be apprehended. He wanted 
to spare his family. 

Mark Hofmann was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in Utah State Prison with the recommendation 
by the presiding judge that he spend the rest of his 
natural life in custody.

% REDUCE: Buy only what you need. 

2. RECYCLE: Choose containers that can be recycled. 
“Beckers” plastic milk jugs are recyclable. 

3. REUSE: Many things around the house can be saved 
and reused: rubber bands — to hold things together, milk 
bags — cut off the top and use to freeze pork chops or 
strawberries, meat trays — for storing cookies or tarts. 
Also we can save strings, giftwrap, and many, many more 
items that I’m sure YOU can think of. 

DID YOU KNOW: 

Paper can be recycled into usable paper at a saving of 70 
per cent compared to producing it from trees? 

One household produces one pound of newspaper a day 
— 30 pounds a month? 

Also, a New Brunswick company manufactures 
“Yesterday’s News Cat Litter” by reprocessing old 
newspapers into absorbent pellets. 

Old newspapers are also used to make molded pulp 
products such as egg trays, animal bedding and a mulching 
product for quickly establishing ground cover after 
construction projects. 

There is also mandatory recycling, which means if you 
forget to put out “blue box” a sticker will be left at your 
door as a reminder to do it next time. 

One ton of newspaper takes up 60 cubic feet 4ft x 4ft x

When we recycle newspaper, bottles, jars, and cans we 
reduce the need for costly landfill sites. 

Recycle of scrap metal benefits us all — saving energy 
and reducing air and water pollution. 

If we think of our garbage as RESOURCES, we would 
only waste a quarter of what we do.

Members of the Marmora 
“Takes No Trash” 
committee, formed to fight 
the proposed dumping of 
Toronto’s garbage in the 
Marmoraton Mine, Say 
filling the mine with 
garbage could be detri- 
mental to area water 


quality. 

Glenn Caverly, TNT 
member, making a 
presentation to Belleville 
council Jan. 8, warned 
leachate from garbage 
could find its way through 
the water table to 
Belleville’s own backyard, 
namely the Bay of Quinte. 

Belleville city council, in 
response to the TNT 
delegation, agreed to 
Support the fight against 
the dump-proposal and will 
send a letter to Queen’s 
Park in opposition of the 
proposal. 

The defunct mine, now 
referred to as Marmoraton 
Lake, holds 1.7 million 


gallons of water, is 330 feet 
deep and contains several 
species of fish, Caverly told 
council. 

“We urge this council to 
urgently support our 
cause,” said Caverly. “The 
contamination by leachate 
will have far-reaching 
effects. If it is approved as 
a metro-dump site, it will 
have a severe impact on the 
area.” 

Caverly recalled an 
instance in the late 70s 
when the water in the mine 
was pumped out. Residents 
to the south living in 
Springbrook noticed their 
wells went dry. 

The TNT member cited 


reports, linking the dry-up 
to the action taken at the 
mine. When the mine was 
gradually refilled by natural 
Srpings, the Springbrook 
wells were full once again. 

“We have documented 
facts where groundwater is 
affected by this lake,” said 
Caverly. 

Caverly told council 
“...leachate will end up in 
the Bay of Quinte” based 
on similar theories. 

In addition, transportation 
of garbage from Metro 
Toronto to Marmora is 
expected to have a 
detrimental impact on the 
area, said Caverly. 

Shipping 12,000 tonnes 


of garbage a day would 
mean 480 truckloads of 
waste would be travelling 
Highway 7 every day, a 

unforeseen circumstance 
the highway could not 
handle. “That would mean 
a truck every three 
minutes,” he said. 

“To reach Marmora, 
trucks would have to pass 
through towns and cities,” 
said Caverly.

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Energy savings 
can add up 


In an effort to promote energy conservation, Ontario 
Hydro has been promoting more efficient ps 
over the past year under a program called we 
Lights. Hydro has offered incentives to lig ting 
industry contractors, manufacturers and distributors 
who have converted buildings to energy efficient 
£ . 2 
Peat ges it work? Does using energy efficient 
lighting actually produce measurable results? 

According to Hydro, it does. The crown corporation 
figures that three megawatts of electricity have been 
saved in the first year of the program. 

Now that may not sound like much, but according 
to Hydro, it’s enough to heat a small town the size of 

Frankford. And this is only the beginning. By the year 
2000, Hydro expects the program to save about 650 
megawatts of electricity — enough energy to supply 
more than 216 towns the size of Frankford. ee 

This is an example of the way that small individual 
efforts can add up to big gains for everyone. 

Which reminds us of growing up in a household 
where father went around the house tuming off lights 
and grumbling about how much energy certain 
unnamed people were using. 

Is this getting too small to matter? 

Probably not. 

According to the most recent newsletter of the 
Quinte Environmental Resources Association 
(QERA), Quinte Secondary School teacher Dick Bird 
asked one of his high school classes to conduct an 
energy audit of their homes at 7 p.m. for one night to 
see what was wastefully tumed on. The result — an 
average of 24 per cent of energy using appliances and 
lights could have been tumed off. 

Multiply that across a city and think of the savings 
that could generate! 

And each “negawatt”, as QERA calls electrical 
energy that isn’t used, reduces air pollution, conserves 
fuel and slows the Greenhouse Effect. There’s one 
way to improve our environment — or at least, 
preserve it a little longer — with the flick of a switch.

You can begin your adventures in indoor light gardening 
with either a multi-shelved commercial decorator unit that 
can be purchased in any nursery and most plant stores or a 
home-made structure in a basement room. Besides being

owner of the mine, is 
ignoring the concerns of 
residents and neighbouring 
municipalities in their bid 
to secure Toronto’s garbage 
for the mine. 

According to Caverly, 
Armbro will make their 
sales pitch to the Toronto 
Metropolitan waste 
committee in late January 
in Toronto. 

Caverly contended the 
waste committee has been 
given a lot of power to 
solve the landfill crises 
Toronto faces, creating a 
conflict of interest for the 
province. 

Alderman Stu Meeks 
refuted TNT’s claims that 
the province has no control 

_of the mine’s destiny in the 
hands of Armbro. 

“I don’t believe the 
province would allow a 
dump site without an 
assessment,” said Meeks. 
“They (the Peterson gov- 
ernment) have made 


everybody environment 
conscious. They haven’t 
approved one landfill site 
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since they came to power.” 

Mine owners Armbro 
made a proposal to Metro 
Toronto council July 20, 
1989 to accept the city’s 
waste. The announcement 
involed howls of protest 
from Marmora and area 
residents. 

Metro Toronto has been 
scrambling for new landfill 
sites before time runs out 
— landfill sites in the 
Toronto area are almost to 
Capacity forcing metro 
council to explore viable 
alternatives. 

A public meeting, held by 
TNT Oct. 21 last year, met 
with an overwhelming 
response. As many as 700 
concerned Marmora and 
area residents attended the 
meeting voicing strong 
disapproval to the proposal.

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tubes either in the form of a 4-foot unit or two 4-foot tube 
units mounted side by side. 

And there’s no need to lay out the extra dollars for so- 
called “growth” tubes. A combination of inexpensive “cool 
white” and “warm white” tubes provide the ideal mix of 
red and blue rays so vital to plant propagation. 

The only hardware you'll need in hanging the 
fluorescents is “S” hooks, open hooks and lightweight 
chain. S-hooks are set in he slots on the top of the 
fluorescents and connected with a short loop of chain. A 
second S-hook is inserted at the top of the loop and 
attached to another length of chain, which in turn is 
attached to a ceiling hook screwed into the basement 

rafters. Fixtures on lower shelves should be hung from the 
open hooks screwed into the shelf above. 

The use of S-hooks and chains allows you to adjust the 
lights according to the height of the plant material, which 
should not be more than six inches above the plants but can 
be as low as two inches, since with fluorescents you don’t 
have to worry about heat. The fluorescent’s energy output 
is 90 per cent light and 10 per cent heat, just the opposite of 

the incandescent bulb, and will not burn even the tenderest 

plant material.

Cannifton Rd reconstruction 
gets council's green light 


By Derek Baldwin 

Plans for the total 
reconstruction of Cannifton 
Road within city limits 
have been given the green 
light by Belleville City 
council. 

Slated to cost $3 million, 
the project will see the 
complete reconstruction of 
Cannifton Road from 
College Street East to just 
south of Highway 401 
underway by late May or 
early June. 

The present two lanes 
will be replaced by four 
lanes of pavement, says 
City Engineer Joe Angelo. 
The sharp corner just north 
of College Street will also 
be modified to reduce the 
sharpness of the curve. 

“That’s where some of 

the concerns came from — 
the sharp curve,” says 
Angelo.” That corner will 
be flattened out so it won’t 
be so sharp.” He cautions, 
however: “It can only be 
Straightened so much 
because of the river.” 
_ Angelo notes. the 
revamping of Cannifton 
Road couldn’t have came at 
a better time, referring to 
recommendations made in a 
recent transportation 
planning study of the 
Quinte Area. 

“The study said the four 
lanes is needed on 
Cannifton Road right now,” 
says Angelo. “It’s very 
timely.” 

Cannifton Road, also 
considered by the Ministry 
Transportation as a link in 
Highway 37, has been on 
the minds of Belleville 
council for a number of 
years. Improvements to the 
roadway have been long 
coming. 

“The city has been

planning this for many 
years,” says Angelo. It’s 
one of the many items we 
have had with the Ministry 
of Transportation up for 
consideration.” 

Under normal project 
applications, the city would 
have to pay for 50 per cent 
of the total cost, or in the 


Cannifton case, $1.5 
million. 
However, due to 


Cannifton Road being a 
link in Highway 37, the 
transportation ministry is 
covering 75 per cent of the 
cost at a price tag of $2.1 
million. 

The remaining $900,000 
is the responsibility of the 
city - $200,000 was 
previously allotted by city 
council last year for start- 
up capital costs and to get 
“the ball rolling,” says 
Angelo. 

News of a possible shut- 


down of the Highway 37 
interchange has_ not 
deterred the reconstruction 
of Cannifton Road. 

Recent considerations by 
council to close the 
Highway 37 interchange at 
Highway 401 will have no 
bearing on the course of the 
Cannifton facelift project, 
says Angelo. 

“Cannifton Road will still 
be needed regardless of a 
decision to close the 
interchange,” says Angelo. 

In view of an interchange 
closing, Cannifton Road 
would still continue over 
the 401 bridge to the 
Highway 37 junction, says 
the city engineer. 

Plans are currently being 
finalized for the road 
reconstruction and the city 
will be advertising tenders 
in February.

A joint study, examining hockey injuries 
sustained by amateur hockey players in 
Ontario for 1988/1989, revealed almost 
15,000 injuries were filed. According to the 
study, conducted by the Ministry of 
Tourism and Recreation and the Hockey 
Development Centre for Ontario, 11,500 
teams averaged 1.3 injuries per team Over 


an eight-month season. 


Those figures speak well for hockey, says 
Kort, and in his opinion, prove the value of 
the overemphasis placed on injuries in 


amateur hockey. 


“I don’t think the issue is as serious as the 
ministry thinks.” says Kort, referring to the 
low statistics for injuries per team. 

“There are probably more injuries per 
capita in high school football than in 
amateur hockey, yet people think hockey is 
rougher. Nobody likes to see a young 
dk player go down,” he says. 

The tourism and recreation ministry, 
however, wants to decrease the number of 
injuries even more.

The safe, which had been well hidden in a 
bathroom closet, would probably not be found by 
someone unless they knew where to look. The safe 
was a well constructed, complicated affair and 
could only be opened by someone who had a 
knowledge of safes and was handy with tools 

It didn’t take long for the name Bernard Pesquet 
to pop to the surface. Men who had a criminal 
record were checked out first. Bernard fit most of 
the prerequisites. He was small and, although he 
didn’t know the Bergauds on a personal level, he 
had recently papered and painted their apartment 
He would therefore know the location of the safe 
and what tools were required to open it.

As for the American Express card, he told officers 
he had left a book of wallpaper samples with 
the Bergauds.

Bernard had found the card and intended 
to return it. 

While Bernard’s story fell within the realm of 
possibility, he was unable to come up with a 
comparable yarn to account for the horde of 
evidence in his barn.

You couldn’t tum on the television without 
seeing pictures of distended bellies and and hopeless 
The cameras have turned away, but the famine 
continues. In fact, according to World Vision and 
others on the ground there, continuing drought 
coupled with a vicious civil war will make the famine 
worse than ever this year. People are dying and will 
die in increasing numbers this year. 

Or take a local example. 

Before Christmas, Quinte Weekly and other 
newspapers did stories about food drives at local food 
banks. We looked at the need at Chnstmas ume and 
ran pictures of people collecting toys for the needy. 
We interviewed the Salvation Army and Social 
Services. 

Those are seasonal stories — every year the media 
look at the needy at Christmas time. And yet, the need 
continues after Christmas. It’s just that the stones 
don’t. 

Across Canada, 1.4 million people live below the 
poverty line and have to use food banks to live. 
According to Anne Doef of the Gleaners Food Bank, 
400,000 different people need food banks every 
month across Canada. One out of 65 families needs 
the food bank to survive. 

The poor, Jesus said, are with you always. But we 
tend to forget that except at select times of year. And 
we in the press are no better. Restlessly, we move on 
to the next story. Maybe the real story is that the story 
keeps going, that even after the cameras leave, 
Ethiopians starve. That even after the media tum 
away from the need at Christmas time, people still 
need food banks to survive. 

Let’s not forget them. 


Two wrongs don't make one right 


Our grandma told us two wrongs don't make a right, 
but apparently no one's grandma told that to the 
people who run the Ontario College of Ant. 

The OCA announced recently that it intended to 
hire nothing but women for the next ten years to fill 
positions created by retirement of senior faculty 
members. In effect, they have put a sign on the door 
that says "men need not apply." 

Isn't that illegal under the Human Rights Code? 
Seems to us the code bans discrimination based on 
SEX. 

The impulse to give women preference is 
understandable in light of the years of discrimination 
against women, but that doesn't make blatant 
discrimination the other way any more right. In fact, 
such hiring practices automatically throw doubt on 
the qualifications of the women hired. No matter how 
good the woman is, the question will remain -- would 
she have been hired if she had not been the right sex? 

The way to end discrimination is to hire the best

The process of growing annuals from seed under 
fluorescents can be classified as “foolproof” for two good 
reasons. First, because the annual seed is a perfect 
packaged plant awaiting the right climactic conditions to 
continue its life cycle of germinating, growing, setting seed 
and dying - all in one season. Secondly, because they have 
a tremendous will to live even when grown under the most 
adverse conditions. 


~ 






Seeds can range in size from tiny specks (fibrous 
begonias) to a half-inch lone (Ricinus) and for the most 
part have similar germinating requirements: warmth, 
moisture and light. 

But there are a few exceptions. Some like it cool. Som 
like the dark. Some germinate in a few days, others take a 
few weeks. Fortunately all this information is readily 
available. 

The best possible seeding guides are the full information 
seed packets provided by seed mail order companies. The 
only thing I would discount are their germinating periods. 
These are for greenhouse use, and as indoor light 
gardeners, you can cut those times in half. 

Any container that drains well can be used for seeding. I 
use the plastic flats that can be obtained at any nursery for 
both seeding and the growing of plants to the point of 
setting out. 

Label the container and fill to the brim with soilless mix. 
Water with a 10-52-10 fertilizer solution and let drain. Seed 
according to packet instructions (seeds covered or 
uncovered) and cover the flat with a clear plastic film held 
with masking tape at the sides and ends, or if you are using 
nursery, seeding flats, the clear plastic hoods. This 
‘maintains heat and humidity, resulting in faster 
germination. 

Keep checking under the plastic film and as soon as tiny 
green specks appear in quantity on the surface, get the 
plastic off or the plants will soar and grow spindly. Never 
let the germinating mix dry out, I use a plastic clothes- 
sprinkler for gentle watering of tiny seedlings. 

When they show four leaves, the seedlings are ready for 
transplanting. Ready a flat by filling with dampened soiless 
mix and poke holes about three inches apart. 

Hold the seedling by a leaf and dig out with a sharp- 
pointed spoon. Don’t worry if it comes out bare root, they 
have an amazing will to live. Plant in the prepared holes in 
the prepared holes in the growing flats, firm, water 
thoroughly and set back under lights (making sure the 
foliage is never more than six inches away). All that is 
required now is simple maintenance until setting out next 
spring.

Law bans smoking 
in the workplace 


By Derek Baldwin 

For many, Jan. 1, 1990 
was the beginning of a new 
decade of challenge and 
discovery, but for diehard 
smokers who puff away 
their eight-hour work-day, 
Jan. 1 was like hitting a 
brick wall. 

Smoking in the 
workplace has been 
banned after pro- 
vincial legislation 
prohibiting smok- 
ing in the work 
environment 
became law Jan. 
1. 

The legislation 
has affected an 
estimated 3.9 million 
employees in Ontario 
at as many as 233,000 
workplaces, says Jim Heer, 
Ministry of Labor 
spokesperson from the 
Communications Branch in 
Toronto. 

Under the provisions of 
Bill 194, employers are 
obliged to eliminate 
smoking in the working 
environment. 

Employers, however, 
have the option to designate 
a smoking area of not more 
than 25 per cent of the total 
square footage of the work- 
place. 

Heer estimates approx- 
imately 90 per cent of all 
work-places in Ontario fall 
under the new legislation 
— the remaining 10 per 
cent are exempt from the 
bill. 

Public areas such as 
malls, restaurants, bars, 
hotel lobbies, etc. will not 
be required to implement 
no-smoking policies, Heer 
explained for Quinte 
Weekly readers. 

Bill 194 places the 
responsiblity for execution 
of Bill 194 provisions on 
employers. 

Heer noted Ministry of 
Labour inspectors will 
investigate incidents of 
noncompliance by 
employees or employers. 

“The enforcement will be 
up to the inspectors 
responding to calls from 
employees who feel the 
legislation isn’t working in 
their work environment,” 
said Heer.

By now we have all heard 
about the link between 
smoking and cancer. Did 
you know that smoking 
also affects our heart, blood 
pressure and blood 
cholesterol level? 

When you smoke a 
cigarette, the nicotine 
makes the heart beat faster. 
Our heart needs oxygen to 
work, just like our car 
needs gas. Tobacco smoke 
causes carbon monoxide to 
build up in the blood which 
means there is less oxygen 
to fuel our heart. This puts 
a great strain on the heart 
muscle.

“Failure to comply with 
inspectors orders can result 
in prosecution of the 
employer of fines of up to 
$25,000 and for employees 
of up to $500,” said Heer. 

Ontario is the first 
province to implement a 
no-smoking law in Canada, 
Heer said. “We are the first 
province to introduce this 
kind of legislation. No 
other provinces have this 
law in place.” 

The federal government, 
however, issued a similar 
policy to its civil 
employees in the spring of 
1989, as did the David 
Peterson government, 


banning smoking in all 
government buildings. 

And, effective Jan. 1, the 
federal government has 
extended its no-smoking

programs are being 
offered by em-ployers 
across the province. 
The Ministry of 
Labour is not 
responsible for 
such programs, 
says Heer, but in 
some cases, 
employees can 
receive suppport 

from the “Em- , 
ployee Assistance | 

Programs” in place 
at many companies. 

A counselling , 
service for employees, 

employers set up the 

programs with help from 

the labor ministry, and in | 
many cases may have a| 
stop-smoking program for 

employees. 

“Sixteen per cent of 
companies with over 50 
employees have the EAPs 
in place,” says Heer. 

More specifically, Heer 
notes, the Ministry of 
Health offers programs to 
help people stop smoking. 

Terry Moran, media 
relations officer with the 
Ministry of Health offices 
in Toronto says there are 
many direct and indirect 
ways the ministry helps the 
smoker to stop. 

“For example, a person 
that goes to a doctor to stop 
smoking will have his visit 
paid for by the ministry,” 
says Moran. “Indirectly I’m 
sure there are many 
community grants used to 
stop smoking. The ministry 
is very involved in 
preventative health care. 

“T think the no-smoking 
legislation is an 
enshrinement of peoples’ 
right to enjoy optimum 
health care. The harm that 
second-hand smoke can do 
is verified and people just 
won’t tolerate it anymore.” 

First reading of Bill 194 
was executed in November 
1988. The no-smoking 
legislation received royal 
assent in July of 1989.

Five options for 
enlargement of the city 
streets system have been 
presented to city council in 
the transportation study, 
carried out by consulting 
firms Cansult Engineering 
Ltd. and Greer Galloway 
and Associates Ltd. 

Two of these five options, 
considered “do-nothing” 
options, suggest no major 
road improvements for the 
city and that the 401-37 
interchange remain open. 

The three remaining 
options include proposals 
for the closure of the 401- 
37 interchange, new 
bridges across the Moira 
River north and south of 
Highway 401, extension of 
Bell Boulevard to 
Wallbridge Loyalist Road, a 
new interchange to 
Belleville’s east and 
widening of several arteries 
in the city. 

Murray, in his position 
paper, dismisses the do- 
nothing options, saying 
traffic would be “chaos” in 
20 years if the roads system 
in Belleville is left in its 
present state. 

“Eventually we would 
have traffic chaos,” says 
Murray. “After 20 years of 
growth we wouldn’t even 


sing in 


be able to get around. The 
end result would be a 
reduction in traffic service.” 

In addition to congested 
city traffic, the city planner 
attributes his push for the 
closure of the 401-37 
interchange to “a worsening 
of a serious traffic hazard 
on Highway 401.” 

In an interview with 
Quinte Weekly News, 
Murray explained “safety 1s 
one of the primary 
concerns” behind his 
recommendations. 

“The interchanges are 
quite unsafe. Vehicles 
trying to enter and exit 
Highway 401 are in danger. 
It is the kind of design you 
wouldn’t see built today. 
You wouldn’t build two 
interchanges that way 
today,” says Murray. The 
potential is there for serious 
motor collisions. We're 
lucky so far not have had 


any. 

The best way to avoid the 
danger is to close the 
interchange but retain the 
overpass into Cannifton. 
“We should consider 
retaining the overpass and 
building a new interchange 
to the east,” he said. 

In his position paper 
Murray states: “Closure of 


the Highway 37 
interchange and the 
provision of a new 


Highway 401 interchange 
would provide safe and 
efficient access to 401.

the need for a new bridge 
across the Moira River, 
preferably north of the 401. 
The building of a bridge 
south of the 401 as 
suggested in two other 
options, although helpful in 
decreasing traffic 
congestion, would cut 
Riverside Parks in half.

world. While kilts and bagpipes are 


probably more popular in Canada than any 
other country but Scotland itself, curling 
and golf seem to have fared better yet. 

Explaining the game for novices, Ed 
Lehtinen, president of the Quinte Curling 
Club in Belleville, compares the sport to 
lawn bowling and shuffle board. In 
attitude toward the game, however, he 
compares it to golf. 

He says, “Some guys who play hockey 
would look on this as too gentle a game. 
There’s no body contact at all. The 
concept of ‘fair play’ is more important.” 

Curling. is a team sport. Each player on a 
team of four (two at each end) throws two 
rocks at a time, between opponents’ rocks. 
The better curlers throw the last rocks, 





which are the important ones, though all 


can count. 

All throwers “sweep” in order to speed 
up or slow a rock’s progress down the ice, 
or to curve (curl) its direction, except the 
team skip. He’s the strategist, and 
normally throws the last two rocks for his 
team in the game. 

Lehtinen estimates the average curler’s 
age is around 35. The youngest in his club 
is about 13 or 14 and the oldest is in his 
late 70s. 

“The whole family can participate,” he 

says. “Children have to be old enough to 
hold-and throw a rock, and by then many 
of them are already into hockey. But there 
“are half-weight rocks in some clubs for the 
young beginners.” 
_ And obviously it’s a popular sport. 
| Exclusive of the juniors, he calculates the 
Quinte club has about 300 members — 
175 men and 125 women. “While this may 
be the biggest club in the Quinte region,” 
he says, “the two in Trenton probably have 
more members combined.” 

Sure enough! Wanda Mawson, secretary 
of the CFB Trenton club, states 
membership there is 175 adults and 
juniors. They curl at a rink on the airbase.

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octors Merrill and Laverne Joss were the 
most respected young couple in the town 
of Richmond, Maine. Not that much ever 
happened in Richmond, but all that 
changed on the evening of March 27, 1941. 
That was the night the towns chief of 
police was called to Dr. Merrill Joss 
impressive old colonial home. Dr. Joss met the chief at 
the door. To say he was distraught would be to understate

eels my wife,” the doctor explained. ’’She'’s been 
attacked by a dope addict or at least that appears to 
be the case. A bearded stranger appeared at my door 
demanding narcotics. Naturally, I turned him away. A 
doctor’s house is an easy target, you know.’ 

When the chief asked for a description, the doctor 
quickly replied, “‘The man was about five feet eight, 
had shaggy unkempt hair, wore a beard and had a 
dark coat and cap.” 

The doctor eal on to hurriedly explain that he had left 
the house to complete an errand and was as far as the 
railroad tracks when he heard his dog Trixie barking. He 
returned to the house to find his office burglarized. 
Alarmed for his wife’s safety, he searched the house for 
her. When he noliced thal the door leading off the kitchen 
into the cellar was open, he dashed downstairs to find 
his wife lying on the cellar floor, bludgeoned about the 
head 


All of this was blurted out to the chief as they 
made their way through the house and down the cellar 
stairs. The chief noted blood on the stairs, wall and the 
floor. There was Laverne Joss, unconscious. In minutes, 
Dr. Edwin Pratt joined Dr. Joss, peering over Laverne’s 
still form. Dr. Pratt dressed the head wounds as best he 
could with some gauze. Joss said that he would drive his

Now, hot to trot, Shepard examined the cellar. In 
nearly empty bins of vegetables, he found a wate 
belonging to Paverve: The wily detective reconstructe 

crime in his mind. Soe 
henna dismissed Merrill’s story as a fabrication to 
cover his own tracks. He theorized that Merrill and 
Laverne had not been getting along, possibly there was 
another woman. The pair had argued in the kitchen. 
Laverne had taken off her ring and had thrown it at her 
husband. The ring had lodged under the refrigerator. 


Merrill had picked up something and struck out at his 
wife. She had slumped to the floor, unconscious. He then 
threw her down the cellar steps. As she tumbled down, 
her wrist hit the wall, flinging the watch into a bin of car- 
rots. Merrill cleaned the blood off the kitchen floor, 
ransacked his own office and either hid or destroyed 
the murder weapon before calling police. Shepard’s theory 
accounted for all the known facts, except the 27 wounds 
on Laverne’s head. 


Shepard continued his investigation. Laboratory techni- 
cians were broughit into the house. From the kitchen floor, 
they extracted tiny cotton threads almost invisible to 
the naked eye. Elsewhere in the house, they found a 
cloth which proved to be of the same fibres as those 
taken from the floor. Someone had wiped the floor clean. 
Certainly, a dope addict wouldn’t have stopped to clean 
the floor after throwing his victim down the stairs. 


Lt. Shepard’s suspicions had first been raised by the 





Detectives made a moulage cast of Laverne’s head. 
They then proceeded to make a cast of the crude 
cellar floor. They found that by placing the head cast 
against the cast of the rough floor, they could match the 
two. Eerily, the wounds on the head cast fit the rough 
edges of the floor. Laverne had received some of her 
wounds when she was thrown down the stairs onto the 
floor. 

An examination of the steps uncovered a lone eye- 
brow hair and minute pieces of flesh. The eyebrow hair 
matched those taken from Laverne’s skull. The impact of 
her head against the steps may have accounted for 
several of the head wounds. 


he entire case against Merrill was circum- 
stantial, but it added up the way Lt. She- 
pard figured at the beginning, when boy 
scouts and police were scouring three coun- 
ties for a man who didn’t exist. 
Most of the community were gathered at 
the Methodist Church for 37-year-old 
Laverne Joss’ funeral. Merrill Joss was supported by a 
galaxy of friends as he dabbed at his eyes with a white 
handkerchief. As Merrill left the church, he was taken 
into custody by State Police Chief Henry Weaver. Charged 
with his wife’s murder, he was incarcerated in the Saga- 
dahoc County Jail. : 


A few weeks later, while awaiting trial, Merrill bor 
rowed a razor blade from another inmate. He cut. the 
skin of his right arm and, using his fingernail, raised 
an artery. He then cut the artery With the blade. A 
guard found him unconscious and immediately summoned 


Now, he checked out the 
doctor’s friends and discovered that Merrill was keep- 
ing company with a winsome cook at a local eatery. Eliz- 
abeth Mayo was questioned and readily co-operated with 
police. It was true. She and the doctor were seeing each 
other on the side, so to speak. Merrill had talked of 
divorce, but Elizabeth had never thought he would go 
as far as killing his wife. She produced love letters 
written by Merrill only hours before his wife’s death. 
That's called motive, folks.

He was rushed to hospital and given blood 
eet Attending physicians managed to save his 
ife. 

On June 23, 1941, Dr. Merrill Joss stood trial for his 
wife's murder. The trial lasted 10 days. Prosecuting attor- 
neys dramatically revealed the history of the Joss’ mar- 
riage. Both had been married before and had become 
attracted to each other while working together in a hospi- 


tal. They had divorced their respective spouses and mar- 
ried each other. 


An ambulance sped away to hospital with Laverne, 
while a horde of detectives and citizens joined in an effort 
lo apprehend the man described by Dr. Joss. In a com- 
munity the size of Richmond, everyone knew the victim of 
the wild attack. Both she and her husband were beloved 
by their friends and neighbors. Both were on a first-name 


basis with many of the police officers now investigating 
the burglary and the assault on Laverne. That same 
night, Dr. Laverne Joss died of her wounds. 


Dr. Merrill repeated his Story to detectives in detail. 
Probably it was State Police Lieutenant Leon Shepard 
who first privately doubted his story. The seasoned detec- 
live had never heard of a dope addict knocking at a door 
and asking for drugs Buying dope, Stealing dope; yes; 
but walking up to a doctor's residence and simply asking 
for dope just didn’t sit well. 


s the extensive search for the shaggy 
Stranger continued, detectives were pro- 
vided with another piece of information 
concerning Merrill Joss. Evidently, when 
Laverne was brought into hospital, a blood 
transfusion was immediately ordered.

He further stated that his wife had been aware of 
his love for Elizabeth Mayo. Their talk of divorce had

He’s asked City Police Chief 
Bob Begbie to prepare a report in 
regard to the upswing in knife and 
gun-point robberies at city 
stores. 

For Jerry's Market grocery store 
clerk Lisa Gallacher, the iniative 
taken by Zegouras couldn’t have 
come at a better time. Gallacher 
was robbed at knife-point shortly 
before midnight last 
Thursday after a lone male entered 
the store and demanded she 
handover the evening’s take. 

“At first I thought he was 
kidding,” says Gallacher. “He 
came in and asked in a well- 
mannered voice if he could have 
two packs of cigarettes.” 

The man, dressed in jeans, a 
checkered shirt and a guitar 
Strapped across his back, then 
informed Gallacher she was about 
to be robbed. 

“T hate to do this but I’ve got no 
money and I have to rob ya,” said 
the suspect, Gallacher recalls, still 
groggy after a long day’s sleep 
from her nightmare eight-hour 
graveyard shift. 

“I replied: ‘yeh, right,’” says the 
20-year old clerk. “I didn’t believe 
him because he was so well 
dressed, clean cut and well 
mannered.” 

In disbelief, Gallacher refused to 
hand over the approximately $154 
lying in the store’s money tray. 

For three minutes the thief 
pleaded calmly with her to hand 
over the money, standing on one 
side of the grocery store checkout 
counter, the clerk on the other

John Fryters believes the 
lack of a district health 
council (DHC) is having 
an adverse effect on the 
delivery of health care 
services in Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties 
and that the area is 
beginning to miss out on 
important funding decisions 
by the Ministry of Health 
because there is no DHC 
here. 

In a Dec. 17 letter to 
Chairman Ross McDougall 
of the Hastings and Prince 
Edward County Steering 
Committee to reevaluate 
the need for a district 
council, Fryters made 
several observations to 
back up his concems. 

He recalls that in the 
early “70s a similar steering 
committee recommended 
Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties didn’t 
need a DHC or overall 
development of appropriate 
services in the areas of 
palliative care, chemical 
dependency and other 
addictive behaviors, and 
mental health. 

Since then, however, he 
suggests the influence of 
DHCs has grown to the 
point where this district can 
no longer afford to function 
without one. 

Fryters cites-in particular 
the The Graham Report 
(July, 1988)_-,“A Plan for 
Mental Health in Ontario.” 
He observes that of its 19 
recommendations, five (5) 
are directed to local 
communities such as “that 
by 1991, each District 
Health Council have a 
mental health plan that sets 
out how different essential 
functions will be provided 
in each district.” 

Because of the time 
frame, according to Fryters, 
this means that even if a 
DHC is recommended, it 
will be too late to prevent 
the region from losing out. 
So, he says, “Every agency 
providing mental health 





Belleville businessman 
Ross McDougall agrees in 
principle with the main 
thrust of John Fryters’ 
letter, dated Dec. 17, 
conceming a district health 
council for Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties. 

McDougall points out 
that this area includes part 
of only five per cent of the 
population of Ontario not 
already covered by a DHC, 
and admits, “I have to think 
that without a DHC we’re 
not communicating 
properly with the Ministry 
of Health.” 

District health councils, 
he explains, are usually 
made up of 40 per cent

services within our two 
county area will work in 
isolation and, as usual, 
protect its own funding 
base to the detriment of our 
mentally ill.” 

Fryters also cites reports 
by the Hon Ken Black, 
current minister in charge 
of the Provincial Drug 
Strategy, and Minister of 
Health, the Hon. Elinor 
Caplan, directing 
recommendations on 
intervention, counselling, 
and treatment programs and 
long term plans for alcohol 
and drug - prevention 
through DHC’s. 

When Fryters questioned 
how Hastings Prince 
Edward could respond to 
such reports, he was 
informed by Ms. Caplan, 
«the issue of developing 
addiction plans, based on 
the ‘Framework’ document, 
in non-DHC areas, has not 
yet been addressed.” 

He feels that the Ministry 
of Health wants locally- 
based planning bodies to 
rely on for its funding 
decisions and will not back 
down. 

“In the ministry’s eyes 
(no matter what its officials 
are stating),” he says, “the 
establishment of a District 
Health Council is not only 
vital and necessary but it is 
also inevitable.” 

Questioned further, he 
said he hasn’t the same 
optimism hospital officials 
have that their request for 
funds for a detox centre 
will be met. Without a 
DHC to assure the ministry 
this is a priority need, at 
best he feels it will take 
considerably longer to get 
those funds. 

But Fryters sees a 
stumbling block to quick 
acceptance of a DHC: what 
he calls “deliberate 
objection by ‘established 
conventional services’ to 
allow someone else to 


edevelop and operate 
programs which, in the eyes 
of the ‘conventional 


health care givers, 40 per 
cent laymen, and 20 per 
cent elected politicians. 
Councils vet requests for 
new funds from the 
ministry and place priorities 
in health care needs 
throughout their districts. 
The ministry relies on 
council recommendations 
when funds for allotment 
around the province are 
limited and choices have to 
be made. McDougall says, 
“The ministry is geared to 
communicate through 
DHCs. They don’t really 
know any more how to talk 
with too many individual 
health care agencies.”

The Metal Queen Rocks Belleville 





! eople have this 
P vision of me that I’m 
this leather-clad, 
foot-stomping, 
sword-wielding wench 
from hell and that I drink 
Jack Daniels on stage, spit 
blood and bite the heads off 
whippets,” says Lee Aaron, 
the female voice behind the 
new album “Bodyrock”. 


In an interview with Quinte Weekly 
News during a visit to the city Jan. 24, her 
sultry voice, subtle mannerisms and 
amiable smile reveal the preconceptions are 
to the contrary. 

On stage, the petite, brown eyed, 27-year- 
old Belleville native commands sold-out

As many as 500 students descended to 
the forefront of the Lee Aaron Loyalist 
stage Jan. 24 awaiting the metal massage of 
Aaron’s raw but refined pure energy. __ 

Enters Lee Aaron, donning a black mini- 
skirt, a fiery stare and 

a facial expression stating clearly she 
means business. 

A deafening cheer welcomes the female 
vocalist, who is bathed in blue and red 
floodlights, positioned high above the 
congested gathering. The show is sold out. 

An unseen cue, the strike of a chord, the 
Lee Aaron band lashes out in unison; 
drums; guitar, bass — the pace has been set 
for a punchy, no-holds-barred orgy of 
musical fervor. 

Her opening song is Metal Queen, 
commonly second reference to her name 
throughout her seven-year career. 

Although the title flatters her, she 
downplays the term modestly, admitting 
she doesn’t take it all that seriously. 

“To the fans, all that title meant was that I 
was their queen of rock. The press people 
jumped on that, because metal brings about 
sO many negative images and conotations; 
fire, brimstone, violence, and drugs and 
alcohol,” she says. 

“My music is about raw edges and about 
attitude, and about blood, sweat and guts, 
and fun,” says Aaron sitting on the edge of 
a coffee table in the teachers’ lounge at 
Loyalist College. 

She admits her new album “Bodyrock”, 
although very well received by her fans, 
lacks the lustre, raw edges and punch her 
first albums enjoyed. 

Lee Aaron attributes the “watering down” 
of the album to her producer and his push 
for more radio air play in Canada and in the 
United States of the album. 

“It was sort of like spraying Endust on 
the whole mix and kind of shining it up a 
bit so that all of the little rough spots were 
gone,” she says.

I had a very 
manipulative manager and I got talked into 
a couple of foolish things, some 
controversial...quasi-controversial photos, 
and to be honest with you I never felt nght 
in my heart,” she admits. 

“Because of that, people have treated me 
differently than they would other artists,” 
says Aaron. “My God, Sass Jordan’s latest 
single is called “So Hard”, but no one 
jumps on her for that. Darby Mills a few 
years ago had a song called “Feel My 
Body”. That’s far more direct than “What 
Ya Do to My Body. 

“The bottom line is kids will decide what 
they like and don’t like,” she stresses. 
“Let’s lighten up. It’s just entertainment.” 

Today, unlike Aaron’s career in its 
infancy, Aaron is trying to grasp at more of 
the decision-making straws in her carcer, 
specifically her videos shown regularly on 
“Much Music”. 

“T’m not old, but I am more mature now 
and have a much clearer focus on what | 
want out of my career. I went to my labcl 
and said ultimately if I’m going to be a 
success or failure, it should be by my own 
hand.” 

Success should come easily for the hard- 
working vocalist and her band, used to 
extensive travelling and 12-hour days. The 
group has logged more than 80 concerts 
and showings since August 1989, the 
beginning of her “Bodyrock” tour in North 
America, including five weeks in Europe 
co-headlining with Nazareth. 

Europeans fell in love with the Canadian 
powerhouse Aaron in 1983 when she made 
her first debut in London, England at the 
Marquee Club. It was the start of a love 
affair between Aaron and her European 
fans. Aaron was named Female Vocalist of 
the Year by British Kerrangi magazine 
readers in 1984 and again in 1986. She has 
also been voted second best international 
vocalist by the German rock magazine 
“Metal Hammer”. 

Aaron’s first album, the first of five, is 
entitled “The Lee Aaron Project”. Her 
“claim to fame” album “Metal Queen” 
followed. 

Since then Aaron has recorded “Call of 
the Wild”, “Lee Aaron” and “Bodyrock”. 

Any advice for young musicians starting 
out, Aaron? 

“T would suggest get a good book on the 
music business. Learning about the 
business is important,” she warns. 
“Learning to play caver tunes is not where 
it is at. Write your own songs. Learning to 
write your own stuff is where it “is” at. 

“Most importantly always follow what's 
in your heart, what’s in here,” says Aaron 

pointing to her heart.”If someone tells you 
should be doing something else and it 
doesn’t sit right in your gut, then you 
shouldn’t be doing it...your instincts are 
your best guide I think in this business.”

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School in Toronto has 
announced a $1.5 million 
deficit for the same reasons. 
Were student fees raised to 
cover such deficits, 
however, most promising 
dance students would not 
be able to afford them.

That is the kind of story 
that motivates Anne Doef. 
It’s the kind of story she 
can tell any day of the week 
to anyone who will listen. 
She wishes the need 
would go away. Anne tells 
the Kiwanians that she 
wishes she could say that 
this year the Gleaners Food 
Bank will close down for 
good because its job is 
done. But that isn’t likely to 
happen. She expects to 


continue getting calls such 
as the one from the 
desperate young mother. 
The need isn’t going away. 

The big reason for the 
food bank’s existence is the 
high cost of housing for 
people on fixed incomes, 
whether as seniors or 
people on social assistance. 

When you are getting 
$850 a month in assistance 
but have to pay $600 for 
rent, you know you're in 
trouble, she says. 

And when you’re poor, 
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Food bank victory would be to close 


you can’t always afford to 
save money. You may shop 
at the corner store because 
you don’t have a car and 
can’t afford to shop the 
specials at each of the 
grocery stores in town, she 
says. You certainly can’t 
stock up on tuna when its 
on sale. You don’t have 
enough money for deals 
like that when you have to 
scrape just to survive. 

But she is able to point to 
some encouraging news. 
One is a new program 


called STEP, which will 
allow people on social 
assistance to earn $150 to 
$200 per month without 
having it deducted from 
their assistance. 

That’s an incentive that 
will help people to take 
control of their lives, she 
says. A few hundred dollars 
can make a lot of difference 
to people who live close to 
the edge of desperation. 
And maybe it will allow 
food banks like Gleaners to 


close down, she adds.

The student fidgets 
nervously as he makes his 
plea to John Melady, vice 
principal of Belleville 
Collegiate Institute and 
Vocational School. Melady 
listens empathetically to the 
student's pleas before 
making his decision and the 
student retums to class.

Enough so he was granted 
permission to fly the F-18 
without a pilots’ license. 

After completing a course

The hands-on approach 
instilled a new-found sense 
of appreciation in Melady 
for pilots and support crews 
in the military.

These 
are the words which described Tema 
Conter. Her death shocked the big 
city she loved as few violent deaths 
have ever shocked Toronto. 
On that dreadful morning of Jan. 
27, 1988, Tema hurriedly dressed to 
keep a hairdressing appointment before going on to 
the clothing store where she was employed as man- 
ager. 

She entered the hallway of her apartment building 
on Balliol St. and there she met a predator. His 
name was Melvin Stanton, a sex offender on parole 
to a nearby halfway house. Stalking women was old 
hat to Stanton. He was good at it. It didn’t take long 
before he had bound, raped and stabbed his victim. 
When Tema failed to show up for work at the cloth- 
ing store, colleagues phoned police. 

Outrage swept through Toronto. This man Stanton 
had preyed on his fellows since he was 14 years old. 
At that time he was convicted of manslaughter. 
Years before he entered the apartment building on 
Balliol St., he had been ranteni Passes from prison. 
On that occasion, he ha disappeared and, while at 
large, had robbed and raped a 40-year-old woman.

cash, told Gallacher he 
couldn’t find a job, was 
starving and was refused by 
welfare. 

“I offered him an apple 
and told him I would pay 
for it but he got angry and 
told me to forget it,” 
Gallacher remembers. 

The joke was over, 
Gallacher says, when a six- 
inch, jagged steak knife fell 
from the thief’s sleeve into 
-his hand. 

“I was really scared when 
I saw that knife and him 
looking at me so coldly. He 
was so casual — I think he 
was crazy.” 

The knife-point robbery 
took a strange twist at this 
point, says the grocery 
clerk: “I looked at him and 


he placed the knife on the - 


counter.” 

The man told Gallacher 
to take the knife from him. 
Without thinking she 
slowly picked the knife up 
and threw it in the garbage 
under the watchful eye of 
the store scurity video 
camera. 

But just when Gallacher 

thought the ordeal was 
Over, the man thrust his 
hand in his pocket and 
demanded she hand over 
the money again. 
“I didn’t know what was 
in his pocket. I thought 
maybe he had a gun as a 
last resort.” 

Still hesitant, Gallacher 
was told by him: “Give me 


the money — you're ° 


making me mad. If you 


don’t I'll get it myself.” 

Gallacher: “I had visions 
of him shooting me so I 
gave him the money.” The 
suspect fled through the 
front doors and into the 
darkness. 

Gallacher’s fingers were 
fumbling for the police 
alarm — three minutes later 
Belleville police were on 
the scene. Back-up cars 
were Called in to apprehend 
the thief, presumably still in 
the area. The storeowners 
attended the scene shortly 
after. 

The biggest twist in the 
robbery incident was still to 
come, however, as police 
and owners gathered details 
about the robbery from the 
shaken clerk. 

The robbery suspect, to 
the disbelief of the small 
gathering, re-entered the 
store half-an-hour after the 
robbery with money in 
hand. 

“The cop walked over 
and took the money from 
after him after I identified 
him to Jerry, my boss,” says 
Gallacher. “He had a 
‘here’s-the-money’ look on 
his face. Everything was 
freaky —a real bum-out.” 

Hours after the incident, 
Gallacher is still visibly 
shaken.

Appeal procedure 


If, after attending your local Open House, 
you are still dissatisfied with your assess- 
ment, you have the right to appeal it to the 
Assessment Review Board. This Board is 
responsible for determining whether the 
assessment under appeal is fair and 
equitable with the assessments of similar 
properties in the vicinity.

County raises rates for seniors by 33% 


seniors at county homes for

Hastings County council 
has a dealt a financial blow 
to seniors living at 
retirement residences in the 
county. 

Effective, Feb. 1, 
residents at Hastings Manor 
and Centennial Manor will 
be hit with a whopping 33 
per cent increase in daily 
living expenses. 

Council voted in favor of 
the budget increases at their 
regular monthly meeting 
Jan. 31;

The impact will realize a 
net increase from $205,450 
to $417,310 at Hastings 
Manor and from $226,877 
to $323, 200 at Centennial 
Manor. 

Residents at both homes 
will now be charged $45.15 
per day, up $11.15 from the 
previous $34 per day. For 
the average resident, the 
increase amounts to an 
added monthly cost of 
$334.50. 

The yearly bite out of 
residents pension cheques 


will amount to $4,014.00 in 
added expenditures for the 
aged. 

Residents were debited 
an additional $1.50 per day 
last year, after council 
voted in a 1989 increase 
from $32.50 to $34.00 a 
day. 

The Homes for the Aged 
Committee says the 
increases are “substantial”, 
but “... are warranted in 
order to keep pace with the 
changing needs in 


providing services to 


the aged,” states a 
committee report submitted 
to council. 

“Both homes are facing 
significant increases in 
expenditures in 1990 
largely due to 
circumstances beyond 
control such as Pay Equity 
legislation, contract 
settlements for staff, a 
major capital project at 
Hastings Manor and 
staffing increases to deal

Resident opposes closing interchange 


By Derek Baldwin 

Ed Burtt is not happy. 

The Black Diamond 
Road resident and Vernon 
Corp. owner feels a 
recommendation of city 
planner Stewart Murray to 
close the Highway 37-401 
interchange will do nothing 
but harm if followed 
through by the city. 

The manufacturing plant 
owner has lived just a 
stone's throw from the 
interchange for almost 20 
years on five acres of 
highway commercial zoned 
land adjacent Highway 401. 

Like Toronto developer 
Bill Stevenson, who plans 
to build a Holiday Inn and 
mall at the interchange, 
Burtt says closing the 
interchange is ludicrous. 

“This situation is just a 
colossal mess,” says Burtt, 
in a telephone interview 
with Quinte Weekly News. 
“The most _ sensible 
approach to the traffic 
problems facing us in the 
next 20 years is to 
redistribute the traffic in 


Belleville to as many 


arteries as possible. 
“The Highway 37 inter- 
change should be 


improved, open the Sidney 
Street overpass, for exam- 
ple,” says Burtt. “If they 
close off the 37 interchange 
it will be crazy.” 

Burtt has sought legal 
advice from his lawyer 
William P.H. Procter and 
prepared a legal letter in 
opposition to the closure 
recommendations 
stemming from a Belleville 
and Area Transportation 
Study carried out last fall. 

Belleville council is 
biding time in light of the 
recommendations made by 
the city planner to close the 
interchange as part of the 
most favorable option he 
has chosen from the study. 

Council is waiting word 
from other city agencies 
and the province before it 
makes any decisions in 
regard to the future of 
Belleville’s traffic system. 

Burtt’s opposition letter 
has been forwarded to 


Hugh O”Neill, Quinte 
MPP; Keith MacDonald, 
MPP for Prince Edward- 
Lennox; Mayor George 
Zegouras, Thurlow Reeve 
George Beer; Transport- 
ation Minister Bill Wrye 
and the Belleville District 
Planning Committee. 

Burtt’s land, adjacent to 
Stevenson’s, is zoned 
highway commercial and is 
vulnerable to a drastic drop 
in value if the interchange 
is closed, claims Burtt. 

He admits openly he has 
a vested interest in the 
possible closure of the 
interchange: “If they close 
the interchange the value of 
land will drop in price.” 

Not only will his land 
depreciate, city residents 
will be faced with traffic 
congestion greater than 
imagined if other options 
outlined in the study 
implemented, he says. 

The study offers several 
road system changes 


through five options for 
future planning, three of 
which outline the poss- 


ibility of closing Highway 
37-401 interchange. 

Other components of the 
three options call for the 
adding bridges across the 
Moira River north and 
south of Highway 401, 
extension of Bell Boulevard 
to Wallbridge Loyalist 
Road, a new interchange 
east of Belleville and 
widening of several arteries 
in the city. 

Burtt has offered nine 
alternatives to the study 
options in his letter, 
alternatives he says will be 
better suited to the needs of 
a growing community in 
the years to come. 

“The proposal for an 
eastern arterial route may 
satisfy trucks needing 
access to the Sears plant 
and some local traffic, but I 
think it is wishful thinking 
to believe the general 
public is going to use this 
route to any degree,” he 
said. 

Burtt predicts the closing 
of the Highway 37 
interchange will only add to 


the congestion problems 
already facing motorists 
trying to enter Belleville on 
Highway 62. 

“Motorists travelling on 
Highway 401 will whisk 
right by the new 
interchange, see the lights, 
the mall at the 62 
interchange and turn off 
there adding to the 
problem,” says Burtt. 

He also notes Belleville 
and the province’s plans to 
spend $3 million on 
Cannifton Road is a waste 
of money if the interchange 
is Closed because traffic 
flow would be reduced. 

His alternatives call for a 
Status quo at the inter- 
change, except for the 
closing of the westbound 
off-ramp eliminating, he 
says, the weave of traffic 
onto the 401. 

In its place, he proposes 
building a bridge 
immediately to the north of 
Highway 401 at Black 
Diamond Road alleviating 
the traffic problem on 
Highway 401. Motorists 


exiting Highway 37 could 
proceed to Highway 62 
aver the bridge. 

Burtt feels building a 
bridge, offered in the study, 
across the river at Adam 
Street through 
Riverside Parks would be 
inviling more problems to 
the already congested Bell 
Boulevard and North Front 
intersecuon. 

He supports the 
interchange east of 
Belleville and the extension 
of Bell Boulevard t 
Wallbridge Loyalist Road 
because, he says, traffic 
would be smoothed around 
and away from North Front 
Street. 

The changes he has 
offered, says Burtt, would 
lessen the impact on the 
environment through the 
North Front and Bell 
Boulevard corridor and 
increase Safety 

“Environmental concems 
are lessened by eliminating 
high traffic areas, which 
cause major pollution 
problems.”

Don't tax reading

On the one hand, the federa g 
spending millions to reduce illiteracy while on s 
other hand it threatens to tax reading material -- an 
thus further discourage reading -- for the first time 
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since the founding of Canada as a nation. 


Odd, isn't it? But then, whoever said governments 


were consistent. 


We have hesitated to comment on the proposed 7 


per cent GST and its impact on newspapers, ae 

magazines and other reading materials because se 

so easily be seen as sour grapes -- why should reading 
material be exempted from the GST when no one else 

(or nearly no one else) is? But a case can be made and 

should be made. ; . 

First, isn't it a terrible contradiction in policy for the 
government to fund a $110 million campaign to 
reduce illiteracy and then to tax the books and 
newspapers out of the hands of those of modest 
incomes? If Canada is a country that promotes and 
encourages reading, then why has it chosen to be one 
of the few countnes in the world to tax newspapers, 
books and magazines? 

That doesn't make sense. 

Second, there is the issue of free speech -- literally. 

Newspapers, magazines and books make a 
contribution to the social, intellectual and political life 
of the community. Newspapers, in particular, are the 
prime source of news, views and opinions. In any 
democratic socicty, they are defenders of liberty and a 
key check mechanism on the abuses of power by 
governments, the courts, industry and trade unions. 

But a taxed press is a press vulnerable to 
interference and coercion by political powers using 
the tax weapon to pressure editorial content. Thus 
historically, since Canada began, taxes on reading 
material have been-viewed as a ‘noxious restraint on 

free speech. We still feel that way. 

Note that we are discussing newspapers here -- not 
shoppers or flyers which contain no editorial content. 
Which brings us to our third point. 

Historically, community newspapers such as Quinte 
Weekly News or The Intelligencer have not had to 
pay the federal manufacturing tax that the GST is 
replacing. Shoppers have had to pay that tax unless 
they could find some way around the rules. The GST 
will change that. For the first time genuine 
newspapers will have to pay the same tax as shoppers 
and flyers. The net result for publishers of shoppers 
will be an immediate 6.5 per cent increase on the 
bottom line as they switch from a 13.5 per cent 
manufacturers tax-to-a 7 per cent GST. At the same 
time, genuine Hewspapers will probably see a 
reduction in subscriptions and advertising revenues. 

The news side of any newspaper is funded in large 
part by advertising. The more advertising sold in a 

newspaper, the more editorial content -- the more 
room for news and views, for opinions and public 
forum. The less advertising sold, the less room for 
editorial content. 

What the government is doing, in effect, is 
encouraging the distribution of "no-news" publishers 
who provide no news, ideas, opinions or public forum 
for the community. With the proposed GST, the 
government is encouraging "no-news" publishers to 
strip advertising dollars from the community and thus 
deprive the readers of additional news and 
information from their community weekly or daily 
newspaper.

Fifteen Siberian husky sled-dogs yelp a crescendoing 
canine chorus in anticipation of a half-an-hour run down a 
lonesome trail north to Concession 8 and back. — a3 

The yard is alive — frenzied dogs pull on their restraints 
as Moorecroft readies his sled in a steady drizzle — the 
rain has no affect on the high energy fervor of sled dogs 
waiting to run free. — 

Each dog is brought to his place in line and attached 
single file, two dogs abreast, the lead dog Rust at the 
forefront. The team is ready. 

“Let's go, let’s go, let’s go,” yells Moorecroft, a weekend 
musher with four years of driving the team under his 
snowsuit belt. 

The team bolsters immediately into a 20 mile an hour 
sprint down the backfield of his property over the skimpy 
remains of a large snowfall two days earlier. 

The yard is quiet now, except for the tiny yelp of Polar, 
Moorecroft’s Siberian four-month old pup, left for the 
moment in the stillness of the countryside during a winter 
rain — the cry of the dog team echoes ever so faintly in the 
distance 

Moorecroft loves his dogs and the thrilling pace his dogs 
assume when travelling down a lonely trail through woods 
and meadows in the deep sleep of winter. 

“T get very close to nature when I’m out with the dogs,” 
says Moorecroft after the short-distance run, while sitting 
in his large country-style kitchen. “ All you hear on the 
trail is the pitter patter of the dog’s feet and the sound of 
the runners on the sled in the snow.” 

Moorecroft, a competitor in dog-sled races throughout 
the province for the past three years, attributes his love for 
the hobby to the personal satisfaction involved in running a 
large dog-sled team. 

“I enjoy the elevating thrill of it — there is so much 
salisfacuon in seeing what you can do when you work with 
your dogs.” 

Travelling through the countryside with his dogs and 
further north when time permits allows Moorecroft to get 
away from it all, he says. 

“It’s a release from the day’s or week’s work,” says 
Moorecroft, seated beside the large kitchen window above 
the sink where the Moorecrofts keep an eye on their 15 
family pets. 

“It’s a very good form of relaxation. When I’m out with 
my dogs I forget about my problems. Everyone needs some 
form of an outlet.” 

An admirer of author Jack London’s classic work White 
Fang since boyhood, Moorecroft admits he has always had 
an interest in dog-sledding. 

Owner and manager of a successful automobile garage 
on his property, Moorecroft discarded the traditional 
snowmobile year’s ago because he was tired of fixing 
engines during his hobby hours as well as during his eight- 
hour days. 

The snowmobiles were replaced by a more reliable mode 
of transportation — his dogs. “I’ve never had to tune up 
one dog team, never had a flat, there are no spark plugs to 
change and I have yet to break any pull-chords on the 
trail,” he says. 

“There is a beauty experienced when you travel through 
the woods without the screaming sound of a snowmobile. 
You also don't pollute the air of the environment.” 

The dogs, however, can still make quite the noise with 
their yelps and barks, he says. 

The 15-dog team of today started four years ago, says 
Moorecroft, when a single female Siberian husky named 
Rust was given to him by a friend.

In anticipation of last weekend’s sled-dog races at 
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Al Moorecroft awaits the start. 
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The dogs are removed from the trailer one by one. 


Marmora, Moorecroft estimates his dog team has logs 300 
to 1000 miles in annual training, commencing in 
September. 

Racing season usually starts for Moorecroft in mid- 
January and ends in mid-March, weather permitting. 

He likes to enter the long-distance races because, he 
says, he a better chance of competing compared to the 
sprinting short distance races. 

Younger, lighter drivers have better chances at winning 
the short-distance competitions. 

Moorecroft has extensive notes compiled on the 
optimum racing capabilities of his team, drawn from a 
lengthy accumulation of runs through the last four years. 

“I know the best positions for each dog and know the 
performance record for each of them,” says Moorecroft. 

While he maintains a serious commitment to placing in 
the top ranks is on his racing agenda, he says winning is 
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not the most important facet of his four-year hobby. 

“My goal is to remain seeded within the top ten, with an 
expectation to finish in the top five, says Moorecroft. 

Moorecroft placed a ninth in the annual 60-mile race, 
held in the Marmora area last weekend. 

“The most important thing is that I don’t get to a race and 
try to beat out my neighbour or friend. If you conunue to 
compare yourself with other you can end up very 
frustrated. 

“I enjoy it simply because I love the sport and the 
satisfaction in seeing what you and the dogs can do,” -he 
adds.

Estimate discretionary 
expenses too 


You'll also have to estimate as best you 
can your discretionary expenses. Be 
realistic about the amounts you use for 
clothing, entertainment, holidays and 
spending money. And don’t be tempted to 
change your spending habits on paper just 
because it looks better. 

When accounting for basic expenditures, 
pro-rate on a monthly basis any bills that 
are paid annually or on a less than monthly 
basis. 

Next, tote up all costs. If your expenses

Maybe you’ve been too generous 
somewhere and you can cut costs without 
undue pain. 

If not, then the family has some tough 
decisions to make.

Registered Retirement Savings Plans 
(RRSPs) are more important than ever 
under tax reform, still Canada’s biggest tax 
shelter and the essential factor in millions 
of Canadians’ hopes for solvency in 
retirement years. 

Plans for major changes to expand RRSP 
opportunities were first announced by 
finance minister Michael Wilson in 1986 
and have been on-again-off-again since 
then. In December, they were “on” again, 
with the legislation before Parliament. 

Here’s and RRSP/pension calendar to 
show you what’s scheduled in the RRSP 
saga and when, courtesy Royal Trust: 

For the 1989 tax year (for which your 
return is due by April 30) RRSP 
contribution limits for taxpayers without a 
company pension were 20 per cent of 
earned income to a maximum of $7,500. 
Pension plan members could contribute up 
to 20 per cent of earned income to a 
maximum of $3,500, minus the amount 
they paid into their employer’s plan.

Many Canadians seem to have a relaxed 
attitude when it comes to retirement 
planning. They happily spend thousands of 
dollars a week in the sun in mid-winter, but 
if you suggest investing that money for 
retirement, they just smile. 

Next year, maybe. 

There may be two reasons for this. The 
first is psychological — until you reach 50, 
retirement seems too far away to worry 
about. The second is a vague impression 
that “someone else” will provide the 
income needed to maintain today’s lifestyle 
after retirement. 

That someone else usually is the 
employer’s pension and government 
programs, such as the Canada (or Quebec) 
Pension Plan and Old Age Security. 


Below the Retirement Line 


The harsh truth, however, is that if you 
rely exclusively on these sources, you may 
spend your retirement yours simply 
struggling. Sadly, many retired Canadians 
live below the poverty line because they 
didn’t plan for their post-working years 
when they had the chance. 

Let’s review the government programs 
first. The oldest and best known is Old Age 
Security, a universal program that begins 
‘when you reach age 65 (you must apply to 
receive benefits; they’re not automatic). 
The amount is adjusted quarterly; currently 
it’s $337.04 a month, or just above $4,000 a 
year. 

OAS payments are fully indexed for 
inflation, so their purchasing power will be 
maintained in the future. However, it’s

doubtful they’ll be increased by more than 
the cost-of-living increase. 

There’s also a chance some or all of your 
OAS payment may be taxed back when you 
reach retirement. Finance Minister Wilson 
introduced a controversial “clawback” 
provision last April that will hit OAS 
benefits of anyone with more than $50,000. 
income. 

Only a small percentage of older 
Canadians are affected immediately. But 
the $50,000 threshold is not fully indexed 
for inflation. Only increases in the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI) increases 
greater that 3 per cent will be applied. 

This means even though OAS is still 
theoretically a “universal” program you 
simply can’t count on receiving full benefit 
from it if you retirement is several years 
away. 


Provide Basic Income 


The Canada and Quebec Pension Plans 
are designed to provide a basic retirement 
income. Only those who have paid into one 
of the programs can make claims against it. 
Maximum benefit this year is $6,675 
annually. As with the OAS, you must make 
formal application to receive benefits. 

The CPP is fully indexed for inflation but 
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comes around.

payments won’t increase beyond that. So 
the current level represents the buying 
power you'll receive when you retire. 

There is some flexibility in how you 
receive your benefits, however. You can if 
you wish, split the monthly CPP payments 
with your spouse, except in Quebec. This 
may Save some tax dollars and also could 
help you avoid the OAS clawback by 
keeping both of you under the income 
threshold. 

The full CPP benefit becomes payable at 
age 65. You may apply before then (as long 
as you’re 60 or older) and receive a reduced 
benefit. Or you can delay your payments

until as late as age 70, in which case your 
benefits will be increased by as much as 30 
per cent 

What does it all add up to? If you receive 
the full CPP benefit and can avoid having 
your OAS payments taxed back, the value 
of your annual retirement income from the 
federal government will amount to $10,828 
in terms of today’s buying power. You're 
not going to live very comfortably on that. 

The bottom line is payments from 
government assistance programs will 
provide no more retirement income needs. 
You'll have to look elsewhere for most of 
your post-retirement revenue.

That means tax on the baby bonus (now

only happens if the baby bonus is put into 
the savings account of one or the other of 
the parents.

Seniors can reduce 
their income tax 


Many senior citizens end up paying 
unnecessary taxes because they are 
unaware of certain credits and deductions. 


Reduce Tax Payable 


A special Age Amount is available for 
taxpayers born in 1924 or earlier. Taxpayers 
receiving pensions (including foreign 
pensions) , superannuations or annuity 
payments, may claim the Pension Income 
Amount for up to $1,000 of their qualifying 
pension income. Those who have invested 
in Canadian corporations and are receiving 
dividends are entitled to a Dividend Tax 
Credit. 

Sometimes senior citizens receive income 
from other sources which combined with 
their pensions puts them in a higher tax 
bracket. One way of reducing the income is 
by rolling over into an RRSP any amounts 
from their Old Age Security or their 
Canada or Quebec Pension Plan benefits 
and certain amounts from other pension 
plans. 

1989 is the last year for which such 
rollovers may be made and March 1, 1990 
is the deadline. ; 

Amounts received upon or after 
retirement in recognition of long service are 
also eligible to be rolled over into an RRSP, 
but effective Jan. 1, 1989, such rollovers 
must be made directly from one plan to 
another. For taxation years from 1989 to 

1994, taxpayers in receipt of periodic 
payments from a Registered Pension Plan 
or Deferred Profit Sharing Plan may 
transfer up to $6,000 of such income into a 
expenses that could be claim 
and used to calculate a non-refundable noe 


credit include among others: eye glasses, 
hearing aids, pacemakers, orthopedic shoes, 
walking aids, dentures, oxygen, insulin and 
the cost of any power-operated guided chair 
installation to be used solely in a stairway. 


Transfer of Amounts 


Often the spouse with the lower income 
does not need all of her credits to reduce 
her tax payable to zero. I these cases, she 
may transfer her unused amounts, including 
the Age Amount, to her spouse. This 
creates a substantial tax saving by reducing 
the tax payable of the spouse in the higher 
tax bracket. 

Some provinces have Tax Credits or 
Grants specifically designed for senior 
citizens which could be helpful, especially 
for those in the lower tax brackets. 

Senior citizens who in past years did not 
file income tax returns because they had 
low or nil taxable income, should definitely 
consider filing this year in order to take 
advantage of the refundable Federal Sales 
Tax Credit. It is not too late for those who 
did not file in 1987 or 1988 to do so now in 
order to claim this credit if they qualify. 

Senior citizens should make sure that 
they take advantage of all the deductions, 
personal amounts and credits to which they 
are legally entitled. Those mentioned above 
are only some of the income tax provisions 
that could apply to senior citizens. There 


are others which may be worth looking 
into. °

Choosing the right credit or charge card 
is worth the time and effort it takes to be 
sure you get what's best for your particular 
needs. Here are some tips from Consumer 
and Corporate Affairs Canada to help you 

t decision. ; 
CTL are interest rates if you 
pay off your balance regularly within the 
grace period. Determine the cost of other 
fees and charges and consider all the 
benefits offered. eet Nai 


Check out the grace peri 
of days from the statement date before 


interest is charged. Obviously, longer grace 
periods give you greater flexibility and 
longer “free” use of the card company s 
money. 

Find out how interest is calculated. A 
card that calculates from the statement date 
will probably cost less than one that counts 
from the date of purchase. 

Look at other benefits too such as 
convenience and merchandise discounts. 


Bank, trust cards 
are usually cheaper 


Check it out for yourself, but as a general 
rule cards issued by banks and trust 
companies charge lower interest than 
department store cards. But bank and trust 
company’cards have relatively shorter grace 
periods and interest is usually charged from 
the date of purchase, while stores charge 
only from the end of the. grace period. — 

Gasoline company cards have relatively 
high interest rates, relatively long grace 
periods and interest is calculated from the 
monthly statement date. Most gas cards call 
for full payment each month and are not 
intended to provide credit, so you pay more 
if you go post the due date. 


Travel cards 
due in 30 days 


Most travel cards aren’t intended to 
provide credit either and payment in full is 
expected within 30 days of the monthly 
statement. Relatively high penalty rates are 
applied to overdue balances. 

It’s a complicated marketplace out there 
and you can pay more than you need if you 
don’t check out your options carefully. 


How’s your credit? 
It’s easy to check 


From time to time, it’s probably a good 
idea to check that you credit rating is as 
good as you deserve because things could 
go wrong and that might be embarrassing. 

There are about 150 credit bureaus across 
Canada and one of them keeps close tabs 
on how you measure up in the billpaying 
department, primarily for the information 
of new creditors. If you want to check, you 
can do so easily and there is no charge. 

Even if you have paid all your bills right 

on time, there may still be reason to check. 
If, for instance, your marital status changes, 
you should know some bureaus 
automatically cross-reference your spouse’s 
file when you marry. If you separate, the 
files may remain cross-referenced. Or if at 
one time you borrowed money jointly, you 
will want to update the record for the 
future. 

Another reason to check may be because 
you're planning to apply for a major line of 
credit, such as for a mortgage. It’s a useful 
precaution to check ahead of time to make 
sure your credit history is accurate for 
me coe asks about you. cane 

ts) you nearest credit bureau, look in 
the Yellow Pages first. If there’s no bureau 

(n your community, then ask any major 


credit granter, such as you bank. They’ll be 
able to tell you where to go. Then call or 
write asking for an appointment to review 
your file. When you arrive at the bureau,;'a 
staff person there will go through your file 
with you. If you spot any errors, you’ ll be 
able to provide the necessary facts to make 
corrections. If you have documentation 
with you, the changes will be made 
immediately. If you don’t, the information 
you provide will be recorded by the bureau 
and sent to any creditors who have asked 
about you in the past.

Incidentally, most credit bureaus don’t 
keep information on file which is more than 
seven years old. In some cases, they’re 
forbidden by law from doing so. 

That’s how credit bureaus work. Only 
you and your potential creditor have access 
to your file. No one else does. If you have 
kept up a good credit rating, it should be 
reflected at the bureau.

Don Moynes 
was a pike winner with a 10.52 northern giving him first 
place for the second time in the event and another $400. 
Participants must be hesitant about pike angling as only 
12 pike were weighed in during the last segment. Because 
of less competition and the smaller weights of that species, 
they just may be a better bet for winning some cash. Large 
minnows hooked in the mouth and tail and set about 4 feet 
from bottom would be a wise choice. Leaders are a 
necessity due to the pike’s laser-sharp teeth. = 
To my knowledge, not many anglers are fishing the 
Wellington side of West Lake, which gives up some hefty 
pike every summer and should be a prime ice season area. 
Consecon Lake is another body of water with large 
northern pike. Howard Laguff, who serves up some tasty 
fish of the saltwater variety at the Lobster Trap, reports he 
has had good success at Consecon in early summer and late 
fall. Northerns there reach upwards of 20 Ibs. and should 
be fished in shallow water near weedbeds. 
The best walleye action of late appears to be in the 
eastern reaches of the Bay from Pointe Anne to Deseronto. 
Alf Delaney at Pilots reports he had some American 
customers limit out near the Salmon River, but I would be 
very wary of ice conditions where there is any water 
movement. The aforementioned group went jigging over 4

with the increasing 
number of residents who 
require heavier levels of 
care,” the report says. 

“AS expenditures 


continue to rise at the 
homes, anticipated revenue 
and operating subsidy from 
the province fails to keep 


pace,” Says the report. “The 
widening gap between 
expenditure and revenue is 
largely due to the limited 
4.5 per Cent increase in 
Provincial subsidy on 
extended care residents.” 
County clerk-treasurer 
Bill Bouma concurs: “You 
have to remember the 


Provincial government is 
trying to keep increases at 
4.5 per cent annually. That 
means we have to make up 
for the real increase, due to 
Wage increases, hydro bills, 
etc. If we could keep the 
increases down to 4.5 per 


cent everything would be 
all right.” :

On Friday, Jan. 4, 1974, a money postman in 
the city of Graz disappeared. Rosine Rauch was 
a veteran money postman, who had never had 
any difficulty on the job. He was married and 
the father of two adult children. Due to the nature 
of his employment, his superiors immediately 
reported him missing to authorities when he failed 
to report after he should have concluded his route. 

Police checked out Roman’s schedule of cash 
deliveries, all of which happened to be to pen- 
Sioners. They found that he had paid out $106 to 
Simon Landauer, an 84-year-old pensioner, but had 
failed to deliver $106.34 to Leon Preis, 76. The cash 
had been turned over to Landauer at 12:10 p.m., but 
Roman had not shown up at Preis’ door at the 
expected time of 12:20 p.m. He had $1,500 on him 
when he vanished. 

It was reasonable for police to assume that some- 
where between the two deliveries, something had 
happened to Roman Rauch. A check of 
Roman’s home life indicated that there was no 
other woman lurking in the wings. Roman 
loved his wife, family and job. How then did 
he disappear in broad daylight on busy 
Schoenau St.? It was only a 10-minute walk 
between the two residences in question. 
Surely, someone would have seen something. 
But no one did. 

All the shops along Schoenau St. were can- 
vassed. Obviously, uniformed postmen were 
unseen servants of the state. They performed 
their tasks unnoticed by the public. 

The day after Roman disappeared, the post 
office assigned a new employee, 20-year-old 
Gerhart Rosenberger, to Roman’s route. The inves- 
tigation continued. 

Because no one had witnessed anything unusual, 
police had to take into consideration that Roman 
could have disappeared of his own volition. But it

was hard to believe that such a man would leave 
his wife and family for $1,500. Besides, he had left 
behind $5,000 in his bank account. No, it had to be 
murder. Roman must have vanished along his route 
between the Landauer and Preis residences. Both 
these gentlemen were frail, elderly men, who were 
above suspicion. 

Four months passed. Police were no nearer a 
solution to the disappearance than they were on the 
day Roman vanished. On April Fool’s Day, Gerhart 
Rosenberger failed to report in at the conclusion of 
his route. The similarity of the two disappearing 
acts was uncanny. Gerhart had paid cash to Mr. 
Landauer, but had never made it to the next pen- 
sioner on his route, Mr. Preis. He had $7,600 left in 
his ession. 

ow, more than ever, police realized 
that someone had worked out a 
method of plucking postmen off 
Schoenau St. without being seen. 
Police checked out whether the two 
men had an enemy in common. 
They found that both men had no 
enemies at all. There was simply no connecting link 
between the two victims other than they were both 
money postmen on the same route 

There were nine shops along the 10 minute walk 
between the Landauer and Preis residences. All but 
one were owned by individual entrepeneurs. The one 
exception was the Sunshine Cafe, which was part of 
a chain. 

Detectives found out that three of the shops 
were in financial difficulty — Huber’s Dry Goods, 
Ziegler’s Second Hand Book Store and Hold’s 
Butcher Shop. Of the three shop owners, 26-year-old 
Karl Hold appeared to be the likeliest suspect 
because he was living beyond his means. He had a 
20-year-old blonde with expensive tastes stashed 
away in a luxurious apartment. 

However, Hold had not paid off any debts since 
the two disappearances. His butcher shop was a 
modest affair. It had no back entrance or basement, 
but did have a large refrigeration unit and a living 
room off the store. The refrigerator held a large 
number of sausage sandwiches, which sold to the 
hordes of schoolchildren who patronized the shop 
each day. 

Police questioned everyone along the street. They 
were assured that Hold had not left his premises on 
the two days in question. His butcher shop was a 

one-man operation. If he left, he had to close up. 
Neighbors would notice. 

There matters stood until April 4, when both 
bodies, partially dismembered, turned up in a public 
dump. The bodies were individually boxed and tied 
with twine. 

Autopsies indicated both Roman and Gerhart had 
been killed by a hatchet blow to the back of their 
heads. They had died instantly and had been dis- 
membered with a degree of skill. It was thought 
that the killer could have been a doctor or butcher. 
When informed that each victim had consumed a 
sausage sandwich shortly before death, police knew 
they had their man. 

Police officers, who had searched Hold’s butcher 
shop on two previous occasions, were interrogated. 
They admitted they hadn’t searched the large 
refrigeration unit because Hold had been serving 
food to customers directly from the refrigerator 
Assorted meat may have hidden the bodies in the 
igerator from their view. 
hen police found one woman who 
swore she had seen Rosenberger 
go into Hold’s shop and not come 
out, Hold was taken into cus- 
tody. Once apprehended, Hold 
confessed. The two money post- 
men habitually dropped into his 
shop for a sausage sandwich. On the day of 
Roman’s murder, Hold had asked him if he wanted 
some coffee with the sandwich and had invited him 
into the small living room off the shop. He hit the 
unsuspecting postman with a hatchet, killing him 
instantly. The body was placed in the refrigerator 
and covered with meat. 

When Hold discovered that Roman had only $1,500 
on him, he decided to do the same thing to his 
replacement. The killings had been money molti- 
vated and the money had gone to keep his girlfriend 
in her luxurious apartment. 

Karf Hold was found guilty on two counts of 
premeditated murder. On Aug. 23, .974, he was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment.

City needs crisis centre for rape victims

Incidents of rape in the 
Quinte area need to be 
addressed by a Belleville 
service Or city help-line, 
Says Gloria Savage, 
execulive director of the 
Three Oaks Foundation, a 


shelter for abused woman 
and children. 

Al present no agencies in 
Belleville deal specifically 
with helping rape victims. 
Victims have to travel to 
the Kingston Rape Crises 
Cente for counselling. 


Discussion at the Three 
Oaks Foundation board 
level may result in the 
application of funding to 
address the problem, says 
Savage. 

“There is definitely a 
need in the area for a rape 


crisis line or some kind of 
access to 24-hour 
counselling in the city,” 
Says Savage. 

“I don’t think there are 
many people in this area 
that would dispute the fact 
that there is a gap in 


services in Belleville. There 
are some very definite gaps 
In services,” says Savage, 
referring to the lack of 
counselling services 
available to rape victims.

Stay off the ice

Belleville Ontario 
Provincial Police are 
warning people to stay off 
the the Bay of Quinte in 
wake of warming weather 
trends and deteriorating ice 
conditions. 

The warning comes after 
the recovery of two bodies 
last Thursday from the icy 
waters of the Bay of Quinte 
off of Trident Point south of 
Shannonville. 

After an extensive search 
for the twoToronto-area 
men missing since Feb, 3 
on an ice-fishing trip, the 
bodies were located and 
Prounounced dead at the 
scene by Deseronto coroner 
Robert Reynolds at 12:45 
Feb. 7. 


Dead are 28-year-old 
Paul Kelly of Mississauga 
and Benjamin Richard 
Konieczny, 27 of Malton, 
Ont. 


Coroner Reynolds 
advised no inquest would 
be held nor would a

David Craig, Belleville 
OPP Public information 
the two men 
drowned after their brown 
1984 Skylark Plunged into 
the Bay of Quinte and they 
failed to escape. 

An Opp helicopter, 
Several cars and two Opp 
diving unit vans attended 
the scene on Shore, 400 


yards from the hole in the 


thin ice. Air Sea Rescue, 
from CFB Trenton air base 
conducted an unsuccessful 
search for the two men Feb. 
5 while on a training 
mission. 

On Feb. 6, however, two 
Belleville OPP officers, 
Const. Bob Widdifield and 
Sgt. John Henry spotted the 
rear end of the car 
extending from a hole in 
the ice while flying 
Overhead in an OPP 
helicopter brought in from 
northern Ontario. 

“They saw the tip of the 
trunk of the car and 
confirmed the licence plate 
was 561 EEB,” says Craig. 

A search of the 
immediate vicinity of the 
car ensued by four divers 
transported to the scene by 
helicopter. They searched 
until 5S p.m. without 
success. 

The search resumed Feb. 
7 in 15 feet of water, with 
800d visibility. The the first 
body was found at 10:12, 
the second at 11:40. Both 
were found 150 feet within 
the proximity of the car. 

The car is yet to be 
recovered from the 15 foot 
deep waters, says Craig. It 
was the sixth car to go 
through the ice last week. 

During the recovery of 
the two bodies, a car could 
be seen driving on the ice 
approximately 350 yards 
from the hole where the 
two fishermen lost their 
lives. ;

Pay equity costs county almost half a million

Pay equity plans have 
been finalized with the 
majority of Hastings 
County employees effective 
Jan. 1. Total adjustments 
amount to $488,325. 

Implementation of pay 
equity, mandatory Jan. 1 
under new provincial 
legislation, is aimed at 
equalizing salary for both 
men and women. 


Bill Bouma, Hastings 
County clerk-treasurer, says 
plans have been posted for 
most unions in the county 
outlining the conditions of 


the settlements. 
“We have posted our 
plans throughout the 


workplaces in the county,” 
says Bouma. “After we post 
our plans employees can 
appeal. If they don’t like 
what the county has de- 


cided they can appeal to the 
Pay Equity Commission.” 

Using the Coopers and 
Lybrand Universal Job 
Evaluation System, the 
county finalized their first 
plans with CUPE Local 
1665 (Office and clerical 
and technical employees). 
Total adjustment for Local 
1665 was $40,495. 

Plans have been finalized 
with CUPE Local 1133 


(service staff at both homes 
for the aged — Hastings 
manor and Centennial 
Manor). The plans, 
however, are still pending 
union ratification for an 
adjustment of $253,674. 
Non-union female and 
supervisory employees 
received adjustments 
totalling $94,101. and a 
number of adjustments 
were made to male 


employees to implement 
internal pay equity. 

Local IOUE 793 (outside 
road employees) did not 
receive adjustments from 
the county due to an all- 
male employment roster, 
says Bouma. 

The only remaining union 
not to have pay equity plans 
posted in the workplace are 
the registered nurses at 
Hastings and Centennial. 


Bouma says the county 
and the nurses ONA have 
met on several occasions 
but have been unable to 
agree on the evaluation 
system used by the county 
to compare the nurses with 
other county employees. 

“The nurses didn’t accept 
the way their jobs were 
evaluated under the Cooper 
and Lybrand system,” says 
Bouma. “It’s a standstill.” 


1 in 4 women will be sexually assaulted

“Date rape” is also a 
problem in Belleville and 
area, especially in high 
schools, says Savage. 

The Ontario Women 
Directorate reports one in 
four women will be 
sexually assaulted at some 
point in their lives. 

Statistics provided by the 
women’s directorate report 
reveal that 62 per cent of 
women who were raped did 
not report it to police in 
1985. 

And the report also 


revealed that only one per 
cent of date rape cases were 
reported to police, says 
Leeanne Bovay, program 
co-ordinator of Three Oaks 
Foundation. 

Bovay cites interviews 
from the directorate report, 
in which 44 per cent of 
women raped admitted they 
were worried about the 
attitudes of the police when 
reporting the crime. 

Savage’s opinion that 
some form of assistance 
needs to be undertaken in 
the city is one shared by the 
province. 


Mavis Wilson, Minister 
Responsible for Women’s 
Issues, announced in late 
January a $28.8 million 
funding package over five 
years to address the 
problem of sexual assault. 


“Through this new 
initiative we are taking the 
first steps in a long-term 
Strategy to raise awareness 
of sexual assault against 
women, to stabilize funding 
for sexual assault centres, 
to improve emergency 
health care for victims and 
to increase resources for the 


criminal justice system, 
said Wilson. 

The three-part strategy 
was developed over the 
past 18 months by a 
provincial committee or 13 
ministries and agencies, 
chaired by the Ontario 
Women’s Directorate. 

The Three Oaks 
Foundation commonly 
refers rape victims to the 
Kingston centre but hasn’t 
received any funding from 
the new Strategy program. 
Three Oaks is funded 80 
per cent by the Ministry of 
Community and Social 


Services; the remaining 20 
per cent from Hastings 
County Social Services and 
service and _ private 
organizations. 


“It’s part of our job to 
help rape victims,” says 
Bovay, “but we are not 
classified as a rape crisis 
centre.” 

As many as 20 rape crises 
centres in Ontario will 
receive a boost in 
provincial funding from 
$600,000 to $1.8 million 
annually. 

A total $24 million will 


be issued to improve 
services to victims across 
the Province, while another 
$1.7 pron dollars will go 
to 22 designated sexual 
assault centres in provincial 
hospitals. 

“Women live with the 
fear of sexual assault, and 
we adjust our daily lives 
accordingly,” said Wilson 
“But, we should not have to 
live in fear. Reducing the 
number of incidence of 
sexual violence against 
women is necessary to 
achieve equality for women 
in society.”

They are taking action 
because they don't trust higher levels of government 
to be reasonable, because they don't trust higher 
levels of government to not suddenly change the rules 
on them. 

They have some good reasons for that distrust, and 
the prime minister's response to Sault Ste Mane’s 
motion is as good an example as any. He roundly and 
rightly attacked the motion in words that should also 
have been applied but weren't to Quebec's English 
sign law. Is there a double standard here? You better 
believe it! 

Then he refused to join an all-party motion on the 
issue unless support of the Meech Lake Accord was 
also expressed. He can't see that support of Meech 
Lake and support of bilingualism aren't the same 
thing. 

Once again, the prime minister has shown his 
inability to be a statesman. Once again, he has shown 

his tendency to play provincial and party politics on 
national issues that should transcend such petty

Premier Peterson's response was no more satisfying.

“It has become an 
ideology under the control 
of a small band of zealots 
in Ottawa who do not 
hesitate to use the most 
audacious disinformation, 
trickery and manipulation, 
to advance their cause,” he 
said. 

At many points in his 
speech, Patterson was met 


Francophones were an 
under-represented minority 
in the federal public service 
— and it misled politicians, 
the media and the public to 
believe that tougher 
affirmative action was 
required,” he claimed. 

In an interview with 
reporters afterwards, 
Patterson stated his claims 
are not the utterances of an 
anti-French extremist: 
“CDI goes where the 
research leads, These are 
the facts. You can’t deny 
the truth — the real facts.” 

Among his facts, he 
claimed “heavy 
imbalances in over 27 of 
the most powerful key 
agencies — more than a 
third of the total of such 
agencies in the public 
service.” 

Francophones hold over 
two-thirds of all jobs in 
four key agencies that 
affect hiring of public 
servants — well over two 
and half times their 24 per 
cent population, he said. 

He .cited Stats Can 
employment figures: 62 per 
cent in the Public Service 
Commission are 
Francophones; 71 per cent 
in the office of the 
Commissioner of Official 
Languages; 65 per cent in 
the Languages Branch of 
the Treasury Board, 68 per 
cent in the department of 
the Secretary of State, 60 
per cent on the Canada 
Council and 57 per cent 
with CIDA. 

“I exposed this fraud 
tonight. I exposed this and 
gave the public an 
opportunity to know about 
this. This is just the tip of 


its 1987 annual. 


the iceberg,” he said after 
his speech. 

He asked the crowd 
during his address if these 
imbalances matter. 

“We think they do. Am I 
a bigot because I am fed up 
with the language rules?” 
he demanded. 

He predicted more 
English- speaking 
Canadians and Ontarians 
will join in the fight against 
bilingualism and will 
realize opposing the idea is 
not bigotry, racism or being 
a redneck. 

Political name-calling is 
not the answer, he said: 
“Tt’s these politicians who 
are the bigots. And they are 
arrogant beyond belief to 
call you names.... Why? 
Because calling a guy 
names is no substitute for 
discussion.” 

Patterson brands the 
Quebec government as the 


worst offender by 
requesting national 
bilingualism but 


maintaining Bill 101, which 
doesn’t allow English signs 
or English usage in the 
workplace. 

“It is important to note 
that Quebec’s scandalous 
treatment of its substantial 
minority of Anglophones is 
in marked contrast to 
expanding rights for 
Francophones in English 
Canada, despite their tiny 
numbers,” Patterson said. 

“Why should 3.9 per cent 
of Ontario Francophones 
receive services when 
English-speaking citizens 
in Quebec are denied their 
rights,” asked Patterson. 

Contrary to Premier 
David Peterson’s 
reassurances jobs will not 
be lost by English speaking 
Ontarians, Patterson 
predicts 20 years down the 
road even private sector 
jobs will be out of reach for 
unilingual English 
Canadians. 

“Do you want to lose 
your livelihood in 20 years 
because you can’t speak 
French?” he demanded. 

“What we have here are 
the wrong facts. The 
government is a bunch of 
liars,” he says. “Once the 
facts are known, the public 
can act. We know. We've 
done more research on this 
issue than anyone else in 
the country.” 

At present 93 per cent of 
English-speaking 
Canadians are auto- 
matically excluded from 
getting federal and 
provincial jobs, says 
Patterson.

Valentine's day has reached us once again and the florists 
are preparing for a busy day. Sheila Harris and her mother 
Betty have been tending to the needs of our loved ones on 
Valentine’s Day for eleven and half years through their 
florist shop in downtown Belleville. 

On a typical week, the Harris’s order approximately 300 
roses in various colors, but come Valentine’s Day, the store 
will order a few thousand. Sheila adds that she feels that 90 
per cent of the men that give that special person in their 
lives flowers are only familar with roses and carnations, 
making these types more popular on special occasions. 

One thing that is always a ponder in our minds is why 
roses are SO expensive on Valentine’s Day. Is it because our 
friendly florists are taking advantage of us on this loving 
occasion? 

No, says Sheila, “The price increases due to Canadian 
growers being unable to produce the quota for our 
demands.” 

“Roses are also very popular at Christmas time,” said 
Harris. It takes approximately 57 days for rose bushes to 
produce new flowers, which turns out to be about time 
span between Christmas and Valentine’s Day. This makes it 
impossible for Canadian florists to buy from Canadian 
growers, so the roses are imported from places such as 
Israel, South America and Holland -- at a higher cost. 

To ensure a longer life for your loving gift, Sheila has 
some advice. She suggest that flowers be tended to 
immediately upon delivery. Cut the stems of all flowers, 
but especially of roses, under warm water. Roses have

extremely moist stems, so cutting them under water 
prevents the flower from receiving air in its stem, which 
will make the flower buds droop.

She also suggested 
that if one flower starts to decay, to remove it because it 
gives off a gas that will shorten the life of the rest.

Gardening 
and Growing 


by Ross Hawtho 





The theory is, the topsoil is bulldozed to one side of the 
site, the foundations dug, the houses constructed, the 
foundation soil spread around the house and the topsoil 
returned. But it doesn’t always happen one way. Often, the 
foundation soil is covered with a skim of topsoil which is 
in turn, topped by sod. And the struggle to establish a lawn 
begins. But no matter how much water and fertilizer is 
applied, the results are rarely satisfactory. And the 
problems with new flower gardens is even worse. 

Poor growing soils are usually caused by an excess of 
mineral matter and while clay is most often the culprit, 
sand represents its own set of difficulties. ya: 

All plant material, from lawn grasses to trees, maintain a 
balance between the root structure and the top structure. In 
densely particled clay, neither roots, air or water are able to 
penetrate, resulting in minimum root growth and sparse top 
growth. In sand, root penetration is easy but water and 
nutrients drain quickly into the subsoil, calling for 
continual watering and feeding. If you do have sandy soils, 
there us one partial remedy - don’t cultivate. Allow the soil 
to pack and you’ll provide greater retention value. 

If your lawn is laid on clay or sand, here is a treatment 
that works. In early spring, before the first cutting, spread a 
mixture of peat and vemiculite on a three to one basis, one 
4-cubic foot bale of peat and one-third a large bag of 
vermiculite over every 1000 square feet of lawn. Cut twice 
a week during the summer, never shorter than two inches 
and leave the grass clippings on. Water heavily once a 
week. Repeat the peat/vermiculite treatment in mid- 
summer and early fall, and feed with a slow-release organic 
lawn fertilizer at each application. Repeat the treatment for 
two or three years and you’ ll have a lawn to be proud of. 

In flower gardens, top dress to a depth of two inches with 
the peat/vermiculite mixture, dig in and repeat. If 
necessary, repeat the procedure the following spring. By 
the way, Gerry Vermeer along with most professional 
growers in Canada are today growing in soiless mixtures. 
They too have found, “... you can’t trust soils anymore”.

To this day, it is 
believed that the close- 
mouthed inhabitants of the 
area practise witchcraft 

It was on Valentine's 
Day, 1945, that it happened 
Seventy-four-year-old 
Charles Walton lived with his niece Edith 
in Lower Quinton. The old gent was a 
loner who did odd jobs around the tiny 
rural community, Because he was known 
never to part with a pence, Walton was 
reputed to be moderately well off 

At the time our story unfolds, Walton 
worked off and on trimming hedges for a 
local farmer, Albert Potter. On this par- 
ticular day, as he bade his niece goodbye 
at 9 a.m., Walton told her he would return 
for tea at four o'clock. Walton was a 
creature of habit. He always returned 
home at four and made himself a cup of 
tea when he worked for Potter 

Edith was employed in a nearby factory 
which manufactured war materials. Uncle 
and niece parted. Walton made his way to 
Meon Hill with the aid of his walking 
stick. He also carried a hay fork and a 
sickle-shaped slash hook. 

That evening, Edith returned home 
from her job at 6 p.m., fully expecting to 
find her uncle. Alarmed at not being able 
to locate the elderly gentleman, she called 
on a neighbor, Harry Beasley. Together 
they walked to Albert Potter's house. Pot- 
ter said that he was pretty sure he had 
seen Walton from a distance up on Meon 
Hill shortly after noon. He had assumed it 
was Walton, but could not positively say 
it was him. 

arkness fell. With the aid 

of a flashlight, Potter 

joined the other two in 
the trek up Meon Hill. 

From time to time they 

called out Walton’s name, 

as they felt that Walton’s 
rheumatic legs may have given out. 
Suddenly, Potter stopped short. ‘‘Stay 
there!’’ he shouted. ‘‘Don't come any 
nearer. You mustn't look at this.” 

The sight which greeted Potter was not 
a pleasant one. Walton's throat had been 
cut with a sickle. More hideous still, his 
body was held firmly to the ground by the 


Prongs of the hayfork which had been 
Plunged through his neck and into the 
earth. Walton's killer had slashed a cross 
into his chest. 

Famed detective Robert Fabian of Scot- 
land Yard was called in to lead the inves- 
tigation. Torontonians may remember 
Fabian. He was brought to Canada in th

of Marion McDowell's abduction. Unfor- 
tunately, Fabian was unable to solve the 
McDowell case, which remains a mystery 
to this day f 

On the morning of Feb. 15, 1945, the 
colorful Fabian was at the scene of the 
crime in Lower Quinton. It didn’t take the 
detective long to find out that he wasn’t 
dealing with an ordinary murder, if any 
murder can ever be called ordinary 

Local police filled him in on the deep 
superstitions of the inhabitants. They even 
provided him with books on the subject. 
One such book described the case of an 
elderly lady, Ann Turner, who had been 
murdered in 1875 by a young lad. The 
deed had been done with a hayfork 
through the neck. The motive for the 
murder had been the killer's belief that 
Ann had an “‘evil eye’’ which caused ani- 
mals to die and crops to fail. 


Fabian attempted to solicit the help of 
the locals in the area, but was met with a 
wall of silence. There were under 500 
inhabitants in Lower Quinton, nearby 
Upper Quinton and Admington. No one 
had seen or heard an: thing unusual, nor 
had anyone seen a stianger. In fact, no 
one even wanted to tall of the murder 

The tales of witches und evil spells was 
initially scoffed at by Fabian. He had 
investigated and solved scores of murder 
cases. Witchcraft was a phenomenon of 
years past. Then he heard that a few 
days earlier, a calf had been found dead 
in a ditch. Folks said it was an evil 
omen and the direct result of someone 
with an evil eye. They talked of little 
else 
Strange events hounded Fabian. While 
examining the murder scene, a large 
black dog ran down Meon Hill past the 
startled detective. When he told local 
police officers of the black dog he himself 
had witnessed, they recounted other tales 
of terror concerning the black dog. 
Eerily, within hours of Fabian relating his 
tale, a police car ran into and killed a 
black dog in Lower Quinton, : 

When the locals heard that Fabian had 
seen the phantom black dog, they ostra- 
cized the policeman. Pubs would empty 
when he entered. Citizens crossed the 
road when he appeared. Within days, 








another dead calf was found in the ditch 
A dead black dog was found slung over a 
shrub near where Charles Walton's body 
had been found 

In order to better understand what he 
was up against, Fabian pored over all 
available literature pertaining to the 
superstitions of the area. Despite the best 
efforts of Scotland Yard’s most famous 
Jctective, the murderer of Charles Walton 
was never apprehended 

As he investigated the background of 
the area, Fabian grew to respect some of 
the folklore of the region. He no longer 
scoffed at the strange tales and firmly 
believed that covens were meeting in 
Lower Quinton while the investigation was 
going on. 

In all, Fabian and his assistants took 
more than 4,000 statements, followed 
every possible clue, but did not make an 
arrest. 

The detective did find out some strange 
and unusual facts. One such fact was 
that, in ancient times, in the month of 
February, bloodletting festivals took 
place. Blood was allowed to soak into the 
ground, supposedly to make the earth fer-

hy do some young people 
run away? Why do they 
leave the comforts of 
home to live on the street, 
in alleys and in some 
cases in the fields? What 
are these kids running from? Have things 
gotten so bad at home that they really feel 
they would be better off on a park bench 
somewhere in the rain? 

In some cases, the runaway would be 
better off anywhere else. 

These are the teenagers who have been 
abused. According to Virginia Palmer, 
housing and mental health co-ordinator at 
Youth Habilitation Quinte, some teen 
runaways have been abused physically or 
sexually, sometimes both. They leave home 
in search of something better. Sometimes 
they find it, sometimes they don’t. 

But what about the other kids? The ones 
that aren’t sexually or physically abused? 
Why would they leave home? What are 
they hoping to find? 

Usually, these young adults just want 
change. Maybe life at home is to strict for 
them or they just feel too pressured living 
at home. 

One young woman, feeling she needed to 
get away for a little while to sort things out, 
packed all the things she needed for school 
the next day in her school bag, got dressed, 
and thinking her family was asleep, left the 
house. 

Her parents weren’t asleep, and although 
she had a head start on them, they caught 
up with her and brought her back home. 

One thing led to another, and she and her 
family ended up at Youth Habilitation for 
counselling. 

The young woman is living with her 
family now, and although they seem to be 
getting along, there will always be a lack of 
trust between her and her parents now that 
she has tried to “get away”. 

No matter what the reason for running 
away, when he or she comes back, the 
relationship with his parents and the rest of 


the family will, understandably, be 
changed.

A new look 
at the art 
peardenings< 












uilding lots are getting smaller and homes are 
getting bigger. On top of that a growing number 
are setting up housekeeping in apartments, 
condos and town houses — all of which 
translates into a shrinkage of gardening space 
and the need to maximize the production of flowering 
plants and vegetable as well as trees, shrubs and evergreens 
in the smallest possible areas. 






The changes call for a new look at the art of gardening 

_and the application of principles old and new in an entirely 
new way. Here are six of those principles that I have found 
useful for small-space gardeners: 


1. Go soiless 

2. Grow up and down 

3. Say “no” to row 

4. Use beds, baskets and bags 

5. Seek dwarfs, midgets and oddballs 
6. Make your own sunshine. 


1. Go soiless: One of the secrets of success in small- 
space gardening is to get the most out of every square inch 
of growing space and that means getting the most out of 
the growing medium. And in small-space gardening there 
is far less worry about poor soils because it doesn’t cost an 
arm and a leg to condition them with peat and vermiculite, 
or more simply, the soiless mixes, and convert that soil to a 
productive medium. If there is no soil, there is no problem, 
because in container growing the soiless mixes provide 
excellent results. If you are somewhat hesitant about 
growing without soil, let me say this. The nurseries and 
professional growers don’t grow in soils, they grow in the 
soiless mixes or in a mix with a small amount of soil 
added. 

2. Growing Up and Down: When you have lots of 
growing space, there is a natural tendency to think 
traditionally and grow. horizontally in traditional gardens, 
with the odd planter and hanging basket to break the 
monotony. But when you're forced to grow in a small 
space you quickly lear to make “full use of the cub”, to 
grow up and down as well as horizontally. 

For example, a chain link fence provides excellent 
support for morning glories or cucumber vines. Window 
boxes can be used to grow flowering plants and vegetables. 
Sturdy fences can have growing boxes mounted on them 
for the growing of cascading plants such as Thumbergia or 
cherry tomatoes. Posts can be mounted with flower pots. 

On an apartment balcony, I saw an attractively painted 
_ saw horse with a narrow growing box mounted on the top 
and a wider box halfway down, between the A frame legs, 
growing flourishing crops of various vegetables. And I 
have seen a structure I can best describe as six boxes 
mounted back to back in stair fashion, with three boxes in 
each tier, and topped with a seventh box, planted with 
vegetables in the side tiers and with geraniums in the top 
box. 

When you are growing in a small space, making full use 
of the cube, by growing up and down, can double, even 
triple your growing area and your crops. 

3. Say “NO” ae Row: Just because space is limited, 
there is no reason to rule out vegetables. As stated earlier, 
they do exceptionally well in containers but if you can 
spare a small plot of ground, say three or four feet, you can 
reap a surprising harvest if you, “say no” to a row. 

Instead, grow your vegetables in small squares or 
rectangles and plant every inch of space with “precision 
seeding”. That means plant the whole ‘Square or rectangle, 
spacing your seeds the length and width of the growing 
space, the appropriate distance apart, according to the size 
of the mature plant i.e., 3 inches for carrots or beets, 6 
inches for bean plants. Leave a space of six inches or a foot

“We don’t need any more 
negativism — the world is 
rife with negativism at the 
moment,” says Canadian 
celebrity Dave Broadfoot, 
veteran member of the 
Royal Canadian Air Farce.

City water plant 
filters 8 million 
gallons a day

chlorine was a safe, effective and fast method — it was 
the best discovery for disinfecting water,” says Middleton. 

The water filtration plant, located at the southern end of 
Sidney Street pumps out an average 8 million gallons of 
water a day through the city’s underground pipeline 
system. 

In the summer, during peak days, the plant pumps a 
maximum 10 to 10.5 millions of water a day from the Bay 
of Quinte through the purifying process and to the 
household tap. 

What first Started in 1888 as a pumphouse for the city 
has grown into a complicated labyrinth of hallways, 
passageways, pipe and basins and wells located beneath 
and adjacent to the plant. 

“Gravity plays an important process in delivering the 
water to homes and industry daily,” says Middleton. “The 
water is pumped to the Belleville water tower and the Pine 
Street reservoir and then to the homes.” 

The city water system maintains 80 Ibs. of pressure at all 
times. 

Eight employees keep the plant running, says Middleton. 
“It is like operating a big ship — you have all of these 
things that need somebody to operate them.” 

Residents are charged currently $1.80 per 1,000 gallons, 
says Middleton. The costs cover treatment and the lesser 
costs of metering, distribution and billing.

BELLEVILLE — Co- 
ordinator Joy Dixon of the 
Belleville-Hastings 
Alzheimer’s Society says 
her group is in the process 
of establishing a Wandering 
Persons’ Registry. 

In her most recent news 
bulletin she explains, 
“Wandering remains the 
single most difficult and 
worrying hazard for a 
person with Alzheimer’s 
Disease.” 

Victims who set out even 
on*simple errands can 
become disoriented and 
lost. They frequently 
wander away from home or 
a care-giving institution for 
no apparent reason. 

Dixon particularly 
cautions that, “Alzheimer 
people are unable to feel 
hot or cold and may wander 
outside in light clothing. 
That’s very dangerous in 
freezing weather.” 

All too often, through 
misunderstanding, 
wanderers can end up in 
jail, in hospital or under 
psychiatric treatment 
because no one can 
speedily identify the

The registry is to be a list 
of names compiled through 
consultation with doctors, 


hospitals, seniors’ 
information centres, 
healthcare agencies, 


nursing and retirement 
homes, etc., and taken from 
the society’s membership 
list. 

Potential wanderers will 
be encouraged to wear 
identification at all times, 
like medic alert bracelets. 
On each bracelet will be the 
diagnosis, “Wandering 
Person,” the individual's 
name and address, an 
individual serial number, 
and the telephone number 
of the local police. 

Volunteers are currently 
collecting information on 
Alzheimer people for the 
registry (to be kept at the 
police station), taking 
photographs, and ordering 


the bracelets. All 
information is kept 
confidential. 


The listed information 
will include the kinds of 
detail normally associated 
with police reports on 
missing persons: physical 
description (scars, tatoos,

Dixon notes, “Alzheimer 
people don’t mind the 
registry. They know it’s 
protection for them. And 
they like the term 
‘Wandering Person’ 
because it doesn’t have the 
stigma ‘Alzheimer’s has.” 

Const. Sue Baker of the 
Belleville Police Force is 
assisting with the training 
of police personnel and 
logging of the registery, 
which will be computerized 
so local authorities can be 
of assistance to other 
centres throughout Ontario, 
and can get help for out-of- 
towners found wandering 
here. 

Baker says the training 
will take the form of “in- 
service training during the 
last three weeks of March. 
It will provide information 
on what Alzheimer’s 
Disease is, some of the 
types of behaviour they 
(police personnel) will 
encounter, and how.they 
can best respond.”

David Brault shot 
Ken Vallee five times. He lay dead on the frozen earth 
close to his friend : 

Lillian Vallee locked the door of the Olds. David 
Brault was incensed. He hammered at the windshield with 
the butt of his Cooley until he had made a hole as big as 
a fist. Then the lights from a passing car scared the 
killers. They hopped into the Chevy and roared off into 
the night 

Slowly, the two terrified women forced themselves 
to leave their respective autos and go to their hus- 
bands’ sides. There was little they could do. Both men, so 
full of life moments before, now lay like broken manni- 
kins on the cold highway. 

The three desperate men continued on to Montreal. 
They abandoned the Chevy on Dorchester St. near the 
bus depot. Dwyer took the bus to Windsor. Next day, 
Jan. 5, Windsor police answered an armed robbery call at 
a confectionery store. The wife of the owner of Ernie’s 
Confectionery, Julie LeBreton, told police she had given 
the lone robber with the sawed off rifle all that was 
in the cash register, $55 

Because Ernie’s was very close to the police sta- 
tion and the robber was travelling on foot, police were 
able to corner him in a nearby basement. It was David 
Dwyer. He was disarmed of his Cooley semi-automatic. 
He startled police by Saying, ‘‘Hey, that gun’s loaded. I 


ought to know. I put six slugs in a guy’s head with it on 
the highway.”

1711 angels can dance on a pin 


How many angels can dance on the head of a pin? The 
question exercised theologians for centuries in medieval 
times, but now we are proud to report that Canadian 
technology has come up with a definitive answer. 

1,711. 

Actually, we're still 
not sure of how many 
angels can dance on 
the head of a pin. 
Scientists at the 
National Research 
Council in Ottawa 
used an ion beam 
etching machine to 
etch 1,711 angels in a circular pattern on an area the size of 
a pin point. 

The ion beam device is able to etch lines 0.1 microns 
wide --- 1/1500th to 1/1750th the width of a human hair, 
depending upon the coarseness of your hair. Each angel's 
halo was 0.2 microns wide.

The Editor: 

The United Nations has 
requested Canada to 
respond to my charges that 
Bill 178 in Quebec violates 
my basic freedoms and that 
the government of Canada, 
by not acting to protect my 
rights, is in violation of 
Article 27 of the 
International Covenant on 
Civil and Political Rights, 
which protects the rights of 
minorities to use their own 
language. 

It is interesting to note 
the reactions to the recent 
decisions of some Ontario 
municipalities with respect 
to providing bilingual 
services. The impact of the 
decisions of these 
municipalities is in no way 
comparable to _ the 
infringement of human 
rights by the government of 
Quebec. And yet, many 
who now act as though they 
are outrages at the so-called

enrollment into’ the 
Anglophone school. 

Military members are 
promoted on an evaluation 
system. If you are French 
speaking you receive extra 
points on your personnel 
evaluation report.

You 
cannot be promoted above 
the rank of Colonel unless 
you are functional in both 
English and French. 

The French community 
on this base have their own 
club. If I lived on a base in

that can be applied to maximizing production in 
small spaces: 1. go soiless, 2. grow up and down, 3. 
say “no” to row. And this week - three more. 

4. Beds, Baskets and Boxes: 

All a container has to do is to hold the growing medium 
and provide drainage. As a result, you can grow in 
anything that meets these criteria. I have seen raised beds 
two 4x4 inch timbers high, sitting on an asphalt dnveway 
and providing beautiful results. A bushel basket, 
attractively painted inside and out, will last four or five 
seasons and makes an appropmiate container for vegetable 
growing on a pallo OF balcony. 

And don’t forget window boxes. Window boxes mounted 
at the base of the sill look good not only outside by also 
inside the home, bringing your gardens right up to eye 
level.

He suggests the company 
could “sit on the land, sell, 
reapply or appeal to the 
Ontario Municipal Board.” 
What he’s expecting is 
reapplication, possibly even 
early enough to get the 
matter before council again 
at the next meeting. 

Owner Frank 
Vreugdenhil says he is 
thinking of both 
reapplication and the OMB, 
but hasn’t taken steps in 
either direction yet. He 
doesn’t see it before council 
again that early. 

He notes that Doef’s has 
to relocate, but that there is 
no immediate pressure to 
do so quickly. Concerning 
council’s rejection Feb. 19, 
he argues the matter “didn’t 
really get a hard nosed 


objective treatment.” 
The attempt to rezone Al 
Agricultural land to 


Industrial met with stiff 
opposition from owners of 
neighboring properties and 
the Sidney Township 
Ratepayers Association. 
Neighbors concentrated 
their attack on aesthetics, 
noise, property values, and 
concems over the industrial 
processes to be carried out 
so close to a residential 
area. Speaking for the 
ratepayers association, 
critic Jo Furness also cited 
the broadness of the 


terminology in the 
proposed new zoning. 
Doef’s is a_ metal 


fabrication plant employing 
from 60 to 120 people at 
any one time. 

Vreugdenhil assured 
council the new plant 
would be an attractive 
building, well landscaped 
and surrounded by a 
pleasing combination of 
fences and trees. 

He also pointed out the 
paint shop, of particular 
concern to neighbors, 
would be well ventilated 
and subject to inspections 
by the Ministry of Labour. 

Vreugdenhil still cites 
two trucking firms, a bus 


company and a crane rental 
firm on Bellevue Drive as 
evidence that the road, 
running just north of Hwy 
401 from Sidney Street to 
Wallbridge Road is already 
“evolving” as an industrial 
strip. It’s ideal for industry, 
he says, because of its 
exposure to Hwy 401. 

Furness explains her 
stand for Quinte Weekly 
News readers: “I just felt 
Carl Canon as the official 
planner did a rotten job of 
it. He left everything too 
wide open.” 

While pointing out she 
was asked to speak as a 
founding member of the 
ratepayers association at the 
last minute, to replace 
someone called away to 
Toronto, she does admit she 
is still angry over the 
rejection of her bid for 
severance of a ten-acre lot 
last October to build a 
home for her daughter and 
son-in-law. 

“That was A3 land that 
had been residential when I 
bought it in 1975,” she 
claims, “but was rezoned in 
the 1980 Official Plan 
without my knowledge or 
prior consultation. 

I’m not against industrial 
expansion, but rules have to 
apply equally to everyone. 
What good is a 10-acre lot 
for agriculture with a house 
on it? But if I can’t get A3 
rezoned to residential, as it 
was in the first place, then 
why give away Al for 
industrial.” 

Planner Canon and 
councillor Fred Brooks 
were upset by inferences 
that because the Doef’s site 
was purchased for much 
less than readily available 
industrial land could have 
been, before the application 
was made, the issue had 
already been decided and 
council was being asked 
simply to rubber stamp the 
change. 

Furness continues:” We 
have problems with this 
council. They meet a lot in 
caucus and then out comes 
a bylaw. When it gets down 
to the nitty gritty, they don’t 
let us know. what’s 
happening. — ; 

"The Official Plan is long 
out of date. They’re just 
beginning to revise the 
1980 plan. That should

have been done five years 
ago.” 

Another ratepayer, Les 
Chapman of RR2, Trenton, 
recently asked council for a 
1980 report on the outcome 
of Sidney Township 
severance requests in 1989. 
That report was presented 
at the regular Jan. 22 
meeting. 

Through the year 45 
applications were heard, 18 
approved, only two denied 
outright, three deferred, and 
another 12 remain pending. 

Both denials and all three 
deferrals cited conflict with 
the Official Plan as a 
common problem. The 
report provided no analysis 
of the 18 approvals. 

Official Plan concerns 
and agricultural zonings are 
frequent topics of 
discussion at Tucker’s 


Corners when severances 
and zoning changes are 
dealt with. Deputy Reeve 
Ron Hamilton often calls 
into question the reliability 
of current zonings. 

In addition, both denials 
and all the deferrals were 
delivered against 
applications to create 
residential lots. Chapman 
complained to the Quinte 
Weekly News at the time, 
“If you’ve got big bucks 
you can build anything on 
what they call prime 
agricultural land. But if you 
want to put up a house for 
the kids, you can’t.” 

In a recorded vote Feb. 
19, Doef’s application was 
rejected three to two, with 
councillors Fred Brooks 
and Alison Kuglin joining 
Hamilton to vote for the 
rejection.

Fait happened to Doreen ant ae 
Gordon Jeffs. The young couple and 
their three-week-old baby, Linda 
lived in an airy, comfortable home 
in Eastbourne, England. Gordon 
made a fine living as a butcher 

The day started like most days since the baby’s 
arrival. Doreen prepared breakfast. Gordon left for 
work, after which Doreen attended to her house- 
work and the baby’s needs. Doreen was known by 
the couple’s close knit circle of friends to be a 
meticulous housekeeper. That afternoon, she 

decided to take Linda out for a walk in her 
carriage. At the same time, she would attend to a 
few errands. Since the baby’s birth, Doreen had 
often felt depressed and liked to get out in the 

cool, fresh air. 

At 10 minutes after four, Doreen walked into Dale 
and Kerley’s Furniture Store in the centre of town. 
She inquired about the price of a vacuum cleaner. 
Outside, sleeping peacefully in her gleaming rlew 
carriage was three-week-old Linda. Three minutes 
later, Doreen left the store and was shocked to 
discover that the carriage and Linda were nowhere 
in sight. 

The distraught woman ran up and down the street 
screaming, “‘My baby, my baby, where is she?” 
Passers by could do little but comfort her. 
Hysterically, Doreen ran back to the store entrarce. 
She stood there shouting, ‘‘Please, have you seen 
my baby, a little girl in white woolens with a pink 
bow?” Busy shoppers paused, shook their heads and 
Egor os to comfort Doreen. No one had seen her 

aby. 

Seven minutes later, police and civilians were 
actively searching for the missing child. Hours 
passed. Kidnapping for ransom was eliminated. The 
Jeffs were not a wealthy family. The dreaded 
thought that the child had been kidnapped by 
professionals who sold children to illegal adoption 
agencies was considered, as well as the possibility 
that some deranged woman, who wanted a baby of 
her own, might be the abductor. 

All theories were discarded at 8 p.m., about four 
hours after the kidnapping, when a police officer 
peered into some bushes in a park in Hartfield 
Gardens, about a half mile from the furniture store 
where the child went missing. There lay little Linda 
Jeffs in her carriage. She had been strangled to 
death. 

Upon being told of her daughter’s death, Doreen 
Jeffs collapsed. Her husband Gordon was 
devastated. An intensive investigation into the 
murder was immediately launched. A house to 
house survey was conducted in an attempt to find, 
anyone who may have noticed someone wheeling a 
Carriage away from the front of Dale and Kerley’s 
store. No one volunteered any useful information. 
About the only clue the police had to work with was 
a very faint footprint found in grass near where the 
baby’s body was recovered. The print was believed 
to have been made by a shove with a stiletto heel, 
but there was no guarantee that it was connected 
with the murder. 

o distraught was Doreen Jeffs over the 
murder of her daughter that it was four 
days before she could be fingerprinted 
in order to eliminate her fingerprints. 
Unfortunately, no other prints were 
found on the carriage, leading 
detectives to believe that the killer wore 





gloves. 

Gordon Jeffs accepted the cruel hand he had been 
dealt. Doreen didn’t seem to be recovering from the 
trauma of losing her only chid. Her eyes were 
bloodshot from weeping. Seldom was she seen 
without a handkerchief. d 

As the investigation wore on, Scotland Yard 
detectives became troubled by one undeniable fact. 
It didn’t seem reasonable that not one person could 
be located who had seen the baby carriage outside 
the furniture store at a few minutes before four. 
After all, the streets had been crowded. Several 
people were located who swore they were there at 
that time, yet no one had seen a thing. Detectives 
measured off the distance from the furniture store 
to where the body was found. It was a 15-minute 
walk. Several shoppers were in the area at the 
time. Not one had noticed a woman wheeling a

Realizing they were treading on sensitive ground, 
Scotland Yard detectives became convinced that the 
baby carriage had never been placed outside the 
furniture store by Doreen Jeffs. Could this woman, 
who was genuinely heartbroken, have murdered her 
own child? 

Discreetly, Gordon Jeffs was questioned. Without 
revealing their suspicions, detectives learned that 
Doreen had been terribly depressed sinc the baby’s 
birth. They also discovered Doreen’s obsession with 
keeping her house in an almost sanitary condition. 
Was it possible that her depression, coupled with 
the ordinary disruption of caring for a newborn 
child, could have caused Doreen Jeffs to become 
mentally deranged and to have killed her own 
child? 
~ De« :tives approached Gordon once more, this 
time r vealing the possibility that Doreen might be 
the kilier They also explained that she would 
receive a great deal of sympathy from any court, 
as she was obviously suffering from a mental 
illness. Gordon agreed that it would be in the best 
interests of his wife for him to co-operate with

©?’ Doreen that none had been 
convicted of murder 
or the first 
time, Doreen 
wavered. She 
indicated that 
she was afraid of 
being condemned 
by her husband 
Gordon assured her he understood 

Doreen broke down. She told 

police she had been burping the 
baby that day when the child 
turned blue and stopped breathing 

She placed Linda in the carriage 

and went out. Doreen couldn't 
remember going into the park, nor 
could she account for the baby’s 
fractured skull, which had been 
discovered in a post 

mortem. She had no memory of concocting the 

phony kidnapping, but remembered going through 
with the made up story. 

Doreen Jeffs was charged with the murder of her 
daughter. On Nov. 28, she was released under 
custody to attend Linda’s funeral. Weeping 
uncontrollably, Doreen collapsed at graveside 

The murder charge was soon dismissed and 
Doreen was charged with infanticide. She was 
allowed bail, conditional on her being confined to 
the Hellingly Mental Hospital until March 17, 1961, 
the scheduled date of her trial. 

The trial was brief and to the point. Doreen 
pleaded guilty to infanticide. She was sentenced to 
one year probation, again conditional upon her 
remaining in Hellingly Hospital for the full year 

Gordon and Doreen Jeffs resumed their life after 
Doreen’s release from hospital, but Doreen never 
fully recovered from the horror of taking her own 
child’s life. On Jan. 6, 1965, Doreen disappeared. 
Two days later, police found her coat folded on the 
edge of a cliff near Eastbourne. Days later, her 
body washed ashore at Folkestone, Kent

Recent test results 
indicate Hastings County 
students’ performance in 
Mathematics is improving, 
according to a recent board 
release. 

The improvement, 
reflected by a 1988 battery 
of tests for grades four and 
seven students, also places 
the county in an enviable 
position compared with 
provincial standards. 

The 1988 tests for both 

rades measured skills 
identical to those tested in 
1979. Grade 4 students 
improved from a 
mechanical measurement 
called a “benchmark” (not a 
percentage score) of 54 to 
62. 

Grade 7. students, 
meanwhile, scored an 83 in 
1988 against a provincial 
norm of 59 on whole 
numbers. With fractions, 
Hastings County scored 75 
against the provincial 
sample of 40. 

These scores suggest 
local students may be 
almost 41 per cent better 
than the average Ontario 
student with whole 
numbers, and a whopping 
87 per cent better with 
fractions. 

But Ron Denyes, the

For one thing, he points 
Out those exams only 
affected Grade 13 students.

of the math skills taught in 
grade 12 now were 
university skills 30 years 
ago.” 


In its most recent Throne 
Speech the government of 
Ontario made the 
establishment of 
benchmarks in core 
subjects a priority for all 
boards.

Spring runoff 
can be dangerous 


to young

TRENTON— The Lower 
Trent Region Conservation 
Authority is concerned 
about children attracted to 
spring water runoff, and has 
a Spring Water Awareness 
Program (SWAP) to 
educate young public 
school children. 

There is something 
fascinating about rushing 
water that draws young 
people closer. While rivers, 
small streams and open 
ditches can always be 
dangerous, they’re 
particularly so during the 
early spring. 

SWAP 1990 is a service 
program being offered to 21 
elementary schools within 
the lower Trent watershed. 
It’s designed to educate 
4,300 children from K to 
Grade 5 on the dangers of 
spring break-up. 

During the two week 
program, which runs from 
Feb. 19 to Mar. 8, students 
will learn what causes 
floods, the dangers 
associated with increased 
river flows, and related 
flood safety measures. 

March is usually the most 
dangerous of months. 
Ditches and creeks, dry in 
the summer, can become 
raging torrents after a quick 
thaw and heavy rain.

new route for watermain 
across bay to Rossmore _

Belleville council is in 
favor of a proposed 16 
inch-water main across the 
Bay of Quihte to draw city- 
treated water for the 


Rossmore area. 
Under a _ previous 
agreement, council 


concurred with Amelias- 
burgh Township’s plans to 
build an 10-inch watermain 
pipe under the Norris 
Whitney Bridge, along the 
old bay road and into an 
existing city watermain 
near the Ramada Inn. 

However, water needs for 
future expansion in the 
township and complications 
connecting the two lines 
under the CP railway tracks 
prompted Ameliasburgh to 
approach council with a 
modified proposal for a 
larger pipe and a different 
route. 

Primarily, the larger 16- 
inch pipe would best serve 


expansion in the Rossmore 
area in the future, says Neil 


Britton, general manager of 


the Belleville Utilities 
Commission. 

“The ten inch pipe 
originally proposed would 
only handle today’s needs 
for Rossmore,” said Britton 
last week. 

In addition, a new route 
is being investigated by the 
township which would 
connect the larger 
watermain. at the source of 
the treated water — the 
water filtration plant. 

The direct connection 
with the water filtration 
plant makes more sense, 
said Britton. The city 
System wauld not be 
burdened because 
Rossmore’s water would be 
issued directly form the 
source rather than an 
existing watermain.

Municipalities afraid 
of being forced later 
to foot bilingualism bill

ae Ontario Municipal 
Act isn’t getting its fair 


rae ii underlying 
emotion behind the wave of 
“English Only declara- 
tions, and passionate 
defences of Ontario s Bill 8 

extend provincial 
services in the French 
language, the Municipal 
Act is the real battleground. 

While Premier David 
Peterson critically argues 
pill 8 does not ace 

nicipalities anyway, 
real politicians pushing the 
bylaws see Peterson 's 
defense as a sign that he’s 
sill not getting the message. 

Part VII, Section 103 of 
the Municipal Act states, 
“A bylaw passed by a 
council ... shall not be open 
to question, or be quashed, 
set aside or declared 
invalid, either wholly or 
partly, on account of the 
unreasonableness or 
supposed unreasonableness 
of its provisions or any of 
them.” 

Section 104a is the key 
passage under which 
councils are moving now: 

(1) “Every council may 
pass its bylaws and 
resolutions in English or in 
both English and French. 

(2) Every council may 
adopt an official plan that is 
in English or in both 
English and French. 

(3) Every council and 
every committee of council 
may conduct its proceeding 
in English or French or in 
both English and French. 

(4) Notwithstanding 
subsection (3), the minutes 
of the proceedings of 
council and all committees 
of council shall be kept in 
English or, where so 
authorized by a by-law of 
the council, in both English 
and French.” 

So far 31 Ontario munici- 
Palities have declared 
themselves bilingual with 
little fanfare, including 
Sudbury, Ottawa, Vanier 
and Gloucester. 

Given the right to go one 
Way or the other, municipal 
Politicians feel a bilingual

declaration means, under 
section (4), they will be 
faced with financial 
burdens in the translation of 
minutes, not to mention 
Street signs, advertisements, 
public notices, official 
plans, bylaws and other ser- 
vices involving language. 

But there’s another fear. 
Aldermen Meeks and 
Wannamaker both allude to 
the possibility that the act 
could be changed at some 
time in the future. Hence 
Meeks wants to do it 
“..-while it’s still possible.” 

The same concern was 
expressed by Bancroft 
Reeve Lloyd Churchill at 
Hastings County council: 
"Three years ago we 
couldn't have foreseen 
designated areas in the 
province.” 

While emotionalism and 
media sensationalism is 
sending its message to 
Quebec and the rest of 
Canada, municipal legis- 
lators remain unmoved.

Belleville residents could 
be phoning Picton, Madoc 
and Tweed toll-free by June 
1991 if Bell customers 
concur with monthly 
increases to their phone 
bill. 

Bell Canada has 
scheduled a mail-survey for 
early May in Belleville to 
determine whether city 
resiagents want to pay an 
additional surcharge to foot 
the bill for the Extended 
Area Service plan. 

City residential phone 
rates will increase for all 
residents from the current 
$8.00 to $8.75 under the 
toll-free EAS proposal. 
Business rates would 
increase from $19.00 to 
$25.55 per month. 

A 50 per cent vote would 
be needed to bring in the 
service, Says Ron 
Kristiansen, area manager - 
customer service for Bell 
Canada. 

“If we add any one of the 
Picton, Tweed and Madoc 
lines toll-free to Belleville 
it will force an increase. We 
will then have to canvass 
Belleville to see if they 
approve the rates,” says 
Kristiansen, 

“We have to have 50 per 
cent in agreement for 
higher rates,” he says. “I 
don’t see any problems in 
getting that SO per cent vote 
for free long distance calls.

Easter Seals youngsters 
receive wheelchairs, braces, 
artificial limbs, 
communication devices and 
transportation to and from 
centres.

Easter Seals 


Research Institute sponsors 
research into physical 
disabilities, preventitive 
measures and new 
treatment techniques. The 
Institute, to date, has 
provided $3 million in 
grants towards research. 

During March as many as 
80 million Easter Seals will 
be delivered to nearly four 
million households.

And while they’re at it, they may as well take Ottawa too. 
Does anyone disagree? Let’s see a show of hands. I thought 
not. 

They can have

* can have Ottawa’s cold, 
blustery winds, they can 
have Ottawa's cold, 
blustery uncivil servants. 


All of ‘em. 
They can have the House of Commons and all the MPs, 


too, if they can stomach them. They can have the Senate 
and its sleepers, they can have Michael Wilson and his 
budgets, they can have Brian Mulroney and his jaw. 

And they can have John Crosbie and his jaw too. His jaw 
about Tequila Sheila, for example. 


And there are other things they can have. February, for 
example. The shortest month with the longest days. Other 
months are negotiable, but they can have February without 
any arguments here. From now on it’s Fevrier and they 
have it in Quebec. 

And they can have Lundi, too. That used to be Monday, 
but now it’s Lundi and Quebec can have it, especially early 
in the morning when you're still in bed wishing it was 
Saturday. Which, by the way, can stay Saturday, not 
Samedi. We're keeping Saturday. You can sleep in then. 
And we’ll keep Vendredi too. That’s Friday, if you live in 
English-only Hastings County and need a translation. As in 
TGIF — “Thank God It’s Friday”. 

If Quebec is going to separate anyway, they can take 
Harold Ballard with them and Yolanda, too. We'll keep the 
Leafs, though. They’re just starting to dream of 
respectability. 

Quebec can have Meech Lake, too — it’s probably dead 
from acid rain anyway. And they can have all our fast food 





restaurants, dogs that come from the neighbour's to poop 
on our lawn, loud parties late at night just down the street, 
weather forecasters who give us long odds on rain just 
before the flood, people who step into elevators and light 
up and Canada Post. 

They, can have the LCBO and the Brewer’s Retail — 
we'll take beer-and wine in the grocery store like most 
civilized countries. They can have Revenue Canada and 
bankers and people who ride snowmobiles over winter 
wheat. 

But before we do anything hasty, if Quebec separates, 
does that mean we have to give up french fres, quiche 
lorraine and french salad dressing? Does that mean we have 
to give up French movies with English subutles on TVOQ? 
Does that mean we have to give up Marcel Marceaux, 
Quebec ski trips, the old quarter of Quebec City, french 
bread and croissants? Does this mean “no go” for french 
restaurants, french wines and french cheeses? 

Please say it doesn’t. 
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Clean up or pay 
the consequences 


Environmental activists have often been dismissed 
with the label of “kook”, but two recent incidents 
have shown just how pervasive the problem of 
pollution has become. TET 

The first and most spectacular is the Hagersville tre 
fire. Who would have imagined before the fire that 
tires could be such a problem? Now we know, though, 
and what we know is frightening — not Just because 
the fire stubbomly resisted all efforts to extinguish it 
until last week, but also because of the potential 
environmental hazards it has left behind. Benzene and 
toluene are expected to leach into the groundwater 
and area wells. Hundreds of thousands of gallons of 
oil have been created by the intense heat of the 
inferno, more than were spilled in the Valdez oil spill 
last year. 

Fighting the fire cost millions. Cleaning up will cost 
millions more, and the clean up won't be — can’t be 
— perfect. A simple fire, a simply horrifying mess. 

Less spectacular but in some ways more troubling is 
the problem in Elmira. The province closed Uniroyal 
down, the first time it has ever closed an industry for 
environmental reasons, because of discharges into 
local water supplies. 

Sure, jobs were lost and the local economy was left 
reeling — but testing of local water supplies left no 
altemative. Chemicals suspected of causing cancer 
and linked to Uniroyal’s waste discharges were found 
in tap water drunk by thousands of people. 

And if anyone had any doubts about closing 
Uniroyal, they were dispelled several weeks later 
when reconstituted fruit juices manufactured in a 
neighbouring town had to be recalled because of 
contamination by the same chemicals. 

Now that’s starting to hit close to home. We can 
ignore it when the problem is Elmira’s or 
Hagersville’s — just make a mental note not to move 
there. But how can we ignore it when it starts 
cropping up on our store shelves? 

The message is clear: we have to clean up or pay the

Snowmobilers are 
dying needlessly 


Snowmobilers have been dying needlessly at an 
unprecedented rate this winter, compared to last 
winter, chiefly due to carelessness and unseasonably 
warm weather. 

In January, following the crash of their snowmobiles 
through unsafe ice, 11 people died. Last ‘year, during 
the same month, one person died when his 
snowmobile fell through thin ice into frigid water. In 
the majority of fatal accidents, alcohol was a 
significant factor. 

So far this winter season (December 1989 to 
February), 22 people have died in 18 separate 
snowmobile incidents from all causes including 
crashing through the ice, hitting hidden objects and 
traffic accidents. 

Last winter season (December 1988 to spring 1989), 
om all causes, 30 died in 27 snowmobile accidents 

OPP officers across the province implore all 
snowmobilers to check ice conditions on all bodies of 


water before venturing out -- especially at this time of 
year. If you don’t know — don’t go!

The Editor: 

In the Elgin County court 
case, the Ontario Court of 
Appeal struck down as 
unconstitutional the 
provincial regulation 
providing religion classes 
in the regular curriculum of 
public elementary schools. 
I find that the ruling is 
consistent with the intent of 
the Charter of Rights, and 
in keeping with our 
commitment to equal 
treatment for all faiths and 
value communities. 

Historically, what has 
happened? Education was 
seen as a process of 
bringing a new generation 
into full participation with 
its culture. As late as 1846, 
Egerton Ryerson, the father 
of public education in 


Ontario, declared that 
Christianity was the basis 
of our culture and should 
pervade the educational 
system. 

In 1944, a major shift 
took place, whereby formal 
religious education became 
a separate curriculum; thus 
indicating that the culture 
was not necessarily centred 
on Christianity. Throughout 
the 50s, 60s, 70s and 80s 
this shift became more 
apparent: immigration 
brought in new religious 
views and changes in 
public morality; increased 
prosperity and _ the 
materialistic view of “the 
good life”. Some have 


labelled this the new 
religion as - “secular 
humanism”, 


So now we find ourselves 
in a state whereby we are 
ruled by a government who 
must set a standard for 
education which must be 
the basis for all curriculum. 
In so doing, it too violates 
the rights of the people. 
Educational neutrality is a 
myth - it cannot exist. 

I oppose discrimination 
of any kind, and I assert the 
rights of parents (who 
ultimately are responsible 
for their children’s 
education) to have their 
children educated in the 
perspective of their choice. 
For this reason I applaud 


the recognition of separate ~ 


schools in Ontario, and 

insist on the extension of 

that right to all other faiths.

THE NET RESULT

A call to the MNR at Tweed or Bancroft 
will set you in the right direction as.the 
folks there have a good handle on where 
it's hot and where it's not. That's one of the 
reasons they are there, to assist the angling 
public. So don't hesitate to call and 
perhaps request a stocking list _ 

Those choosing to plant their feet on 
firm ground may choose to give some surf 
fishing a try. some fine rainbow trout 
angling can be found west of Brighton at 
just about any place on inland water way 
flows to Lake Ontario. The pre-spawning 
trout take up residence there waiting for 
the preferred temperature that triggers 
their annual migration upstream. 

At first glance it appears the MNR has 
made a blunder in opening up the trout 
season on streams south of Highway 2 
(Shelter Valley is an exception) as detailed 
in this year’s regulations. The streams have 
traditionally been the only safe haven for 
‘bows until the season opening in late 

April. The concern here is that the fish, 


many prime breeders, are now fair game 
for some glory seeking anglers who are 
not satisfied until they have a full stringer, 
Then there's the poachers and snaggers! It 
just does not sit well in my stomach that 
this species can now be legally taken from 
their spawning beds. 

Many anglers have been condoning a 
decrease in the daily creel limit to perhaps 
two fish, especially during the spring 
reproductive season. 

The MNR, who now by the way have an 
admitted non-angling minister in Lyn 
MacLeod, believe the new rules will take 
pressure off the northern lakes. And while 
it is true that Lake Ontario has a healthy 
and abundant stock of rainbow trout, this 
new legislation could dramatically reduce 
the populations to where they were in the 
60s. 

Some of my fondest memories of spring 
have been watching and videoing rainbow 
trout during their spawning run, brilliant in 
colour and valiantly fighting obstacles to 
reach their destination. The new 
legislation will cause even more obstacles 
for the fish to overcome.

Authorities proceeded to the Simmons’ 
home. The Christmas tree was gaily 
decorated. Wrapped presents were under 
the tree. No Christmas presents had been 
opened for the very good reason that all 
the occupants of the house had been dead 
since before Christmas. Five victims were 
found in the house and were identified as 
one of Gene’s daughters, his son, their 
respective spouses and one grandchild. 
All were still wearing overcoats, indi- 
cating to police that they were killed soon 
after they arrived bearing Christmas 
filts 

Freshly dug earth was observed close to 
the Simmons home. There, in a 1.5-metre 
deep grave were the bodies of Gene's 
wife, four of their children, ages 7 to 17, 
and two grandchildren 

The horror story continues. In the 
trunks of two old abandoned vehicles near 
the Simmons house, two bodies were 
found. These tiny bodies had been 
wrapped in plastic garbage bags. They 
were later identified as Gene’s grandchil- 
dren. 

‘Ironically, after the last body was reco- 
vered and the killer behind bars, a letter 
written by Simmons’ wife to her daughter 
shortly before her death was made public. 
In the letter, 46-year-old Rebecca Sim- 
mons wrote, ‘I am a prisoner and the 
kids are too. I don’t want to live the 
rest of my life with Dad.” She went on to 
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say, ‘‘Dad has had me like a prisoner.” 

Rebecca revealed her life of isolation 
and fear in her dilapidated rural home. 
Her husband wouldn’t allow her to have a 
telephone. He censored all mail and kept 
neighbors away. Rebecca attempted to 
explain, ‘‘You have to remember I’ve 
never had a job since I’ve been married, 
or before that either. I know I have to 
start somewhere. It would all be so much 
easier if it was just me.” 

Rebecca’s attempt to escape the mania- 
cal clutches of her husband came too late.

For Rev. Repko Popma, 
tomorrow's dawn will 
represent 5O years of 


serving the Lord and 
bringing His message to 
people around the globe. 

The Netherlands native 
celebrates his 50th 
anniversary in the ministry 
March 7, and if he had the 
chance, he would do it all 
over again, says the retired 
man of the cloth sitting in 
his Plainfield home. : 

Popma still regularly 
visits a local retirement 
home and performs a 
monthly Sunday service 
there. 

Popma’s quest to share 
his faith on behalf of the 
Christian Reformed 
denomination has taken 
him and his wife Ine, both 
preachers’ kids, across 
three continents since he 
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years of s 


was ordained March 7, 
1940 following his 
graduation from the 
Netherland’s Christian 
University in 1938. 

The driving force behind 
Popma’s eagerness to 
spread the Word of God 
stemmed from his father, a 
pastor in northern 
Netherlands. 

“I had an early desire to 
serve the Lord through the 
ministry thanks to my 
Father,” says Popma. 
“Serving people for God 
was one of the biggest 
decisions of my life.” 

Popma’s dedication took 
him around the world to 
Indonesia after the war. A 
congregation of 300 Dutch 
immigrants awaited Popma 
on arrival after former 
pastors were shipped home 
to recover from the ordeals 
of The Second World War.

He travelled to the East 
Pacific rim shores in 1946 
and stayed for 10 years. It 
was a change for the better, 
he says, even though it was 
dramatic change in lifestyle 
from European culture. 

His congregation was 
widespread, prompting 
extensive travel throughout 
the tropical landscape. 

“Because our congre- 
gation was so widespread 
we had to do a lot of 
travelling,” says Popma. 
“We preached in Dutch, but 
we had to learn the basics 
of the Indonesian language 
to buy goods at the store 
and talk to villagers.” 

Six children were born to 
the Popmas during their 
ten-year stay in Indonesia 


— five girls and a boy. 
Winds of change were

near the end of their stay, as 
political unrest stirred 
against the Dutch colonists. 
In 1956, Popma and his 
family were called by a 
congregation in Victoria 
B.C. and they left the 
country. 

One year later, the Dutch 
population of Indonesia 
packed up and left for home 
after the relationship 
between Indonesians and 
the Dutch rapidly 
deteriorated, says Popma. 

The Popma's travels 
brovght them to a new 
continent, a different 
climate and a different 
culture, namely that of the 
elusive Canadian. 

“The culture shock and 
new environment of 
Canada was very difficult 
to adjust to at first,” says 
Popma, surrounded by 
artifacts and sculpture of 
the Indonesian culture 
brought with them to 
Victoria. 

“We were used to the 
tropical weather and the 
cold temperatures were 
hard to get used to,” he 
says. 

Ine Popma noted upon 
arrival to Canada in 1956 
the equality among 
Canadians — very different 
from the social classes of 
the Netherlands and in 
Indonesia's colonized 

culture. 

“Everybody was treated 
equal here, truck drivers 
were the same as doctors ... 
it was very different,” she 
says.

“And everything was 
automatic here," she 
marvelled. "You just 
pushed a button and it went 
on, unlike Indonesia.

“The Canadians liberated 
us during the war and we 
loved them for that,” 
explains Popma. 


Popma’s pastoral charge 
lasted for eight years on

is no 
pipedream 
says 
Picton 
mayor

A proposal to build a 
world-class international 
airport on the southern 
shore of Point Petre in 
Prince Edward County 
could ultimately realize the 
creation of 10,000 new 
jobs, says Picton Mayor Al 
Piroth. 

The concept could 
revitalize the tourism-based 
economy in the county, 
home to a work force of 
approximately 7,800. 

Piroth, a retired 31-year 
veteran pilot from the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, 
says conditions are ripening 
for an international airport 
in the county. 

The concept first 
breathed life 20 years ago 
when a preliminary study 
was carried out by a 
transport commission out of 
Toronto, which visited the 
area in search of an 
alternalive airport site. The 
idea was later buried. 

Piroth, however, a Picton 
councillor at the time, never 
forgot the idea and has been 
kicking it around in the 
back of his head ever since. 

“I’m not just pipe- 
dreaming here,” says Piroth 
in a interview with Quinte 
Weekly News. “The site is 
ideal for take-off and 
landing. There are no built 
up areas around the site and 
flights would pose no risk. 

“I Know this area very 
well — I have flown over it 
countless times. I also 
know the flying game very 
well — the idea is not only 
practical, feasible, it’s 
better than a busy Toronto 
airport.”

~- The Picton mayor hopes 
by the year 2000 the federal 
and provincial governments 
will lend an ear to Prince 
Edward County and 
Picton’s airport proposal. 
The Point Petre site in 
question is currently Crown 
Land, owned by the 
National Defense Depart- 
ment. Piroth couldn’t give 
an acreage figure on the 
site, but-says more than 
enough: land is available to 
accommodate the concept. 
“By the end of this century 
I am very optimistic we 
will be able to sit down 


with both governments and 
convince them an 
international airport should 
be on the southern shore of 
Point Petre,” says Piroth. 

Talk of a super rapid 
transit rail service in the 
Montreal-Toronto corridor 
gives credibility to the 
proposal, he says. 

“The only thing 
remaining to do would be 
to connect the county with 
Toronto, Montreal and even 
Ottawa. They are talking of 
a high speed rail service 
and we’re only 23 miles 
away from that railway. By 
Tapid transit, travellers 
could be in Toronto from 


the airport in one hour. My 
God, it takes almost an 
hour to get into downtown 
Toronto from Pearson 
International in Toronto 
already,” say Piroth. 

The recent expansion of 
the Pearson airport is not 
the answer because there 
are too many homes in the 
area - a hazard Recent 
suggestions to open an 
international airport in 
Pickering are not the 
answer either, concedes 
Piroth, who was stationed 
throughout the world 
during his RCAF career. 

His flights during the 
Second World War and in 


collaboration with NATO 
have granted him insight 
into airports around the 
world. 

“It (Point Petre) is an 
ideal site for planes to make 
their holding patterns over 
Lake Ontario, away from 
built-up areas. The 
prevailing winds are 
easterly. Any pilot would 
view it as very safe,” says 
Piroth. 

“It’s the safety factor 
we're concerned with in 
Toronto. An airport here 
makes sense and would get 
away from the madhouse 
conditions of Toronto," 
says Piroth. 


In several instances, 
close-call collisions were 
only averted at the last 
minute at Pearson 
International in the past few 
years. High traffic volumes, 
insufficient numbers of 
traffic controllers and 
congested airspace have 
been blamed. 

Air traffic in the county 
would not interfere with 
CFB Trenton air base in 
Trenton, says Piroth. 
Rather, the Trenton airstrip 
of 10,000 feet could be a 
contingency component of 
the proposal. 

“We also have a modem 
airport in Trenton, able to

WANT TO APPEAL 
YOUR ASSESSMENT? 


You still have time to appeal your 1989 assessment if you 
feel your home or business property has been improperly 
assessed. Your assessment is important because the amount 
of property tax you will pay in 1990 depends on it. The assessed 
value of your property is multiplied by the municipal and 
school mill rates to determine your property taxes. 

Notices of Property Valuation were mailed to property 
owners and tenants whose assessments have changed since last 
year. Open house information sessions were held in your area 
to give you the opportunity to ask questions and correct any 
errors. 

The Assessment Roll was delivered to your municipality on 
February 27, 1990 and will be used to calculate the taxes you 
will pay in 1990. You can review the Roll at your municipal 
office during regular business hours. If you believe your prop- 
erty has been improperly assessed and you have not yet 
registered an appeal, you still have until March 20, 1990 to 
mail or deliver your appeal to the Assessment Review Board. 
And remember, even if you did not receive a Notice of Prop- 
erty Valuation, you still have the right to appeal. 


Appeal deadline: March 20, 1990 


This deadline does not apply to the municipalities and localities 
of: County of Renfrew 

City of Pembroke 

County of Prince Edward 





The Assessment Review Board is an independent tribunal 
under the jurisdiction of the Ontario Ministry of the Attorney 
General. It is intended to provide you with an additional 
opportunity to have your assessment reviewed if, in your 
opinion, it is not fair and equitable with the assessment of 
similar properties in your area. The Review Board is more 
informal and relaxed than a regular court of law. You may 
present your own case, retain a lawyer, or ask a relative or 
friend to speak as your agent. 

To help you in filing your appeal, Notice of Appeal forms 
are available from the Assessment Review Board, your 
Regional Assessment Office, or your municipal office. You 
can also use the reverse side of a Notice of Property Valuation, 
or write a letter giving the property address and roll number 
along with your reasons for appealing. Appeals should be 
forwarded to the Regional Registrar of the Assessment Review 
Board at the address shown below. = 

If you appealed your previous assessment, it will be necessary 
to lodge an appeal against your assessment with the Assessment 
Review Board each year, if the appeal against your previous 
assessment has not yet been settled, or your 1989 Notice of 
Property Valuation does not reflect the most recent decision 

of the Board. 

In those parts of Ontario designated for French Language 
Services, you can appear before a bilingual (English/French) 
Appeal Board. Please check the space provided on your appeal 
form if you wish to use this service.

Belleville is about to happen — 1t1s on the 
verge of a major economic and 
demographic explosion, says Toronto 
developer Brian Magee with the fervor of a 
child in a candy store. 

“All kind of statistics point that way for 
Belleville - hotels vacancy rates are 
dropping, restaurants are doing better, there 
are more viSitors each year, Sears Is 
coming...,” contends the principal behind 
Teddington Ltd., a development company 
scheduled to drop $35 million into the city 
for the construction of a new Riverfront 
Square complex at the former Corbin Lock 
site on the west bank of the Moira River. 

“Look and see what's happening. Sears 
had 30 communities across Ontario to 
choose from and they picked Belleville,” 
notes Magee. “Things like that don’t just 
fall off of the truck.” 

Citing the expected growth from Sears 
alone, Magee estimates 2,000 employees 
with an average $25,000 a year living in 
Belleville will mean an extra $50 million 
injection into the local economy. The 
building of a Goodyear tire manufacturing 
plant in Napanee will mean similar benefits 
to Belleville from employees settling in the 
area and commuting to work. 

“All it will take, frankly, is another one 
or two major investors coming in and the 
place will be booming,” Magee predicts. 

“Anybody I have mentioned Belleville to 
does not have an argument to the contrary,” 
says Magee. “What are the negatives to 
Belleville? It has none.”

centre, many other companies have set up 
shop or expanded in Belleville in the past 
year, namely Quest Tech, Joumney’s End, 
Halla Climate Control of Korea, Poli-Twine 
and numerous other small businesses. 

Other long-established companies have 
regrettably closed their doors, including 
Deacon Brothers, Corbin Lock, Braun 
Wood Products. 

Magee attributes the closings to the 
“nature of the business. It happens all of 
the time, but is more noticeable in smaller 
centres. For argument’s sake I don’t think 
Deacon’s closed due to financial 
problems.” 

Construction statistics for Belleville show 
construction expenditures in the city rose to 
$93.6 million in 1989 from $31.4 million in 
1988. Fifty-two million dollars of this 
year’s increase is attributed to Sears. 

A total of 626 building permits were 
issued in 1989, says Reg McCurdy, chief 
building officer with the city, up from 610 
in 1988. 

Residential construction costs amounted 
to as much as $23 million for the past year, 
resulting in another 109 single family 
homes being built and 10 apartment 
buildings being raised. 

The remaining 507 permits issued in ‘89 
resulted in a total $70,605,858 in 
commercial, industrial and institu- 
tional/governmental construction 
expenditures, says McCurdy. 

Last year's commercial, industrial and 
institutional/governmental construction 
expenditures added to a total sum of 
$16,087,606 while residential construction 
expenditures equalled $15,342,198. 

An increase in employers, housing and 
added money into the local economy 
should signal more growth for the 
Belleville area.

In addition, the draft also deals with the wae 
changing environment: information 3 
technology, life-long learning, international 
acitivity and human resource development. sf 
Personal growth is considered in the report. $ 

“These are aims and objectives without 
timetables,” says the president. “One way 
to achieve these is to review the curricula 
in our programs. Another way might be to 
hold seminars about world issues such as 
the emergence of democracy in the East 
Bloc, free trade and the rain forests. A 
music series might even be in order.” 

In the meantime, Auld notes the college 
is committed to putting more emphasis on 
serving the evolving needs of students in 
the future.

Picton looks for industry

Mayor AI Piroth says the ball is now in 
the court of the federal government in light 
of a newly established 73 acre industrial 
park in the northeast end of Picton. 

And the focus for the 1990s will be 
placed on that park and how the Town of 
Picton can draw new industry and small 
business there. 

“For years we have been told by the 
federal government Prince Edward County 
and the Town of Picton’s main industry is 
tourism,” says Piroth. 

“They have told me: ‘Al, you don’t have 
an industrial park,” says the mayor. “We 
have now addressed that and I have thrown 
the ball back-at the federal government 
saying ‘let’s see if we can help one another 
and get some industry in here.’” 

With a new industrial park in place, 
Piroth is optimistic there will be economic 
growth in Picton and surrounding area in 
the next ten years. 

“By the year 2000 we want the majority 
of these acres filled with a variety of 
industry and small business,” says Piroth. 
“This is a must if we are going to grow and 
be able to employ people.” 

The mayor went on to explain: “We have 
73 acres of industrial land and we on 
council feel that if the county and the town 
is going to survive for 12 months out of the 
year it will be a must.” 

The current economy only allows for 
low unemployment four and half months 
during tourist season. 

“We have a tourist economy — and that 
only allows work usually for about four 
and a half months,” says Piroth. “ 

Water, sewer and electrical servicing are 
all available for new industry. Another 
advantage Picton is, touting is very 
reasonable lot prices, says Piroth. 

Piroth notes many other projects are on 
the plate for the next decade. 

Jokingly he says he would like to see a 
bridge span the Glenora ferry crossing 
before he is no longer mayor and can no 
longer cut the ribbon. 
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On a more serious note, however, Piroth 
expresses concern over the high level of 
traffic travelling the Loyalist Parkway. 

On the high priority list for Picton town 
council is the building of affordable 
housing as soon as possible. 

“I would also like to see more affordable 
housing in the town. It is a number one 
priority of council and we must address the 
encroaching needs of the next ten years,” 
says Piroth. 

Health care should improve considerably 
in Picton with the planned expansion at the 
Prince Edward County Memorial Hospital 
in Picton. 

_“To date, we have raised $1.25 million 
and the government owes us $2 million. I 
would think the expansion of the hospital 
would start some time this year,” he says. 


As for Piroth and his future role in the . 


politics of Picton, the mayor says for now 
he is placing as much emphasis on 
attracting industry to the town as possible. 

“In the next year and a half, I am going 
to promote this industrial park to the fullest 
extent. If I should have the opportunity to 
serve I will that effort,” he says. 

Growth, meanwhile, should be carefully 
planned and thought out by council and 
committees, says the mayor. 

“We should grow, however, on a 
progressive and well-planned basis, not in 
quantum leaps,” he cautions. 

Planning will also be needed for the 
problems facing Prince Edward County 
residents without potable water. 

“The water situation down here is getting 
desperate — we’re (Picton) the only ones 
with potable water. We will have to look 
towards our cousins in Bloomfield, 
Wellington, Belleville to work on a 
solution, because without water we are all 
dead,” the mayor says. 

“T would like to see a water plant for the 
whole area if possible. If we work together, 
we can’t help but win. Team playing is 
important. My philosophy in life is to 
provide leadership but still work in a 
team,” he concludes.

Nothing’s more infuriating than a power 
glitch, for example, that wipes a whole 
document out of a computer’s memory 
just before it’s about to be stored. 

There’s so much to watch for, even a list 
can be only partial: 


* computerized phones with memories 
that make the secretary’s familiar 
roladex obsolete, 

* fax machines that transmit in color, 

*on-line integration for 

communication by fax 

* entire business computer networks 

* proliferation of electronic scanners, 

evident now in some stores for 

inventory control, 

* cash register technology and 

integration with scanners and banks for 

deposits and even customer payments 

(further steps toward the cashless 

society) 

By the turn of the century cash will 
certainly be much less in evidence, 
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perhaps still handled only by the likes of 
convenience stores, fast food outlets, 
movie theatres and taxi drivers. Hackers, 
already capable of seeding viruses, will 
have field days. Criminals will become 
sophisticated, learning to patch into 
networks for gain rather than mischief. 

And its all coming with such speed, 
Fanjoy says, “The normal individual 
simply can’t keep up with it.”

Secondary Plan _ for 
development is the key to 
Sidney Township's pro- 
gress, not just over the next 
decade, but in fact well into 
the next century. 

The plan, unveiled last 
year, calls for massive 
development into industrial, 
commercial and residential 
zones all the land between 
Belleville and Trenton from 
the shoreline north to the 
CP rail line. Trenton has 
made no comment on it, but 








Belleville has objected, 
calling it “strip planning.” 

Sidney Reeve Tom 
Nobles says, “Our full 
Official Plan is trying to 
identify the best land uses 
and a long term format for 
future development. The 
South Sidney plan is a 
document for the long 
term.” 

The new Sears warehouse

A penny saved Is a penny earned — 
especially when invested in real estate, 
says Gary Rorabeck, president of the 
Quinte Real Estate Board. 


The old adage, coined by Benjamin 


Franklin, is particularly true of real estate — 


as investors and homebuyers face a decade 
of the rising home prices. 

“Real estate has always been your best 
buy — I feel that in the 1990s, real estate 
will be your best buy when it comes to 
investing,” says Rorabeck from his Picton- 
based real estate office. 





An average home in 1971, Rorabeck 
points out, cost $23,000. Just under 20 
years later the average home is selling in 
the Quinte area for almost five times that 
— $123,000. 

And by the year 2000, that average home 
of $123,000 will almost double to the tune 
of $246,000, predicts the board president. 

Good for investors who purchased homes 
years ago, but not good for procrastinating 
potential home-buyers. 

While the purchase price for a new home 
may increase by 100 per cent in 10 years, 
the average wage will only increase 50 to 
60 per cent. 

High interest rates and a slowdown in the 
economy will dampen housing sales for the 
next two years, says Rorabeck, a 21-year 
veteran of real estate sales. By 1993, a 
turn-around in the market will result in an 
upswing in sales. 

The GST proposed by the federal 
government is also going to have a direct 
bearing on the housing market, says

Rorabeck. : ’ 
“The GST is going to have a frightening 


impact on us with inflation and a general 
slowdown in the economy. We're going to 
have a recession if they keep insisting on 
the GST,” Rorabeck says. 

The ramifications will scare away any 
sales surge in the housing market, says 
Rorabeck. 

“People probably won’t buy homes for a 
year or two because of the economy. In 
about two years though I think it (the 
market) will bounce back,” he says. 

For the most part, however, Rorabeck 
says the Quinte region is a very stable 
market for real estate, not usually prone to 
the extreme ups and downs of the larger 
Toronto market, for example. 

“This area has been moving along 
steadily while the Toronto market is 
declining. There are people still moving 
out of Toronto because housing prices are 
too high,” says Rorabeck. 

New businesses and large corporations 
coming into the area will mean a boost for 
everyone, not just Belleville. 

“Everybody is expecting a large boom 
(in Belleville), but a lot of homebuyers will 
go to Picton, Kingston, Napanee and north 
of Belleville,” says Rorabeck. “People 
forget, some will travel 50 miles to work.” 

Despite a decline in sales during 
November and December of 1989, 
Rorabeck says, sales have started to pick 
up throughout real estate offices in the 
Quinte region since January. 

In 1989, Quinte realtors experienced a 
decline in sales overall of $12,215,000 
compared to real estate sales in 1988. 

Total dollar sales in 1989 amounted to 
$138,645,360, down from the 1988 total 
sales figure of $152,860,054. 

Testament to a slowdown in home- 
buying is the amount of homes listed and 
sold in 1989 compared to those of 1988. As 
many as 4,076 homes were listed in 1989, 
while only 3,899 were listed in 1988.

At 6:30 p.m., 
Jennie could stand it no longer. She went over to 
the Peters’ residence and rang the doorbell. There 
was no answer. 

Jennie was beside herself. She and the Peters had 
been good friends for years. Jennie and another 
neighbor pried open a porch window and climbed 
inside, They called out for Phil as they searched 
through the house. They found him on the floor of 
the bedroom with his head bashed in. ; ; 

In minutes, the Pelers home was swarming with 
a photographer, doctor, and numerous detectives. A 
detailed examination of the house indicated that 
Phil had struggled with his attacker in the kitchen. 
One of his shoes was found on the kitchen floor 
beside a large puddle of blood. 

Furniture in the living room was overturned. 
More blood was found on the walls. Two of Phil’s 
canes lay broken on the floor. It appeared that the 
struggle had started in the kitchen and had 
proceeded through the house, up the stairs to the 
bedroom where Phil was killed. His other shoe was 
found beside his body. The doctor estimated that 
Phil had been struck over 25 times on the head, 
most probably with his own canes. 

he elderly retired gentleman didn’t have an 
| enemy in the world. Nothing had been taken 
from the house or from Phil’s pockets. No 
strangers had been seen near the house. Had any 
strangers been around, they would most certainly 
have been seen by Jennie Ross. 

The mystery intensified. Jennie and her neighbor 
friend claimed they had pried open a porch window 
to gain entry. Police tried all the other doors and 
windows in the house. All were locked from the 
inside. How did the killer get out? Investigators 
searched the house for clues, but none were found. 

A month went by. The once peaceful home on 
West Mongrieff gained a reputation as a haunted 
house. People claimed that lights flashed on and off 
far into the night. A silhouette of a hand was seen 
through the venetian blinds. Police stalked out the 
Peters residence. Night after night, they parked on 

the street with a clear view of the house. Nothing 
happened. 

Mrs. Peters was released from hospital, 
accompanied by a nurse. Helen Peters was quite 
deaf. She heard nothing of the ghost which was 
rumored lo occupy her home.

When Coneys reached the Peters residence on 
West Mongrieff St., he rang the bell, but didn’t 
receive any answer. He tried the door and found it 
unlocked. Half starved, he ran directly to the 
refrigerator and helped himself. Having a house all 
to himself was the finest thing that had happened to 
Coneys for over two decades. He got the bright idea 
of hiding in the attic for a few days. 

While hunting for a door to the attic, he came 
across the small hole in the clothes closet and 
discovered that he could wiggle up into the confined 
area under the roof. He found old newspapers) and 
rags and made a sort of bed, only coming out to eat 
when the Peters were out or fast asleep. He soon 
realized that both were a bit deaf and his muffled 
sounds were not overheard by them. : 

It was practically Shangri-la when Helen Peters 
broke her hip. Phil was at the hospital every day 
and Coneys had the house to himself. He could 
stretch, lie down fully extended and eat just enough 
so that the food wasn’t missed.

The population of Canada and Quinte 
in particular is aging — the proportion of 
“older” people is increasing. 

Brian Smith, Belleville’s Quinte 
Living Centre director, offers stats that 
Say about 10 per cent of Ontario’s 
Current population is 65 or older. In 
Hastings County it’s 14.3 per cent, and 
in Prince Edward County it’s 18.9. 

Smith attributes the increased Quinte 
figures to a large rural population, CFB 
Trenton servicemen retiring in the area 
and a “high quality of life here,” which 
also attracts retirees from large urban 
centres like Toronto. 

Projections are that by the year 2001 
seniors will account for 20 per cent of us

provincially. By 2031, that figure will 
have risen to 26 per cent. 

Constance Schultz-Nielsen, a 
registered nurse in Bancroft, is also a 
graduate of a Loyalist College diploma 
course in gerontology and has worked 
extensively with the aged and 
Alzheimer patients. 

She muses, “Senior citizenship could 
be half our lives. As we grow older 
we’re constantly regarded differently: 
first as babes, then toddlers, pre- 
schoolers, children, teens, young adults, 
middle-agers, and so on. But once we 
reach reach 65, some think 60 or even 
55, we become ‘seniors,’ and that’s what 
we remain till death, which could take a 
very long time now.” 
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The greying of Canada is the result of 
more than a dramatic birth rate decline in 
the early 1960s, what we now call the 
pill generation. It’s also a combination of 
the maturing baby boomers and the fact 
that everyone is living longer, thanks to 
better medicine, healthier lifestyles, 
fitness, security, etc. 

Smith and Schultz-Nielsen both agree 
the coming seniors will be vastly 
different from those of the past. They’ll 
be healthier, and therefore more active, 
and better educated, and therefore more 
politically aware. Thanks to CPP and 
today’s company pension benefits, 
they'll also be richer and therefore have 
more influence.

They’ll have higher 
expectations and therefore 
greater demands. But 
they’ll be more prepared to 
pay for their services than 
are today’s seniors who 
still recall the depression 
years and the wisdom of 
pinching pennies. 

Over the next decade the 
administration of those 
services could well become 
centralized and funded 
through a new Queen’s 
Park ministry that 
communicates with 
municipalities. through 
district councils. The 
Hastings and Prince 
Edward Council on Aging 
is already established, and 
just last month received 
$102,376 from the federal 
government to fund a 
seniors’ independence 
program. 

The funds are being used 
to produce a community 
resource directory for older 
adults. It’s a step toward 
what Smith calls “one-stop 
shopping” that will put 

access to services at the 
fingertips of seniors. 

Recognizing seniors are 
becoming healthier and 
more active, governments

are already directing their 
efforts toward prolonging 
individual independence in 
areas like housing, 
preventative health and 
dental care, general 
wellness, recreation, etc. As 
Smith says, “The thrust will 
be toward community- 
based home _ support 
services.” 
Longer independence 
will result in delayed 
institutionalization for long 
term care. While not 
eliminating it altogether, 
the process should free 
beds and space in hospitals 
and nursing or old age 
homes where some people 
are perhaps inappropriately 


institutionalized today. 

Whether or not the new 
directions are yet fixed, 
cutbacks in hospital beds 
are already evident, with 
the result that even some 
acute needs are not being 
met. All governments 
anticipate the benefits of 
their initiatives long before 
they begin to recognize the 
shortfalls. 

Further cutbacks in 
certain areas of health care 
will continue as 
governments seek to 
establish savings in one 
area to cover additional 
costs in another without 
increasing taxes.

resist change, especially 
cutbacks. We saw the effect 
of educated, aware and 
organized grey power when 
the federal government 
tried to do away with 
universality in old age 
benefits. We’re seeing it 
mount again today in a 
fight against new income 
tax regulations popularly 
called “clawbacks.” 

The growing wealth of 
the aged, while giving them 
increased influence, will 
also become a target for 
governments and business 
alike. Seniors will be given 
far greater opportunity 
than ever before to go on 
spending. 

Prolonged independence, 
be it through continued 
home ownership or in 
places like the Quinte 
Living Centre, in a trailer 
park or log cabin, or ina 
granny flat in an offspring’s 
back yard, will cost money. 
Money spurs competition. 

Active seniors will want 
to travel and enjoy frequent 
holidays in their retirement. 
That means business for 
travel agencies; rail, bus, 
ship and air lines; auto, 
trailer, and recreational 
vehicle dealerships; hotels; 
resorts; etc., Then there are 


all the ad agencies that tout 
such attractions. 

But what governments 
and taxpayers are going to 
have to come to grips with 
are the growing costs of 
programs for the aged.Can 
fewer_and fewer younger 
people continue to support 
more and more older 
people in the manner to 
which all would like to 
become accustomed? 

Smith suggests,” The free 
ride is over. We’re going to 
have to be more innovative 
and begin to prioratize at a 
local level what really are 
the neediest of the needs 
that we have identified and 


go after those.” 
Significant changes and 
rearrangements of 


responsibilities between 
provincial ministries of 
health, community and 
social. services, and 
probable new ministries 
responsible for disabled 
persons and senior citizens’ 
affairs, have been evident 
and should become increas- 
ingly more so. Overlapping 
services may be cut. 

We're conditioned to 
suspect change, however, 
and cuts above all. Look for 
some politically active, 
well informed, healthy and 


wealthy opposition to those 
changes. But with a 
growing population of 
aging people who can 
afford a lifestyle younger 
and increasingly fewer 
taxpayers can’t, this old 
question is bound to come 
up with increasing 
frequency: 

How long can Canada 
continue. to _ finance 
universality? 

And with seniors being 
encouraged to remain in 
their own or their families’ 
homes longer, “Watch for 
signs of abuse,” warns 
Schultz-Neilsen. “We know 
it goes on already, but 
we’ ve focused our attention 
so far on first, the children, 
then spouses. As a result of 
fear, love, or need it’s 
seldom reported yet, but 
abuse of the elderly will be 
the next decade’s issue.” 

As elders gradually 
control their own wealth 
longer, could _ their 
“independence” more 
frequently become, even 
subtly, indebted to their 
caring, grown children? 
And could the children, 
with rising expectations of 
the good life themselves, 
find patience a growing 
challenge?

to Quinte area

last week's Focus on Quinte 
News, it was the idea of change. We're going 0 see . 
lot of changes in the Quinte area over the next few 
years -- changes in population, changes in 
employment pattems, changes in aging, changes an 
the way we work, even changes in the way we live 

lay at home. : 

ae changes have already started. Take Sidney 
Township, for example. Most people may not have 
noticed because Sidney doesn't have a commercial 
centre, but with a population that has grown to almost 
17,000, Sidney has quietly crept into second place 
among area municipalities. It has gone past Trenton in 
population and is now second only to Belleville. ; 

With change often comes conflict. The way we ve 
always done things doesn't necessarily work anymore. 
Change brings with it new challenges. 

Again, take Sidney Township as an example. Once a 
largely rural and agricultural township, Sidney has 
experienced major residential, commercial and 
industrial growth in the southern portion of the 
municipality. As a result, the township is working on 
a new official plan that will take into account the 
changing face of that municipality. And the tug of war 
between the various interest groups has only just 
begun. 

Are we ready for the changes that are coming? 
Probably not, but we'd better start now and Sidney is 
wise in doing so. 

We predict a brief breathing space of about two 
years. But by 1993 when the new Sears warehouse 
starts coming on stream, watch out! Area councils 
should make sure they don't miss this brief 
opportunity to start planning for the future. 

A horror story of poor planning has come to us from 
the Peel region. Some new high rises are going up 
near an elementary school there. As each floor is 
finished, more families move in -- and their children 
arrive at school. 

Since September, the school has doubled in size 
from 250 to 500. An average of almost ten new 
children per week have arrived since the school year 
began. Classes are jammed into the gym, waiting for 
arrival of new portables -- and the portables are full as 
soon as they arrive. 

To make matters worse, most of the new children 
are leaming English as a second language. Teachers 
have given up teaching. They're not even babysitting 
now. They're just herding children in large groups and 
hoping that next year will be better. 

And yet, someone must have known that these high 
nses were being built. Someone could have calculated 
how many families would be moving in and how 
many children that might mean to the neighbourhood 
school. But no one did and now the priceof poor 
planning is being paid. ’ 

Let's make sure that we take advantage of the brief 
respite before the Quinte area begins to mushroom 
and plan our future now. For our children's sake if not

If you have a problem soil chances are good that the 
problem stems from an abundance off mineral matter, clay 
or sand, and the solution is obvious - the addition of 
organic matter - in the form of compost, a mixture of peat 
and vermiculite or soiless mix. Since prepared soiless mix 
is rather expensive, you can manufacture your own by 





simply mixing in a wheelbarrow or on a flat surface, peat 
moss and vermiculite on a five to one basis. Spread a two- 
inch layer in early Spring, dig in, rough rake, and another 
two-inch layer, dig in a rake smooth. Repeat. the process in 
fall, and if necessary, the following spring (In clay soils, an 
inch of sand at each application would be helpful). 

While lawn fertilizers are high in nitrogen (the first 
number on the bag), garden plants require a diet that is

much lighter in nitrogen. And you now have a choice in 
garden (as well as lawn) fertilizers between “synthetic” or 
“natural” fertilizers. Synthetic fertilizers have been and will 
continue to be around for a long time, but a good case for 
natural fertilizers is being made by companies such as 
Canagro out of Elmira, Ontario. 

Synthetics work by by-passing the soil organisms and 
feeding the plant directly. Natural fertilizers, comprised 
mainly of blood and bone meal, feed the organisms which 
in turn feed the plants. Synthetics can increase soil acidity 
while the naturals tend to neutralize the soil. 

None of these rules apply to indoor gardening. In the 
home, climate soil organisms quickly die, and without the 
additional factors of cultivation or weathering, even the 
best garden soils, when used indoors, will quickly turn as 
hard as a rock. That is why professional growers use 
nothing but soiless mixes (peat, vermiculite and perlite) 
containing not one speck of soil. 

And while you have a choice outdoors between organic 
or non-organic fertilizers, there is no choice with your 
indoor plants. In the absence of soil organisms, indoor 
plants must be fed with water-soluble, non-organic 
fertilizers but in limited quantities one-quarter of the 
strength listed in the label instructions. Overfeeding with 
non-organics can result in more problems than 
underfeeding. Outdoors, excess fertilizers can percolate 
into the sub-soil but when a plant is confined to a container, 
there is nowhere for the excess to go, resulting in soil 
toxicity and death. 

So actually soils have two secret lives, one for outdoor 


and one for indoor gardening. And then you start growing 
orchids where the main medium is bark. But that’s another 


secret life for another time.

New crisis centre helps 
pregnant women cope

BELLEVILLE —At the 
new Belleville Pregnancy 
Crisis Centre, Dirctor 
Susan M. Boisvert explains, 
“When a client is pregnant, 
we talk to her about all her 
options.” 

The centre, located below 
the Toronto Dominion 
Bank, 143 N. Front St. at 
College, is a non- 
denominational Christian 
counselling service funded

by individual donations and 
church congregations. It 
offers its counselling and 
guidance to clients at no 
cost. 

The pregnancy crisis 
centre is governed by a 
local board and managed 
by Boisvert, a registered 
nurse, with the aid of a 
well-trained volunteer staff 
ina confidential setting. 

It’s designed to help 
clients with their respective 
needs through referral to 
existing community 
S€rvices as well as the 
resources of local churches 
Boisvert emphasizes, “We 
are not a replacement for 
professional counselling.” 

Sometimes there are 
circumstamces in which a 
Pregnancy isviewed asa 


mee because of 
cst emotional, 
Onomic, social or 


untimely factors, 






Centres such as these 


were started in the U.S. by 
Billy Graham and the late 
Dr. Francis Schaeffer. They 


provide women who 
experience problem 
pregnancies with 
information, practical 


guidance, encouragement 
and support to help them 
sort through their fears and 
anxieties. 


Similar services already 
exist in Toronto, 
Peterborough and Kingston 
for all pregnant women 
regardless of age, race, 
creed or marital status. 
Boisvert points out, “We 
also talk with parents and 
expectant fathers too, to 
help everyone involved.” 

One of the services 
offered by the centre is free 
pregnancy testing. 
Teenagers in particular are 
sometimes afraid of letting 
anyone know they may be 
pregnant and _ aren't 
prepared to talk even with 
their parents. 

Boisvert concedes, 
“We're not a medical 
service, therefore we 
cannot diagnose pregnancy. 
We can only indicate a 
probability and point out 4 
physician would have to 
confirm it.” 

Counselling would then 
be directed toward 
“encouraging the client to 
come to the best informed 
decision, but one that she 
must make herself.” 

Anothermajor service 
offered is educational 
information on pregnancy, 
abortion, and alternatives, 
particularly parenting and 
adoption. Boisvert claims, 
“Abortion is the only 
surgical procedure that 
doesn’t require ‘informed’ 
consent.” 

She clarifies that by 
agreeing a surgical consent 
must be signed, but that 
there are many documented

The 10 ft. air-inflated 
dome is, in fact, part and 
parcel of a portable 
planetarium which visited 
the Quinte Mall during the 
March Break.

The dome is, in fact, been 
manufactured to resemble 
the Earth’s curvature 
making the projections 
from the Star Globe 
Projector virtually 
undistorted, says Xvereb. 

One of the truly 
astounding features of the 
dome is its depiction of the 
Milky Way as seen from 
the North Pole where star 


gazing is reputed to be at its 
best. 
The elimination of 


pollutued atmosphere and a 
larger sky window enables 
the star-gazer a much 
larger, ehanced view of the 
heavens above.

In a bid to create safety 
awareness among young 
children, Baker notes 
“streetproofing’ children is 
the best weapon a parent 
can use against the 
unfamiliar.

children’s library.

methods of deterring 
advances by strangers. 

“What I’ve noticed is that 
we've had problems with 
strangers trying to get 
children into cars lately,” 
said Baker. “Not every 
stranger out there wants to 
hurt you. But, the problem 
is we don’t know them. 

“You should never go 
anywhere with a stranger. 
It’s better to be safe than 
sorry,” said Baker. 

If children are 
approached by a stranger in 
a car or on foot, they should 
get away as fast as they can 
and if they can, try to get a 
license plate number. 

“Tt’s really importamt for 
us as police officers 
because we can find out 
who owns the car,” said 
Baker. 

Baker played = an 
instructional children’s 
video entitled “Staying 
Away from Strangers” 


depicting the many ploys 
strangers use to abduct 
children. 

“These are all ploys that 
have been successfully used 
to abduct children,” Baker 
told children and attentive 
parents. Baker advised 
parents to reinforce the 
points raised in the tape 
with their own kids. 


Later, during the 
fingerprinting sessions of 
the Identi-Kid program, one 
of many mothers, Chris 
Adams, noted she would 
talk with her son of the 
dangers of strangers. 

Standing in line to get her 
son Ben fingerprinted in 
case of future emergency, 
Adams agreed with Const. 
Baker, saying preventitive 
measures are essential in 
today’s struggle to raise 
children. 

“T just think it’s better to 
be safe than sorry someday. 





That’s why we're getting 
him fingerprinted,” said 
Adams. “It only takes a few 
minutes of your time, SO 
why not.” 

The world is not as 
friendly as it once was, said 
Adams: “You'can live on a 
street for 10 years and not 
know who your next-door 
neighbour is anymore.” 

The Identi-Kid program, 
sponsored by the 418 Wing 
of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, used fingerprinting 
ink to identify children’s 
four fingers and thumb on 
right and left hands. 

The dried document was 
then given to parents for 
safe-keeping in case of 
emergency, to be produced 
for police investigation. 

Library workers helped 
clean up the messy fingers 
afterwards with hand 
cleaner and paper towels.

In his efforts to establish 
a Belleville Bach Choir, 
Director Nicolino Steiner 
‘stresses, “Singers don’t 
have to be ready for the 
Met.” 

He points out, “Even 
Bach’s choirs were not 
professional. The quality 
should be high, of course, 
but that’s what we'll be 
working on.” 

Steiner, a private voice 
teacher in his Belleville 
studio and a Queen’s 
University School of Music 
voice instructor, is currently 
advertising for members to 
“Belleville’s newest 
classical choral group.” He 
has openings for singers in 
all four of the SATB 
ranges. — 

He’s looking for a group 
of 20 to 30 to be ready to 


begin work on four Bach 
cantatas by mid May, and 
looks to a production date 
sometime in November. He 
also stresses he doesn’t 
want to compete with 
established local choirs or 
productions, like Albert 
College programs or the 
Bridge Street Concert 
Choir’s annual oratorio. 

In fact, this year’s Bridge 
Street effort, under the 
direction of Bill Maddox, 
is Bach’s “Magnificat,” 


scheduled for May 7, and - 


Steiner will be the featured 
bass soloist. 

He sees area choirs 
moving generally toward 
modern music and feels 
there’s a performers’ need 
and market for more 
classical performances. The 
choir will even learn to sing 


in Original languages. 
While that means Bach, 
for instance, will be 


performed in German, he 
promises “Henry Purcell’s 
“The Tempest’ will, of 
course, be sung in English.” 

Bach did call upon 
professionals for his solos, 
and Steiner sees the 
Belleville Bach Choir as an 
opportunity for own his 
private and university voice 
Students to gain valuable 
experience in the solo roles. 

However, he also sees a 
rewarding opportunity for 
local choristers who enjoy 
classical music to prepare 
for not one, but two or 
more performances of each 
effort, with the choir 
travelling to Kingston as 
well as singing in 
Belleville.

Despite receiving national and international publicity, 
the identity of the boy remained a mystery. The citizens 
of Thayer County were deeply touched by the sad circum 
stances of a litlle boy being found dead in their midst 
They named the boy “Matthew’’ and, on March 21, 1986, 
buried their adopted son in the nearby Chester cemetery 


Hundreds of tips were checked by police, but none shed 
any light on Matthew's identity. Who was Matthew? How 
lid he come to be left deep in Nebraska’s farm country? 
How had he died? Had he been abandoned and left to 


freeze to death 


These questions may have remained unanswered for 
ever if the Reader's Digest had not featured an article 
about the farming communities which had adopted little 
Matthew as their own. The article appeared almost two 
years after Matthew's body was found 


A woman in Wyoming read the article and felt she 
knew Matthew’s identity. She -told her husband of her 
suspicions. He agreed. The concerned couple felt Matthew 
was Danny Stutzman. They were acquaintances of 
Danny's father, Eli, and had cared for Danny for six 
months, right up until 10 days before Christmas of 1985 


Hoping they were mistaken, they sent a pholo of Danny 
to the Thayer County Sheriff's Office. Sheriff Gary Young, 
49, is a one-man police force, who services Thayer 
County. He took one look at the pholograph and knew this 
was like no other of his hundreds of tips and leads. Sher 
iff Young requested and received medical and dental 
records from Wyoming. To be absolutely certain, he 
secured items which held Danny’s fingerprints. Malthew

arly in the summer of 1985, a young man, 
Glen Pritchett, moved in with Stutzman 
and Danny. Weeks later, after being 
reported missing, Pritchett’s body was 
found stuffed into a culvert. He had been 
shot to death with a .22 calibre weapon. 
Stutzman was suspected, but there was 
no proof of his guilt. He pulled up stakes and deliv- 
ered Danny to the friends in Lyman, Wyoming, who 
would later be instrumental in Danny's identification. 
Stutzman then roamed through several states before pick- 
ing up his son six months later. 


It was a gala reunion. Stutzman had brought Christmas 
presents for Danny. They would have a great time in 
Apple Creek celebrating an old fashioned Christmas. 
Danny was elated. Father and son jumped into the 1975 
Gremlin and sped away. Eli Stutzman arrived alone in 
Apple Creek. 








Sheriff Gary Young took great care in tracing the 
movements of Eli Stutzman, whom he considers to be a 
cold, heartless man disguised as a quiet, caring father. 
When Stutzman arrived in Apple Creek, he told relatives 
that Danny had stayed in Wyoming to attend his school’s 
Christmas play and go skiing. No one questioned his 
story. 


That summer, those same relatives in Apple Creek 
received a letter from Stutzman, advising them that 
Danny had been tragically killed in a car accident. Mean- 
while, the Wyoming couple who had cared for Danny for 
six months were told that the boy had remained in Apple 
Creek with relatives and was attending school there. 
Stutzman had effectively covered the absence of his nine- 
year-old son. 


Unknown to Stutzman, Texas authorities had built a 
strong case against him concerning the murder of Glen 
Pritchett. Before his 18-month Nebraska sentence was 
completed, he was extradited to Texas, where he stood 
trial for Pritchett's murder. Stutzman was found guilty 


and was sentenced to 40 years imprisonment, a sentence 
he is now serving in Texas. 


Back in the Chester, Nebraska cemetery, a little nine- 
year-old boy lies buried. Sheriff Young, who did the 
investigative work which identified Danny Stutzman and 
then gathered the evidence which netted Eli Stutzman the 
relatively light sentence of 18 months, feels that Stutzman 


should not be paroled after he serves the mandatory 10 
years of his 40-year sentence. 


Sheriff Young pointed out to me that Stutzman had 
placed his dead son beside the road on Deg. 14, 1985. It 
had been bitterly cold for several days. Stutzman admits 
placing snow over the child’s body, which explains why 
the body was not discovered until Dec. 24. The cold spell 
was followed by mild weather. When the snow on the 


pody melted away, the body was sighted by Chuck Kleve- 


Young believes that because the body had been frozen 


and exposed to the elements for 10 days, the cause of 
death was impossible to determine. You: further 
believes that he has enough evidence to convict Stutzman 
if he could prove that murder took place. At this late 
date, that possibility is remote.

The King’s Highway, Number 7 winds its way across 
rural Ontario, a scenic route used by thousands of 
motorists each year. Marmora, a sleepy village on the 
northern edge of Quinte region, split in two by Highway 1p 
is the apex from which environmental and ecological 
disaster may spread with careless speed and accuracy. 

Flanked on her east and west sides by the Moira and ; 
Crowe rivers, Marmora could be forced to create an 
unwanted legacy through a water system that services an 
estimated 131,000 people. A water system that empties 

- into the Bay of Quinte in Belleville and the Bay of Quinte 
in Trenton. , 

The currently unresolved dilemma began in July. 1989 
when Armbro Limited, owner of the former Marmoraton 
Mine (subsidiary of Bethlehem Steel), proposed that an 
open pit would be a suitable receptacle for waste disposal. 
The pit, stripped of its ore during the 1950s, 60s and 70s, 
is a monstrous, gaping yawn of 30 hectares (75 acres) in 
area and 194 metres (635 feet) deep.

Smoking, says Crowe, 
restricts the amount of 
blood flowing to the hydro- 
static mechanism in the 
vertebrae, which cushions 
the spine against shock and 
resonant vibrations. 

In addition, smoking 
increases the body’s 
sensitivity to pain, as does 
alcohol, and can escalate 
back pain, says the 
physiotherapist. And 
coughing, as a result of 
smoking, compresses the 
spine at each interval.

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Open government 


Sidney Township Councillor Fred Brooks has 
served notice hat he wants more open government at 
council meetings. ¢ 
arte anneal in the form of motions, are 
eee delegations and individual ratepayers be 
heard at the end of meetings even though they have 
not given prior notice -- under the heading of new 
business, as the council used to do. 

This seems reasonable, especially in light of the fact 
that Ontario's oldest continuously governed 
municipality only amended that 200-year-old tradition 
in February, apparently because of heat the council 
has been taking recently from ratepayers. What was 
good enough for 200 years of government is surely 
good enough today -- and if councillors object to 
ratepayers taking up "too much time’ at meetings, 
then they need to be reminded who they really serve. 

2. That committees of the whole be held only at the 
end of regular public council meetings and that 
meetings begin an hour earlier in order to 
accommodate them. 

Committee of the whole is used --and often abused - 
- by most area councils as a way of making decisions 
behind closed doors before going through the motions 
in public view. Closed meetings are sometimes 
necessary in light of sensitive personnel and planning 
issues, but in our view, most if not all local councils 
spend too much time behind closed doors. 

Councillor Brooks notes that public perception 
wrongly considers that decisions are made behind 
closed doors, but what else are ratepayers to think 
when they see councils continually huddled behind 
doors? And he correctly sees that perceptions are 
important -- and that local government must not only 
be open and fair, but perceived to be so as well. 

3. That special meetings of council be declared open 
or closed to the public as a decision of the entire 
council rather than by the head of council or an 
individual councillor. 

This would be a healthy move, since it would 
require agreement by others to go behind closed doors 
rather than leaving it to what may be the autocratic 
whim of a single member of council. 

4. That all committee meetings be open to the public 
and that their times, once established, not be changed. 

Brooks suggests thal too many meetings are being 
changed without any public notice, often because a 
single member can't make it. While it is not always 
possible to hold meetings at the scheduled time, 
surely it is possible to usually do so -- and surely it is 
hot necessary that every member attend for a meeting 
to be held. 

5. That all professional services required by the 
township be tendered. 

While tendering can be another hoop to jump 
through when it comes to smaller items, it 
nevertheless reduces the opportunity for abuse -- and 
equally importantly, persuades ratepayers that they are 
being dealt with fairly and openly. 

And that's what government is all about, isn't it?

A citizens' action 
committee, known a TNT 
(Takes No Trash) was 
formed in September 1989 
to combat the proposal. 
Spearheaded by Ray Black, 
TNT serves one purpose, 
“to oppose the use of the 
former Marmoraton Mine 
as a landfill site.” 

Ray Black’s concern 
stems from his personal 
experience of 16 years’ 
employment when the mine 
was operational. Among 
those concerns are his 
documented facts that the 
pit was and is an 
inflow/outflow point of 
underground water. 

The pit is more than half 
full of “clean, pure water,” 
— an estimated 1.7 billion 
gallons that has risen to 
levels of 100 metres (330 
feet). Also documented are 
the trout reaching lengths 
of 23 inches, that live and 
spawn within the pit. 

“Rainbow trout usually 
only spawn in fast moving 
streams,” says Black, 
which illustrates the 
movement of water through 
the pit. 

Opposition to Armbro 
Ltd. quickly spread and all 
municipal governments 
with the Quinte region have 
denounced the proposal to 
dump Metro Toronto and or 
Greater Metro Toronto’s 
waste in the abandoned 
mine through letters to 
various provincial 
government agencies. 


Ministry of Natural 
Résources Minister Lynn 
McLeod has stated that the 
abandoned pit is considered 
“a fish habitat as defined by 
the Canada Fisheries Act. 
To alter or destroy this 
habitat would require the 
authority of the Federal 
Ministry of Fisheries and 
Oceans.” 

However, Armbro Ltd. 
and the Metro Toronto 
Public Works Department 
have agreed to test the site 
by approval of the Metro 
Solid Waste Management 
Committee despite the 
stand taken by the Federal 
Ministry of Fisheries and 
Oceans. 

Vince Ewing, district 
biologist at the Ministry of 
Natural Resources in 
Tweed, says testing the site 
will “not likely cause any 
damage to the fish habitat.” 
Regardless, the testing 
methods will be closely 
monitored by the Tweed 
office. 

“If they do anything 
without permits (other than 
testing) they can be 
arrested and also fined up 
to $5,000 per day, he said. 

After testing the 
Marmora site, Ewing adds, 
no steps can be taken to 
alter the mine “without the 
permission of the Federal 
Ministry of Fisheries and 
Oceans.” : 

The decision to test the 
site originally involved 
Metro Toronto and the

Good 
becoming 
- ascarce 

commodity 


Water, both in quantity and quality, is becoming a scarce 
commodity. Summers are getting longer, hotter and drier. 
Snowfalls, vital to the maintenance of water tables, are 
becoming more erratic, and continued development, 
particularly in housing, is further depleting underground 
aquifers to alarmingly low levels. And then there is 
pollution. 





Industrial dumping and industrial accidents are in the 
news almost daily. Run-off water is carrying sewage, 
fertilizers and agricultural chemicals that are contaminating 
ground water and poisoning people, animal and plant life. 

Water is essential to plant growth, the vital ingredient in 
nutrient conversion, photosynthesis, transpiration and 
respiration. Gardeners know what happens when watering 
restrictions are enforced. Lawns go dead brown, flowering 
plants stop producing, vegetables are dwarfed and 
weakened trees and shrubs go into early fall dormancy and 
often emerge seriously damaged the following spring. 

For the home gardener, water conservation is not simply 
desirable, but is becoming essential and fortunately we can 
draw on our past and re-introduce centuries-old water 
conservation practices to our gardeners activities, 
beginning with... 


SOIL CONDITIONING 

Healthy plant growth begins at ground level with a 
growing medium that is porous, (to permit maximum root 
extension, plus the penetration of air and water), yet hold 
moisture in the root zone rather than allowing it to run off 
or quickly percolate into the sub-soil. It is a soil seldom 
inherited by the home-owner and certainly not by a home- 
owner in a new sub-division where foundation clay is the 
soil of the day, sometimes skimmed with a thin layer of 
topsoil but that is more often, trucked away. 

The main problems with today’s garden soils, whether 
sand or clay-based, is a lack of organic material, the 
centuries-old remains of leaves, stems and roots and the 
products of their decay. 

The conditioning of soils with organic material is not a 
new technique but has been underway ever since man 
started to domesticate what we know today as farm 
animals. But today, manure is out-of-fashion or unavailable 
nor are today’s gardeners willing to fight the accompanying 
plethora of weed seeds our ancestors’ fought by hand with 
hoe and cultivation. And the powdery texture of the 
sterilized, pulverized bagged “manure” that is sold in 
garden centres renders it next to useless as a soil 
conditioner.

A hobby that's a 
cut above the rest

Jessie Dodd, 74 years 
old, considers her hobby a 
cut above the rest. 

Known as paper tole, or 
more commonly, paper 
Cutting, the art form 
provides Dodd with hours 
of enjoyment as she creates 
intimate life-like renditions 
of landscapes, seascapes 
and animal portraits. 

The intricate cutting and 
building to create a three- 
dimensional effect on the 
beholder often requires 
patience, determination and 
the gift of artisan hands. 

Dodd was joined by her 
friends, Paper tole 
Classmates and special 
Paper tole teacher Ann 
Benedetti last week. 

The group meets every 
Wednesday for Classes at 
Benedetti’s Prince Edward 
County home to immerse 
themselves in the ancient 
Craft that was introduced to 
the west Only 250 years 
ago. 

Paper Culting’s most 
famous Student, perhaps, 
was Princess Elizabeth in 
the 1700s who was an 
ardent paper Cutter. Her 
work is on display at 
Britain's Windsor Castle, 

Benedetti as mOtivator, 
mentor and instructor 
watches over her Students 
Shoulders as 


they apply 
their sharp Cutting knives to 


their medium in search of 
artistic representation. 

Benedetti considers the 
medium as an art form 
more than a craft. 

“I believe what we are 
doing is not a craft but an 
art form,” she says, 
surrounded by laborious 
works of her students in her 
Old Picton Road county 
home living room. 

“I would even like to see 
paper tole taught as an art 
form at university level,” 
Says Benedetti, who first 
Started in paper tole after 
retiring as a legal clerk. 

Through an acquaintance, 
she met a paper tole teacher 
and ultimately ended up a 
teacher herself through 
instruction courses, 

Benedetti is proud of her 
Students extraordinary work 
and makes no bones about 
flaunting the exceptional 
framed pieces, 

“I hope I’m not being 
Pushy when I want to show 
you all of their stuff but it is 
Just so beautiful,” she Says, 
looking down at her white 
Cat cuddled adjacent to her 
on the couch, 

Her eyes return to her

(NC) - Sooner or later, your home jg 
going to need repairs or renovations that 
you cannot Or don’t want to do yourself. 
But just because someone else is Z0ing to 
do the work does not mean you can sit back 
and relax. : 

If you want your home repaired properly, 
promptly, and at a reasonable cost, you 
have to find the right contractor to do the 
work. How you select a contractor and who 
you select can make the difference between 
a rewarding and a harrowing experience, 

Canada and Mortgage Corporation has 
prepared a short and simple guide to 
finding the right contractor. Called How to 
Hire a Contractor, the booklet is available 
from Publications, CMHC, 682 Montreal 
Road, Ottawa, Ontario K1A OP7. 

Finding a contractor is the first step. If 
you know people who have had repair work 
done on their home recently, consult them, 
Satisfied customers are a contractor’s best 
recommendation.

How to pay 
your contractor 


(NC) - Contractors, like other business 
people, expect to be paid for services 
rendered. However, because of the nature 
of the work, a contractor’s terms of 
payment may differ from those of other 
businesses. : 

Homeowners should make sure the price 
and terms of payment for renovation work 
are clearly specified in the original 
contract. Certain safeguards should be 
taken to deal with the financial problems 
that may arise before and after work is 
performed, or while it is being done. 

How to Hire a Contractor, published by 
CMHC, describes what to expect and what 
to avoid when making financial 
arrangements with a contractor. The guide 
also suggest ways of dealing with problems 
caused by poor contractor performance. 

The method of payment may vary from 
contractor to contractor and job to job. 
Most jobs take no more than a few days, so 
that only one payment is required after the 
job has been completed to your satisfaction. 

Large projects, however, often follow a 
different course. Some contractors will ask 
for an advance for materials prior to the 
actual start date. 

If special appliances or equipment must 
be purchased by the contractor, give no 
more than 10 per cent of the total cost and 
issue the cheque jointly to the contractor 
and supplier. Never forget to get a receipt. 

During the work period, the contractor 
may require interim payments. make sure 
these are for work actually completed, not 
for a specified period of time, regardless of 
the work performed. 

: When you make out your cheque for the 
interim or final payments, withhold some 


money to ensure satisfactory completion of 
the work. This will also protect you against 
liens that can be placed on property by 
suppliers and workers who may not have 
been paid by the contractor. 

A lien holds your property as security for 
a contractor’s debts. The percentage of 
money withheld varies from province to 
province but ranges from 10 to 20 per cent 
of the total cost. 

Depending on the province, unpaid 
creditors have up to 60 days after contract 
work is completed to register a lien on your 
property. After the time period runs out, 
have a lawyer find out if liens have been 
placed on your property before you pay the 
contractor the holdback amount. If there is 
a lien, do not pay one cent more until it is 
discharged. 

When work is finished you will be asked 
to sign a completion certificate and make 
the final payment. Don’t sign or pay until 
you are fully satisfied everything promised 
in the contract is completed. 

If you run into delays, poor workmanship 
Or misunderstanding with the contractor, 
get another opinion. You can also send a 
complaint to the provincial consumer 
protection department. Keep records of all 
correspondence. 

In the case of poor workmanship, you 
may request an inspection by local building 
code or CMHC offices. The contractor will 
be forced to correct mistakes if the work 
does not meet building code standards. 

Care in selecting a contractor is the best 
defence against financial problems. 
Knowing your rights and obligations will 
protect you against any loss of time, money 
or the full use of your home.

report. This alone may settle the dispute. If 
hot, a mediator will be appointed. 

The Better Business Bureau, 4 
monitoring agency maintained by the 
business community, will also mediate 
consumer complaints. The agency can also 
be Consulted in the choice of a contractor, 
as 1s keeps a record of complaints against 
its member businesses. 

Occasionally, it is necessary to take the 
home improvement contractor to small 
claims court. This is an informal coutt, 
which does not require claimants to be 
represented by a lawyer. 

The judge makes a binding decision after 
hearing both sides of the dispute. T° 
Proceed to small claims court, homeowners 
should contact their local court house for 
information.

Local building supply and hardware 
stores, or local building associations may 
be able to suggest a contractor. 

Once you've assembled a few names, 
your final selection should be based on a 
thorough check of the contractor’s previous 
work. Reputable contractors do not mind if 
you ask for their business license number or 
the names of previous customers. 

Check out the “too-good-to-be-true” 
contractors — for example, those who 
promise a discount if you allow them to use 
your home “to advertise their work”, or 
who knock on the door and say they just 
happen to be working in the neighbourhood 
and can give you a “special price”. 

After you’ve narrowed your list down to 
three of four, the next step is to ask the 
contractors to bid on your project. Get at 
least two, and preferably three, bids to 
ensure a fair price. 

The contractors should come to your 
home to inspect the work to be done and to 
discuss your requirements. The contractors 
who will not do this should be crossed off 
your list. 

Do not sign or pay for anything on this 
initial visit. The contractor should provide a 
written estimate giving complete 
specifications of the work to be done, price 
and terms of payment, and a realistic 
Starting date. 

Compare bids to make sure materials and 
work specifications match, or that 
differences are explained. 

If most of the bids are similar but one is 
very much lower, treat the lowest bid with 
caution. A low bid may mean that the 
contractor has made a mistake or doesn’t 
know enough about the work to estimate it 
properly. 

Your attention to the bidding process will 
pay off in the long run. Many a homeowner 
has been left with poor workmanship or an

unfinished job because the contractor ran 
out of money, materials or time. Make sure 
the person or company you hire can fulfill 
the terms of the bid. 

Once you choose a contractor, you sign a 
contract for the work to be done. Don’t sign 
if you are not satisfied that the contract 
describes exactly what you want and 
contains everything promised by the 
contractor. 











Remember, contracts are legally binding 
on both parties. If changes need to be made 
to the contract, get them in writing. Have 
the contract rewritten if you are not 
completely happy with it 

In general, a contract should include the 
following: 

Q The names and addresses of the 
homeowner and the contractor. Make sure 
the firm you are dealing with is the one 
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ctor 


named in the contract and that the firm’s 
full name, address, telephone number, and 
the name of its representative are shown 
Beware of the firm whose only address is a 
post office box, telephone number or 
answering service. 

Q A detailed description, with sketches, 
if needed, of the work to be done and 
materials to be used. This includes all sub- 
contracted work, such as plumbing and 
wiring. This is the area where most 
misunderstandings arise. Never accept 
verbal assurances. They are not binding. 

Q Written assurance that all necessary 
permits will be obtained by the contractor 
and that work will adhere to local building 
codes. 

Q Acceptance of responsibility by the 
contractor for removing all debris as soon 
as construction is completed. 

Q A statement of the contractor’s public 
liability and property damage insurance. 
This is important. If someone is injured in 
your home while work is in progress, you 
could be held liable if the contractor does 
not have proper insurance. 

Q Firm starting and completion dates. 

QO Price and terms of payment. 

Contracts take many forms covering 
special situations, but all should contain 
these provisions. The contractor may also 
include a contingency clause allowing 
additional charges in case of unexpected 
problems during the work period. 

Make sure that your written approval is 
required before the contractor can go ahead 
if changes to the original work described in 
the contract are needed, or extra charges are 
incurred. 

Once work has started, resist the urge to 
move to a hotel, out of the way of workmen 
and inconvenience. Your careful inspection 
of each stage of the work in progress will 
go a long way towards achieving a 

successful outcome.

Renovations are 
a growing market

Selecting a contractor for major house 
renovations can be a worriSome venture. 

But Amold Vandermeer, president of the 
Quinte Home Builders Association, offers 
a simple guideline: just make sure whoever 
you select is an association member. 

Off the top of his head, Vandermeer 
estimates about $10 million will be spent 
this year on house renovations across 
Canada. This may be small in comparison 
to new home construction. The 80,000 to 
90,000 new homes in Ontario alone this 
year will cost about $16 billion. 

Still, renovations is a major building 
maiket, and the Quinte Home Builders 
Association will be focusing more attention 
than ever before on renovations 
contractors. The fact is, anyone who works 
on houses can be a member and probably 
if he’s competent and reputable. 

Vandermeer explains, “Anyone involved 
in home building can be a member of the 
association. This includes all phases of the 
industry — a supplier, landscaper, painter 
— you name them. The association does 
not consist of only contractors.” 

As far as he can recall, the association 
has “never received a complaint about a 
member.” The kinds of complaints he does 
get about renovations usually have to do 
with follow-up and warranty. “They’re 
often about those who take off and aren’t 
members of the association anyway.” 


Vandermeer presumes complaints are 
generated by “people who understand the 
trade, but not the business sense. It’s easy 
to get into the business — just buy a truck” 
and a hammer.” 

Membership in the association costs a 
flat $125 a year and includes membership 
in the Canadian and Ontario Home 
Builders Associations. Within any local 
home builders association, including 
Quinte’s, there is a_ self-policing 
mechanism that comes all the way down 
from the national organization. 

Menibers, by joining, say they subscribe 
to codes of ethics and standards, and are 
not afraid to be judged by their peers, 
fellow members and workers in the same 
trade. In this way there is protection for the 
consumer who contracts work to an 
association member. 

Action taken by the association against 
one of its members, if necessary, can cover 
a range of unpleasant embarrassments for 
any business: revocation of membership or 
refusal to renew, probation, a warning, 
monetary penalties, etc. 

“More people are now upgrading through 
renovations, landscaping, and so on, rather 
than buying new homes,” says Vandermeer. 
He promises the Quinte Home Builders 
Association membership test will offer 
such homeowners the same protection it 
offers new home buyers.

Classes, 
can teach the 
do-it-yourselfer

An unknown poet once coined the 
phrase: “You are better off not knowing 
how sausages and laws are made.” 

The phrase has merit. 

But for the average homeowner who is 
planning do-it-yourself renovations and 
improvement projects around the house, 
knowing how things are made and 
assembled is imperative. 

Several courses, demonstrations and 
videos are available for the “Joe 
Handyman” in his quest to carve out a more 
comfortable existence through home 
improvements. 

Loyalist College has several interest 
courses available that indirectly relate to 
home improvement, including wood 
working and the handling of power tools, 
electrical wiring, kitchen cabinet making 
and furniture stripping. Landscaping is also 
a very popular course. 

Dan Holland, continuing studies manager 
at Loyalist College, says the courses will 
give the student a hands-on approach to 
tackling projects around the house. 

Woodworking 1 and 2 will give students 
an understanding of the tools they are 
working with and how to handle them 
safely, says Holland, an important first step 
on the road to independence from costly 
contracted work. 

Kitchen cabinet making and furniture 
Stripping can help the handyman renovate 
his kitchen and revitalize old painted 
furniture into beautiful home items. The 
furniture stripping course can also be used 
in home renovations when stripping 
railings, door frames and hardwood floors. 

Not all work can or should be done by the 
homeowner, says Holland, referring to the 
dangers of electrical wiring. 


videos 


The basic electrical course offered will 
only enable students to troubleshoot 
electrical problems with lamps, for 
example, and how to change a cord. Home 
wiring should be handled by a professional, 
says Holland. 

Landscaping is also part and parcel of the 
family home and can greatly accent the 
property. 

“This course is very popular due, 
probably, to a couple of factors — the price 
of landscaping by contractors and 
individual taste,” says Holland. “You learn 
how to place trees, shrubbery and gardens 
in a way that is aesthetically pleasing.” 

Included in the course are tips on 
building backyard decks and patios and 
fences to enhance the beauty of your 
landscaping ideas. Wood products and 
accessories are usually bought at lumber 
and hardware stores. 

Several building centre outlets in the area 
have instructional videos on everything 
from roofing your home, installing carpet, 
to installing drywall. 

“Videos are wonderful for the do-it- 
yourselfers because it gives them a base 
from which to start,” says Clarke Stevens, 
assistant manager at Cashway Building 
Centre in Belleville. “If you know the first 
steps to take when you are doing 
something, everything will go a lot more 
smoothly. . 

“There are some very good pointers in 
these do-it-yourself tapes a lot of people 
think things are easy until they try them,” 
says Stevens. 

Cashway also offers live demonstrations 
throughout the year on projects such as 
installing drywall. The _ in-store 
demonstrations help the customer, says 
Stevens.

you're not like me. I've always owned 
lovely old homes entirely surrounded by 
mortgages.

When I sell it, I’ll advertise it as 

maintenance free. It’s been totally free of 

any maintenance whatsoever for years now. 

A hardware storekeeper is an Ann 
Landers for homeowners. My hardware 
man can tell I’m no handyman by the 
questions I ask. Like, “How do you get 
blood off a saw?” 

I wouldn’t think of buying a power saw 
without a full year’s supply of fingers. 
Besides, who really needs to cut out 
picture windows that bring the whole 
outdoors into your living room when on 
any rainy day kids can do that for you? 

So when my wife interrupts my comfort 
with suggestions of major renovations, I 
head straight to the toolbox. That’s the rear 
of our knife, fork and spoon drawer, where 
I keep a mini-adjustable saw with a variety 
of bent, bloodied blades, a hammer and 
some nails and a screwdriver. 

I start with the hammer. As a rule, after 
hearing me pound a few nails into 
something, she’ll yell “Stop that!”

So while I’m perhaps not an expert on 
home renovations, I can offer some advice 
on hammers.

two openings of ordinary size, such as 
doors, windows, closet doors and so on. To 
estimate by square metres of feet, measure 
the distance around the room at the floor 
line. Measure the height of the room from 
baseboard to ceiling. Multiply the distance 
by the height. This gives you the total 
number of square feet or metres to be 
covered. 

To figure out how many double rolls of 
wallpaper you need, divide this figure by 
the number of square feet or metres 
coverage in a double roll (6 m2 or 60 sq-ft.) 
Round off any fraction to the next single 
roll. Deduct openings. 


Preparation For Wallpapering 


Remove any electric fixtures from the 
walls and the plates from electrical 
switches and outlets. Be careful not to let 
water or paste into open outlets. If you 
intend to paint baseboards, doors or 
window frames, do this first and let the 
paint dry thoroughly before wallpapering. 

Check the wallpaper to make sure all the 
rolls have the same dye lot number. This 
means all have been through the same dye 
process and there will be no variation in 
colour between rolls. 

If you choose a wallpaper with a pattern, 
you have to match the pattern with each 
strip. If this is your first attempt at 
wallpapering, try to choose a wallpaper 
with a overall pattern that does not require 
matching. It would also be a good idea to 
buy pre-pasted wallpaper as this is easier to 
work with than paper you have to paste. If 
you use wallpaper that needs to be pasted, 
follow instructions on the wallpaper paste 
very carefully. Drape pasted sheets of 
wallpaper over your arm. Never roll up.

Homemade solar system WOrKs 


By Fred Webster 

BELLEVILLE — Belleville Collegiate 
Institute science teacher David Smith has 
invested about $1,500 to date in his solar 
panel porch awning, but it’s paid for itself 
long ago. . 

Smith says the system, a prominent 
feature on his Moira St. W. house, is best 
described as “a solar preheater.” Whatever 
he calls it, it consistently saves him 40 per 
cent on his annual electric bill. 

He claims about 60 per cent of the 
average household's year-round electrical 
consumption is for the purpose of heating 
water. His solar panels effectively preheat 
the water before the electricity takes over to 
make that big a difference in his bill. 

He built it himself about 13 years ago. 
Purchasing a similar unit would be much 
more costly. In fact, it would be difficult to 
purchase now, because little research 1s 
being done on solar heaters in Canada 
anymore. 

Smith says when you invest in a project 
like this, you want to get your money back 
in savings within ten years. The direction 
commercial exploration of solar panels took 
included the use of antifreeze. The expense 
coupled with stringent building code 
regulations drove the price of solar heaters 
beyond their recovery worth. 

He got around the problem with slightly 
tilted panels to allow run off when the 
system shuts down, so he doesn’t need 
antifreeze.

The best time to apply for a building 
permit at Belleville City Hall is well in 
advance of construction time, says Reg 
McCurdy, chief building official. 

“I would suggest a week or two ahead 

that the builder come in and fill out an 
application. Sometimes if it is a simple 
project we can get the permit ready the 
same day...that’s presuming we have all of 
the correct information and have no 
procédural problems,” says McCurdy. 
Builders must have the proper 
measurements, says McCurdy. 
“Generally we are also looking for a 
drawing of any alterations of additions to 
the home. It gives us the information we 
need.” 

When a building permit is granted, an 
accompanying card is given to the builder 
to place in his window or job site. It has to

inspectors. 

City building inspectors will visit the 
homeowner’s addition or alteration at least 
five time minimum during the course of 
construction. 

McCurdy says it is the responsibility of 
the homeowner to notify the city inspector 
when he should visit the construction site 
for inspection at the five stages in 
construction: foundation, framing, 
insulation, vapor barrier and finishing. 

“The building regulations say the builder 
is responsible for informing us at each stage 
of the construction,” says McCurdy. “A 
final inspection by an inspector usually 
results in approval.” 

Approval, however, isn’t always given by 
the city inspectors. In many instances an 
order to comply can be issued by the city 
for the reconstruction of an addition or

“The basic reason for a building permit 
and regulations are, in fact, for life safety 
and structural integrity,” says McCurdy. 
“We want to be sure the structure is safe for 
the occupants. If we didn’t make sure these 
new homes were safe somebody would be 
getting pretty upset — people would ask 
why we didn’t make sure the homes 
weren't safe.” mailed . 

McCurdy points out building permits 
grant builders to start building a home, 
pending approval at the main stages. 

“Often the meaning is misinterpreted. 
People think the permit okays their whole 
project and they don’t phone us after, They 
have to be inspected and finalized before 
approval is given.” ; , 

Plumbing permits and electrical permits 
are also available for additions and 
alterations. 

Plumbing permits can be procured from 
city hall for work to be done in a new 
addition. People can only install plumbing 
in their own residences if they are not a 
licensed plumber. The same building 
regulations apply to the homeowners as the 
plumber. 

Electrical permits must be obtained from 
Ontario Hydro by the builder. Homeowners 
can also install their own wiring and 
electrical outlets but likewise are subject to 
inspection and approval by Ontario Hydro 
and, again, only in their own home. 

Do-it-yourself builders are commonplace 
in the building business, says McCurdy. 

“There quite a number of people who 
consider themselves qualified to do their 
own additions and alterations,” he says. “It 
takes a little more effort on our part.” 

McCurdy attributes more time and effort 
is needed to help those who are not 
professionals with framing, electricity and 
plumbing. In some cases inspectors have to 
re-visit sites which had to be reworked due 
to faulty or inexperienced building. 

“Tt takes more of our time, but that’s what 
we are here for,” says McCurdy. 

In 1989, 205 additions and alterations 
were inspected and approved by city 
inspectors. Another 35 carports and garages 
were built while 28 pools were installed in 
Belleville homes.

Paul went on. Mrs. Littlefield became hysterical and 
insisted that he drive her to Boston. Paul then pretended 
to make a phone call, returning to tell the distraught 
woman that her husband would meet them in Concord, 
New Hampshire, at the train station. - 
sTlat ae day, with her husband’s body peacefully 
reposing in the trunk, Mrs. Littlefield was chauffeured 
around New Hampshire. They met the appointed train in 
Concord but, of course, we all know Dr. Jimmy didn’t 
show up. Mrs. Littlefield became despondent, believing 
her husband may have committed suicide. She urged Paul 
to take her home to South Paris. 

Paul, who had been driving a good many hours, was 
dead tired. Around New Gloucester, Maine, he was so 
exhausted he almost drove off the road. He pulled over to 
sleep. As he dozed off, Mrs. Littlefield asked him ques- 
tions. He must have slipped up in his web of lies, because 
suddenly Mrs. Littlefield wanted to get out of the car. She 
even had the gall to suggest that Paul may have harmed 
her husband. ae 

Evidentally, this was all too much for Paul’s sensitive 
disposition. He whipped off his trusty belt and proceeded 
to strangle Mrs. Littlefield. After the nasty deed was 
done, he placed the body in the back seat. Later, he was 
stopped by those traffic wise New Jersey cops, who dis- 
covered his rather unique cargo. 

Paul was flown back to Maine to face the music. Mean- 
while, Maine officers descended on the Dwyer residence. 
The bathroom was blood spattered from floor to ceiling. 
Hardened officers cringed as they imagined the desperate 
fight the elderly doctor had put up as he was strangled 
and beaten to death. Dr. Jimmy’s false teeth were found 
under the bathtub. Detailed footprints were lifted from the 
hardened blood. They were matched to Paul Dwyer’s 
shoes 

A couple of things bothered detectives investigating the 
murder. Could such a vicious attack have been initiated 
by a mere suggestion that Paul had been responsible for 
a local girl’s pregnancy? Would Dr. Jimmy have violated 
a patient’s confidence to Paul? These minor riddles were 
solved when Paul changed his story. He now told police 

that the motive had been money. He had lured the doctor 
to the bathroom as previously stated, but had killed him 
for the contents of his wallet. The rest. of his story 
regarding Mrs. Littlefield was true in every detail. 
or all intents and purposes, that tied up 
the case. In November, 1937, Paul Dwyer 
pleaded guilty to the murder of Dr. James 
Littlefield. He was sentenced to life impris- 
onment in Maine’s state prison. 
A few weeks after being incarcerated, 
Paul Dwyer asked to see the warden of the 

institution. He told the warden a most unusual tale, which 
was to have far reaching consequences. According to 
Paul, another man, Francis M. Carroll, a 48-year-old resi- 
dent of South Paris, was the real murderer of Dr. Jimmy. 
Carroll had been a deputy sheriff and was the father of 
18-year-old Betty, who happened to be Paul Dwyer’s girl- 
friend. To complicate matters, Carroll had recently been 
discharged from his deputy sheriff's position and had 
been charged with having an incestuous relationship with 
his daughter, Betty. 

Paul told the warden that Betty had sent him letters, 
informing him that her father was carrying on an incestu- 
ous relationship with her. She told her father that Paul 
had the damaging letters. Carroll badgered Paul for their 
return, hinting that his daughter was pregnant and that 
Paul was responsible. 

Into this web of intrigue entered Dr. Jimmy Littlefield 
Paul and Betty had arranged to meet at Paul’s house, 
where Dr. Littlefield would examine the girl to discover 
whether she was pregnant. Daddy Francis Carroll had

been asked to the meeting, but had no idea Dr. Littlefieid 
would be there. When he arrived and saw the doctor, he 
flew into a rage. According to Paul, Carroll said, ‘‘What 
the hell is this, a trap? Why are you messing into this, 
Littlefield?” 

Dr. Jimmy responded that he knew plenty about Car- 
roll’s incestuous relationship with his daughter. With that, 
Carroll started to hit Dr. Jimmy with anything that was 
handy. Paul claimed that he attempted to intervene, but 
the much bigger man knocked him out. When he came to, 
Dr. Jimmy was dead. Carroll was about to kill him, but 
Paul pleaded for his life. Finally, he convinced Carroll 
that the doctor’s wife knew where he was going. If his life 
would be spared, he would pick up Mrs. Littlefield, leave 
town and never be heard of again. Naturally, he would be 
blamed for the murder. Carroll agreed, and the rest, as 
they say, is history. But not quite. 

aul had to account for Mrs. Littlefield’s 
murder. He now stated that he had picked 
up the doctor’s wife after telling her the 
phony hit-and-run story. He decided to tell 
her all, adding the little white lie that her 
husband’s body was back at the house in 
South Paris. Mrs. Littlefield demanded to 
see Carroll. They parked outside his house, waiting for 
him to drive up. Spunky Mrs. Littlefield faced Carroll and 
was promptly strangled to death by him. 

Unbelievably, based mainly on Paul’s statement and 
Carroll's terrible reputation, Francis Carroll was 
arrested. On June 24, 1938, he was charged with mur- 
der. Later that summer he was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for the murder of Dr. Jimmy 
Littlefield. 

Both Francis Carroll and Paul Dwyer languished in 
Maine State Prison. After Carroll had served 12 years, his 
conviction was overthrown as being unconstitutional. The 
court ruled his conviction was obtained through “fraud 
and deception” and that the case “‘seethes with inadmiss- 
able evidence and hearsay evidence.”

BELLEVILLE — This 

city needs an arts centre 
with about 1,500 seats, 


according to Steve Graham, 
owner of Creative 
Entertainment. 


But even if it had one, he 
wouldn't bring rock to it. “I 
don’t do rock ‘n roll,” he 
says. “It’s too competitive 
and too hard to control the 
entertainers. You can’t 
depend on them.” 

Graham arranges tours 
for some pretty big names 
in show business, so the 
loss is the rockers’. He 
thinks the biggest stars he’s 
ever handled are Roy 
Orbison and country singer 
Waylon Jennings. 

The largest show 
Creative Entertainment 
organizes is the Big Valley 
Jamboree of Craven, 
Saskatchewan: an outdoor 
spectacle that attracts about 
80,000 people. 

Graham says, “It’s a four- 
day monster event that 
starts on a Thursday and 
people start moving in their 
mobile homes the previous 
Monday. They just set up 
lawn chairs and don’t 
move. 

While he works out of 
Belleville, he finds the local 
area one of the toughest to 
work. 

“The Sports Centre is 
over-priced, and every time 
I go there, it’s like pulling 
teeth to get anything done,” 
says Graham. 

“Stages and risers — they 
don’t have any. And drum 
risers should be carpeted to 
muffle echo. They don’t 
have carpeting either. These 
are the things that are 
normally a part of what you 
pay for,” he explains. 

“I doubt I would ever use 
the Sports Centre again. I’d 
rather go some place like 
Centennial (Secondary 
School) and do two shows. 
It’s a shame. They’re sitting 
there on a building with a 
potential for 3,500 seats not 
being used.”

Nelson’s tour, for example: 
“He’s doing Peterborough 
and Kingston but by- 
passing Belleville.

TRENTON — Growth 
figures over the last year, 
and projected for the the 
near future, “indicate a 
confidence in the economy 
of the city of Trenton.” 

So said Gary Shay, chief 
administrative officer for 
the city, before the annual 
dinner meeting of the 
Trenton Downtown 
Business Improvement 
Association at the Skyline 
Restaurant last Wednesday, 
Mar. 28. 

Trenton’s housing stock 
grew in 1989 by 209 units, 
for an approximate increase 
of 3 per cent. Shay termed 
that “significant growth in 
the construction industry,” 
and stated the 1990s must 
be looked at for continued 
opportunities to grow. 

He outlined the city’s 
approach to lot levies, 
which help pay for hard 
services like roads and 
storm sewers, sanitary 
sewers, water filtration, 
libraries, parklands, etc. 
While the levies should be 
reasonable and competitive, 
they should not deter “the 
attraction of new 
investment in this 
community,” he said. 

New housing starts in the 
form of subdivisions and 
individual land severances 
are now levied to help pay 
costs in the face of 
decreasing support from 
senior governments. 

Shay spoke of new 
technology in sewer 
treatment facilities which 
will permit Trenton to 
double its capacity without 
spending $20 million 
doubling the plant. Water 
treatment facilities are also 
being doubled. Increased 
water and sewage capac- 
ities combined will “allow 
the municipality to grow in 
an orderly fashion.” 

A major undertaking for 
the 90s will be the 
Ecomomic Development 
Strategic Plan. A recent 
promotional breakfast in 
Trenton for people Shay 
reluctantly called “Toronto 
powerbrokers” impressed 
those people with what

“We can’t combat this 
disease unless parents, 
sisters, brother and 
grandparents who are 
around asthmatic children 
learn about it. It will free up

Revenue Canada has no comment.

WHAT IF... 

Press aides to Brian Mulroney have denied Revenue 
Canada allegations that the prime minister had been 
working as an entertainer several years ago despite claims 
that he was actually prime minister at the time. The federal 
agency is garnishing the head of state's wages to collect 
back taxes due on the wages he allegedly earned as a 
singer. 

"There is absolutely no truth whatsoever to the 
allegation,” stated an aide to the prime minister."During the 
time he was supposed to have been working as an 
entertainer, he was in fact the prime minister of all of the 
people of Canada,” he said.

SRee aie specifically to the Meech Lake deal, he 
goes on to ask: “why should we trust politicians who 
cook up deals late at night and in secret...: He refers 
to the way the premier of Ontario didn’t even permit 
public discussion of the the accord before passing it in 
the Ontario legislature, concluding: "do you believe 
that is a proper way to treat the people over a matter 
as important as constitutional change. 

We would say a resounding "no!" We agree whole- 
heartedly with Mr. Gates, secrecy is no way to run a 
sovemment. Decisions made without public input or 
discussion are no way to make laws, particularly 
when it comes to nation building. 

But to suggest that open government and 
government by poll (or referendum) are the same 
thing is not right. We can't agree with that. 
Governments at every level should operate in the 
open and with public discussion, not in secrecy 
without public input. 

But that does not mean that elected representatives 
must rubberstamp whatever the majority of their 
constituents feel. Consider for a moment: what are the 
key things we look for in an elected representative? 
That they hold our own views on every issue? On key 
issues, perhaps, but not on every issue. We don't even 
know what all the issues are going to be over the next 
term when we elect a representative. 

No, we elect a man or woman to parliament because 
they have principles with which we can agree and a 
rock bottom sense of integrity that won't allow them 
to deviate from those principles no matter what. 
Neither goverment whips nor expediency can sway 
such elected representatives. Neither can the prospect 
of flying in the face of their constituents or even the 
certainty of defeat in the next election: Public 
discussion and public input, yes, but when it comes 
lume tO vole, a representative should vote his or her 
conscience and let the chips fall where they may. 

If we wanted a government that exactly reflected the 
mood of the people -- the majority of the constituents 
of our elected representatives -- then we wouldn't 
elect representatives at all. We would vote on every 
issue directly. And such a system can be instituted 
today with modem technology at our fingertips. 

We for one would not want to live in such a 
democracy. To at least a limited extent, we share the 
fear the founders of Canada -- and even of the U.S. -- 
had of what they called "mobocracy.” That's why we 
wound up with a system such as the one we have 
where representatives are expected to vote their 
principles but are held publicly accountable at 
reasonable intervals. 

Of course, that has become perverted by the party 

system. The thirst for power has led us to a powerful 
and disciplined party system that leaves room for little 
individual integrity. And this is presumably what Mr. 
Gates refers to when he mentions the passage of Bill 8 
in Ontario when all three parties agreed, as he says, in 
the backrooms, to Support it. Many individual 
members of each party were uneasy about the bill but 
felt they couldn't buck their party. And that’s a shame. 
_ We stated in our last editorial that we don't believe 
in government by referendum, but Mr. Gates makes a 
persuasive argument for it. Perhaps more of us would 
leam more about our great country and think deeply 
on the issues before voting our preferences, he writes 
adding that this would be a marvellous experience for 
our young people before voting for the first time. 

We have lo agree with that sentiment. Perhaps we 
shouldn't have government by referendum, but 
perhaps the big questions such as Meech Lake, Bill 8 
and other bills that will fundamentally change Canada 
Domtaee should be put to the people in a

A quick soil-conditioning fix can be achieved with peat 
moss and vermiculite applied to gardens in early spring and 
late fall. Mix peat and vermiculite on a four-to-one basis, 
spread the mixture two inches deep over the gardens, dig in 
and rough rake. Then spread another two-inch layer, dig in 
and fine rake. At the same time, begin production of what 
agronomists refer to as “black gold” - the manufacture of 
compost. 





Composting is another ancient art that can be practiced 
no matter how small the gardening area, even in a postage- 
stamp townhouse yard with a portable composter. But if 
you are going to garden seriously on a “normal-sized” lot, 
you should also get serious about composting on a mass 
basis. 

- All you need is an open-sided structure four-feet high by 
a convenient length and width (chicken wire braced with 
corner stakes works well) lawn fertilizer, and if the 
esthetics disturb you, fast-growing shrubs (Golden Elder) 
for screening. 

Spring or fall, spread a 10 to 12-inch layer of organic 
debris gleaned from your garden, lawn, kitchen or the 
produce manager of your local supermarket. Salt with a few 
handfuls of lawn fertilizer (to aid in the composing 
process), water, then add enough soil to cover. Repeat the 
layering process until the bin is full. Grade the top into a 
slight concave in order to make full use of rainfall. No need 
to turn the pile and after six to eight weeks of warm 
weather, deep, dark delicious compost will be ready for 
mining and utilization in exactly the same way as the 
peat/vermiculite mixture. 

MULCH A MUST 

- Where summer are arid, mulch is a must, a layer of 
material that reduces the loss of soil, keeps soil 
temperatures moderate, prevents crusting, and subdues 
weeds. — 

Mulches can be composed of organic materials such as: 
bark, peat, leaves or hay, or inorganic such as black plastic 
or the newer soil fabrics. 

Mulches should only be applied after the soil has warmed 
and can be used in a number of ways. Organic mulches are 
best applied around established plants while the inorganics 
are laid before planting, e.g. vegetable gardens. 

Simply lay the mulching sheet over the planting area, 
weight it down with soil around the edges, cut X slits and 
insert the plants. The black plastic works well especially 
with warm weather crops such as tomatoes, melons, 
eggplants, squash and peppers but does have a tendency to 
overheat. The landscape fabrics are porous and while they 
do not ovérheat, they do lose some moisture through 
evaporation. Which brings up a point. Whether you are 
using an organic or inorganic mulch, deep water the soil 
before application.

Sidney remembers walking for the 
longest time that night in the rain. By 
the time they reached the nearby 
village, it was nearly dawn and they 
were completely drenched. 

“I was very relieved when I saw the 
farmhouse.”

If people were thought to be a 
threat to the state they were 
sometimes jailed for a short period of 
time. 

Sidney said even then it was still 
uncommon for the blacks and whites 
to live in the same neighbourhoods as 
many of the black people could not 
afford to live there.

to shake up viewer

If you walk away from 
“Orphans” shaking your 
head, don’t feel inadequate. 
That’s probably what 
Playwright Lyle Kessler 
wanted you to do. 

Despite humorous lines 
a-bounding and two 
potentially hilarious 
passages in particular, the 
current Belleville Theatre 
Guild play is not a comedy. 
Newcomer Joseph 
Gouldby, who portrayed a 
credible opening night 
“Treat,” got a big response 
to the nub of his “I’m not a 
racist” routine. 

But racism is a popular 
motherhood and apple pie 
bandwagon these days. 
Perhaps with more 
coaching veteran Director 
Verna Patterson can fine 
tune Gouldby’s emphasis 
and timing to milk the 
routine a little more.

It’s there for the asking 
by the end of Act I. On the 
other hand, while Act I 
needed some tightening, 
there’s little doubt as the 
run continues that will 
happen naturally. 

Another newcomer, 
Jamie Parker, couldn't 
have interpreted better the 
emerging nature of Treat’s 
imaginative young brother, 
Phillip. In an Act II 
situation, his sudden 
reversal under the tutoring 
of a visitor to their North 
Philadelphia flat is 
explosive comedy ... even 
if it is racist. 

Parker pulls that passage 
off perfectly, and buried in 
the laughter are some 
strong clues to the theme of 
the play. 

Gouldby’ is on stage for 
the very first time. Some 
nervousness was evident 
opening night, but that too 
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will diminish as the run 
goes on. His opening scene 
needed more energy. A few 
words were lost and the 
higher pitches of his voice 
at times weren't always 
convincing. Nonetheless, 
Bravo! 

Parker, a high school 
theatre arts student, is also 
appearing for the first time 
on a public stage. His 
Phillip, the major role, is 
both bold and sensitive. 
Local theatre goers will 
want to see this young man 
stay active in the Guild. 

Tried and true, Ken 
Capstick portrays 4a 
convincing Harold, the 
visitor. His influence on 
one brother and deceptively 
apparent lack of it on the 
other is what the play is all 
about. 

Technically, opening 
night came off without

An evening with Jerry 
Reed is totally entertaining. 
Whether you like country, 
R & B, blues, gospel, rock 
‘n roll, jazz or classical, 
you'll hear it all. Reed 
keeps you laughing and 
amazes you with his guitar 
playing. You'll even find 
yourself singing along to 
his hit singles. 

Good doses of picker, 
singer and humorist make 
up his personal side. This is 
why Jerry Reed is called

If the intermission music 
was Paul Moorman’s 
bailiwick as sound 
designer, perhaps he can 
best rationalize high 
baroque between acts of 
“Orphans.” At least it was 
a sharp, and perhaps to 
some, refreshing, contrast 
of discipline to the 
language in the play. 

But much ado about the 


language in this case is 
much ado about nothing. 
The fact is that men do talk 
that way to each other. 
While this production may 
not be an ideal outing for 
the U.C.W., viewers can 
feel that Harold, Treat, and 
even Phillip on occasion, 
are, like the real Dead End 
Kids, too old fashioned to 
talk the same way in mixed 


company. 
I felt Patterson’s program 
note on men, 


communications, feelings, 
and “armour against the 
expression of emotional 
needs” a bit pandering. 
“Orphans” is a moving 
play, and I’m 
uncomfortable with the 
thought that if I want to 
identify and emote, perhaps 


even shed a quiet tear, as a 
man I still need reassurance 
it’s O.K. 

Rather than wave it for 
show, if Treat would 
sometimes take a 
threatening knife fighter’s 
stance and fondle his 
switchblade with a macho 
intensity equal to Phillip’s 
feminine handling of the 
red high heel, perhaps the 


character differences 
would become more 
evident, and Phillip would 
emerge even more clearly 
the winner ... 

In the eyes of “Orphans,” 
a good production, and men 
alike. 

The run continues till 
Apr. 14, and the bottom line 
is, it’s worth seeing.

a crime? Stay tuned, this 


one’s a pip. No murder 
took place, not even an 


attempt. No one was hurt 


or robbed. Yet the tiny 
hamlet of Hopefield, 
South Africa was in an uproar for over 
two and a half years. 
The crimes committed were of such an 
unusual nature that police had a 
difficult time keeping grown men off 


lonely roads and from concealed places. 


The incidents grew to epidemic 
proportions.

On June 7, 1977, Leslie van Sidow, a 
well-built, blond, broth of a lad, was on 
his way home after completing a day's 
work. Big Les dropped into the local 
watering hole for a glass or two of ale. 
One thing led to another. He lingered, 
drank, and had supper. Around 10 
o'clock, he left the tavern and took a 
shortcut down.a little used street 
leading to his home. 

Les sobered up faster than you could 
say Dino Ciccarelli. Someone stuck the 
muzzle of a revolver in his back and 
sternly commanded, ‘‘Hands behind 
your back or I'll blow a hole through 
you.’’ Les didn’t have to be told twice. 
He placed his hands behind his back 
and quickly realized he was being 
handcuffed. His antagonist then placed a 
blindfold over his eyes, never once 

moving in front of the terrified man. 

Like a lemming, Les was led to a 
vehicle and helped into the front seat. 
“Where are we going?” he inquired, 
wondering why he hadn't been robbed of 
the few coins he had in his pockets. 
“Shut up,” was the terse reply. The 
car came to an abrupt stop. Les was led 
off the road behind some bushes. 

How can I put it? Helpless Les was 
approached sexually. No, that’s not the 
way it was — Les was attacked. Not 
really, you couldn't say attacked. Sexual 
intercourse took place. There, I said it. 
Son of a gun, at the beginning it was a 
little disconcerting, considering that his 
female sex partner had threatened to 
fire a bullet into his back, but as things 
progressed, Les sort of got into the 
swing of things and forgot about the 
pistol. 

Once the dastardly deed was done, 
Les’ handcuffs were removed. Still 
blindfolded, he was set free. The car 
sped away. Les removed the blindfold. 
It had been quite a night. He was tired. 

All that night, Les was in a quandary. 
What to do about the vile attack. 
Initially, he figured that to do absolutely 
nothing would be the correct approach. 
Still, that woman could have killed him 
had he resisted her advances, a thought 
which never entered his mind at the 
time. After a night of tossing and 
turning, he decided to inform police of 
his experience. 

Personnel at the police detachment at 
Hopefield at first didn’t believe Les. He 
had only one piece of physical evidence 
that he had been attacked, the 
nondescript piece of cloth which had 
been used to blindfold him. His attacker 
had been careful to carry away her 
handcuffs. 

Whatever doubts the police had were 
totally dismissed a few days later when 
another gentleman of the town reported 
that he too had been violated in pre- 
cisely the same manner as trailblazer 
Les. A month later, another male fell to 
the wiles of the unknown woman. 

For more than two years, the sensual 
female struck on the average of once a 
month. In all, 30 attacks were reported. 
Police reckoned that there may have 
been well over twice that number. Due 
to the sensitive nature of the crimes, not 
everyone ran to the police. Wives 
became suspicious, particularly when 
many of the local men began hanging 

around deserted roads and little-used 
alleys, just begging to be attacked. 
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The unknown female's sexual stamina 
and enthusiasm took on legendary 
proportions as she struck month after 
month. Police knew only that she stood 
about five feet four inches tall and had 
long hair. They were forced to take the 
whole thing seriously, firmly believing 
that if anything went wrong, the sexy 
siren wouldn't hesitate to shoot her 
potential sex partner. 

On June 12, 1980, Carey Arndt, 23, 
blindfolded and handcuffed, was slowly 
being undressed by the most desirable 
lady in all of South Africa. From the 
window of his home, John Brentwood 
could just make out the horrible scene 
taking place about a third of a mile 
from his house. Stout fellow John 
dashed out of his home on the dead run 
in an attempt to save Carey from a fate 
just this side of heaven. 

He arrived in the nick of time. The 
lady fled. Carey got up. Despite having 
his hands securely handcuffed behind 
his back, in his fury he managed to put 
a pretty good headbutt into the pit of 
John's stomach. Carey used blue words, 
advising John to mind his own business 
in the future. 

arey provided police with 
their first real clue. His 
attacker had left her 
handcuffs behind. Carey 
went to the local police 
Station to have them 
removed. 

Embarrassing as it proved to be, police 

had to admit that the handcuffs were 

police issue. Not only that, one of the 
officers recognized the cuffs as a pair 
which had been distinctly customized by 
an officer since retired, and even more 
recently deceased. The officer’s name 
was Fred Boulton. 

Wouldn't you just know it? Fred was 
survived by a pretty 23-year-old daugh- 
ter, Deborah, the local librarian. Police 
called on Deborah and were only mildly 
surprised when she unhesitatingly 
confessed to all 30 attacks. She felt 
slighted, revealing that many of her 
escapades had gone unreported. 

Deborah told police that she had had 
a legitimate boyfriend about a year 
before she started accosting men. He 
introduced her to the sexual experience 
She just loved it. Her boyfriend couldn't 
keep up with her demands and left 
her. Deborah then went about picking 
up strangers, but soon her widowed 
mother found out. Mrs. Boulton forbade 
her daughter to date anyone she didn’t 
know well. 

What's a sex-starved girl to do? 
Marriage was a thought, but Deborah 
knew she couldn’t depend on any one 
man to satisfy her unquenciabie sex 
drive. By accident, she found her late 
father’s service revolver and handcuffs 
in a cardboard box in her home. The 
idea was born. It was nurtured down at 
the library. 

In relating her narrative, Deborah did 
bring up one salient point which was 
hard to dismiss. No one seemed to mind 
her assaults. She never encountered one 
male who wouldn't or couldn’t perform 
Everyone seemed happy . 

Deborah, who many men in the area 
believed should have been given a 
medal, was indicted on 30 counts of 
rape with an armed weapon. She was 
released on bail. A year later, on May 
27, 1981, she stood trial. Deborah 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 30 
terms of one year each. With a smile on 
his lips, the judge stated that the 
sentences would run concurrently 
Breaking into a broad grin, he advised 
the court that the sentences were 
suspended. 

Deborah left the courtroom with the 
cheers of the multitude, predominately 
male, ringing in her ears. Because of 
the unusual nature of her crimes, the 
case was given wide publicity. As a 
result, she received proposals of 
marriage from all over the world. 
However, the pressure of fame weighed 
heavily on Deborah’s shoulders. To 
avoid further publicity, she moved away 
from her home town and has not been 
heard of since.

More than 100 


Jobs expected 
at new plant

As many as 120 new jobs will be created in 
Belleville as the result of a $1.3 million 


industrial land sale by the city yesterday to Coca 
Cola Foods Canada Incorporated. 


Coca Cola plans to build 
a4 multi-million dollar plant 
on over 34 acres of 
industrial land in the 
northeast industrial park in 


Belleville. 

The plant will 
manufacture Minute Maid 
juices, Five Alive fruit 
drink and drinking box 


juices for Canada and 
United States markets. No 
carbonate soft-drinks will 
be produced by the Coca 
Cola subsidiary. 

Belleville council passed 
a bylaw yesterday morning 
approving the land sale 
after a year of intense 
negotiations with the soft- 
drink mogul. 

Later in the day, Gary R. 
Barnes, Coca Cola Foods 
Canada Inc. president was 
joined by city and 
provincial officials at a 2 
p.m. announcement of the 
plant proposal. 

The newly-purchased site 
is located on Green Leaf 
Court, west of Canada 
Transport, north of Bell 


Canada and south of Mobil 
Chemical. 

In an interview with 
Quinte Weekly News 
yesterday morning, Mayor 
George Zegouras said the 
establishment of Coca 
Cola, as a manufacturer in 
Belleville, will mean an 
approximate $300,000 in 
added annual commercial 
assessment. 

The added assessment 
and extra jobs are vital to a 
growing economy in the 
city, he said. 

“Additional assessment 
will help keep the tax levies 
down for the taxpayer, and 
we won't ask for as much 
money at budget time if we 
can keep attracting big 


business. We need this type 
of expansion and growth if 
we are going to keep up 
with inflation,” he said, 

While Zegouras couldn’t 
give figures on the square 
footage of the proposed 
Coca Cola plant at press 
time, he did estimate the 
plant would have to be at 
least 20 per cent in size of 
the total 35 acre land parcel 
due to restrictions by the 
City. 

“The plant will have to be 
at least 200,000 square feet 
to meet the conditions,” 
said Zegouras. “And we’ve 
been told 100 to 120 
employees will be needed 
initially and more will

AETRO WASTE IN MARMORA 


Waste Broposal a recipe for disaster 


Commentary on a proposal to ship Metro 
Toronto waste into the Marmora mine site.

Jane, two children and husband Charlie 
(a hypothetical family) are eating dinner 
sometime in the future; five, ten or fifteen 
years from now. 

The carrots are homegrown, the 
pasteurized milk is produced locally as is 
the side dish of cheese. The juice in the 

children’s glasses is bought frozen and 

mixed with what appears to be clear tap 
water. Jane and her family live in rural 
Quinte, within Stirling’s agricultural belt. 

Jane has just come home from the doctor 
where she was told that she seemed to have 


caught something that was affecting her. 


nervous system. Funny, she thinks, her next 
door neighbour has the same symptoms. 
Jane pours another cup of tea and relaxes 
after enjoying her meal. 

Unknown to Jane, chemicals are mixing 
in her water supply, chemicals that do not 
show up on a standard Health Unit test and 
are impervious to boiling temperatures. 

Unknown to Jane the minute quantities 

_of chemicals are made up of lead, dioxins 
and mercury, chemicals which, with long 
term consumption, can cause irreversible 
damage to her central nervous system and 
possible her kidneys and liver. Chemicals 
which can be found in leachates of 


municipal landfill sites. 

Jane is an imaginary person, however her 
illness is not. Jane is one of hundreds or 
thousands of Canadians who are ingesting 
chemically infected water. Sadly the 
systems designed to protect these people 
have failed them. 

Consider the diSaster created by the 
Quinte Sanitation site to well users in 
Sidney Township. Ministry of the 
Environment Supervisor John Tooley says 
the leachates are tested for over 125 
substances. To date “everything from iron 
to volatile organic compounds” has been 
identified, Tooley says. 

Furthermore scientific experts say that 
combining these chemicals, even in minute 
amounts can be hazardous. Says Tooley: 
“we have no idea what happens when they 

ix... I don’t think anyone could give an 
answer.” 

The Quinte Sanitation site is small 
compared with the amounts of waste that 
would be disposed in the Marmoraton mine 
site owned by Armbro Ltd and being tested 
for feasibility for taking Metro Toronto 
waste. Tooley, says the Sidney Township 
site was approximately 45 acres; The 
Marmoraton mine site is 75 acres and 660 
feet deep. 

If leaching were to occur as it did at 
Quinte Sanitation’s site, many people like 


Jane’s family could face the same problems 
throughout the Crowe and Moira River 
systems. These problems are not only a 
concem for rural well water users but also 
for municipal water consumers. 

Municipal water treatment systems are 
not capable of extracting harmful elements 
except for bacteria. A study done by 
Macleans magazine shows that Toronto 
residents have at least 20 toxic chemicals 
— within acceptable levels— in their 
drinking water and scientists estimate that 
there are many more because testing 
procedures are not sophisticated enough to 
identify everything that may be present. 

Municipal water treatment systems use 
chlorine to kill bacteria. While this makes 
the water bacterially safe to drink, 
scientists have shown that chlorine mixed 
with even very small amounts of organic 
material produces trihalomethanes, a 
suspected cancer causing agent. 

Landfill waste produces various types of 
harmful products even though there are 
strict guidelines as to what can be disposed 
of. For instance industries are not allowed 
to dispose of unwanted chemicals. And, 
landfill sited are monitored for leachate. 

Pollution Probes waste management 
researcher David McRober, however, says 
“leachates are unavoidable” and concer 
over the past 20 years has led to more 


sophisticate systems of identifying 
problems. Yet, he says historically, 
monitoring stations were operated “pretty 
sloppy” and enforcement by agencies such 
as the Ministry of the Environment was 
“weak”. 

McRoberts says that leachate 
contamination risks to water supplies are 
difficult to assess since the quantity of 
seepage and water flow has to be factored 
in. But, he says the biggest concern comes 
from what is disposed of in the site. 

Household garbage creates a mixture that 
is harmful but fly ash is a serious threat. 
Fly ash is a by-product of incineration used 
to clean airborne pollutants in industrial 
chimneys. 

“Fly ash is not considered a toxic 
substance yet it contains heavy metals, 
cadmium, lead, mercury and various other 
compounds including furans and dioxins,” 
he said. 

“Pollution Probe has been working very 
hard to have fly ash treated as a toxic 
waste,” McRoberts adds. 

The landfill researcher maintains that 
garbage disposal is always going to creale 
problems and that, “people are going to 
have to reexamine their lifestyles in order 
to reduce the amount of waste produced, do 
they need the nice packaging and 
disposable diapers?”

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This GST is wrong 
Last week, the federal government started flexing its 
muscles ver the proposed goods and services tax 
(GST). First, the Tories announced that they intended 
to try and limit debate on the controversial bill to just 
this week. Then, they kicked two Alberta MPs out of 
the Alberta Tory caucus for daring to differ with the 
sovernment over support for the GST. k 

~ And no wonder. The government would like nothing 
better than to get the whole headache over with, and 
then, once the deed is done, to let it lie and hope the 
public reaction eventually blows over. But give this 
government credit — it is determined to do the 
unpopular thing because it believes the GST is night. 

And they are night — to a point. 

The old manufacturer’s tax was unfair and wrong. 
And probably a goods and services tax is the right 
way to go. Certainly, it is the way most westerm 
countries are headed. 

But the Canadian version of a goods and services 
tax is badly flawed primarily because it is so complex, 
more complex in fact than any other GST in any other 
nation around the world. Some items are exempted, 
others are at different tax rates — and not always for 
obvious reasons. Individual containers of yoghurt will 
be taxable, for example. But larger packages and 
packs of individual containers won't be. 

That complexity will make the tax difficult to 
administer, forcing the government to hire more civil 
servants to administer it and forcing businesses to hire 
more employees keep track of it. 

That’s not smart, not when you’re trying to cut 
government deficits and encourage small business and 
entrepreneurs. 

We could live with even a badly flawed GST if we 
were convinced that the govemment would use it to 
cut the deficit and eventually pay the deficit off. That 
would be a bonus to all Canadians, because it would 
give the government more room to manoeuvre on 
social programs in times of distress and more 
flexibility in setting interest rates rather than having to 
depend on intemational monetary markets. 

But we're not convinced. 

We've seen this government — and let’s be fair, 
other governments, too — preach restraint and talk 
about responsible deficit cutting and then keep on 
funding porkbarrel programs designed simply to keep 
them in power. 

How do we know that the money raised by a GST 
won't be used to fund electioneering projects in 
Quebec — or anywhere else the govemment feels it 
needs votes — rather than on cutting the deficit? The 
government's previous record does not inspire 
confidence. 

Bluntly put, we think the GST as it stands now is a 
badly conceived tax and we don’t believe the 


government will use wisely the revenues a GST will 
generate.

1. Keep A Low Profile - Consign oscillating overhead 
sprinklers to storage. While they are most convenient, 
covering a swath of 50 by 30 feet, they disperse a lot of 
water into the air in the form of fine droplets. Switch 
instead to sprinklers that keep a low profile and disperse 
water a few feet from the ground. And make sure you set 
Out a water gauge, (you'll find them in your nursery), in 
the path of the sprinkler. One inch of water in the gauge 
means a well conditioned soil that has been wetted to a 
depth of 8 to 12 inches. 

2. Weekly And Deeply - Light, frequent waterings 
waste water through evaporation while the root zone is 
barely penetrated. Much better to apply at least an inch but 
preferable two inches of water once a week. The deep 
wetting of the soil minimizes evaporation, encourages root 
extension and continual flowering and fruiting. 

3. Don’t Water The Wind - The calmer the day the 
better. Winds are usually at their highest at mid-day, 
calming down in the evening and becoming positively 
serene in the morning. If you have a choice, water in the 
morning so that the foliage has a chance to dry during the 
day. Continual evening watering can lead to an increase in 
fungus diseases so if you can water in the morning or 
alternate between morning and evening waterings, so 
much the better. es ; 

4. Spot Water - Individual plants such as tomatoes, 
perennials; roses, trees, shrubs and evergreens can be spot 
_ Watered and this calls for a revival of the watering can and 

the adjustable hose nozzle: And when combined with 
irrigation basins, spot watering can go a long way in water 
conservation. 

Dig a shallow basin around each plant and let the hose 
dribble at its base for ten or 15 minutes or when plants are 
grown in rows, e.g. tomatoes, dig a shallow irrigation 
trench down the side of the row and connect with trenches 
between the plants. *Y s 

If you are using a landscape fabric, depress the soil 
slightly at the point where you are cutting the planting slits 
then through the season, water with the hose or a watering 
can. 

As far as trees, shrubs and evergreens go, use the 
adjustable nozzle hose to soak the ground once a week out 
as far as the drip line (the outer edge of the foliage). . 

5. Keep It Loose - If-possible, cultivate before watering, 
breaking up the top irich or So of the soil, Not only. does 
this allow maximum water penetration but also cuts down 
on run-off which can be a particular problem when 
gardening on sloping land. 

6. Keep It Stored - For those who grow in containers, in 
tubs, pots or boxes or have a vegetable garden, a cistern, 
such as a barrel under a downspout is a good investment. 
Any water-tight container will do as long as the top is wide 
enough to permit the dunking of a watering can. Don’t be 
concemed about the breeding of mosquitoes. A few drops 
of mineral oil added to the surface of the water will stop 
them cold.

TUCKER’S CORNERS — On May 15, 
1790, a small group of pioneers assembled 
in modern day Bayside to elect officials to 
administer their affairs for the coming year. 

They gathered from throughout what 
would ultimately become Sidney Township 
to elect Capt. John D. Meyers their first 
Moderator, although the provincial 
government would not organize townships 
and support municipal governments until 
some years later, 

Sidney Township this year, then, is 

celebrating two hundred years of 
continuous municipal government from 
that date. Only one municipality in Ontario 
was ever politically older. 
, Grimsby Township government was 
similarly established a few weeks earlier, 
but Grimsby has since been swallowed up 
by expanding cities through annexation, 
and amalgamation with the town of 
Grimsby, and no longer exists as a separate 
entity. 

The original Township boundaries 
included a large portion of the east side of 
Trenton, and those parts of Belleville west 
of Sidney Street. They extended north in a 
perfect rectangle that cut through the 
southern edge of Stirling. 

Tucker’s Corners became the seat of 
government in 1967 when the first real 
Township Hall was opened. Prior to that, 
Council met in the Wallbridge I.O.F. Hall, 
or even the Clerk’s home, which is where 
he kept the minutes of meetings. 

A Historical Research Sub-Committee 
under the Guidance of Belleville historian 
Gerry Boyce has searched through those 
minutes and sought out old photographs to 
produce a history of Sidney’s government 
in magazine format. That should be 
available some time in May.

YOUR ASSESSMENT? 


You still have time to appeal your 1989 assessment if you 
feel your home or business property has been improperly 
assessed. Your assessment is important because the amount 
of property tax you will pay in 1990 depends on it. The assessed 
value of your property is multiplied by the municipal and 
school mill rates to determine your property taxes. 

Notices of Property Valuation were mailed to property 
owners and tenants whose assessments have changed since last 
year. Open house information sessions were held in your area 
to give you the opportunity to ask questions and correct any 
errors. 

The Assessment Roll was delivered to your municipality on 
March 30, 1990 and will be used to calculate the taxes you will 
pay in 1990. You can review the Roll at your municipal office 
during regular business hours. If you believe your property 
has been improperly assessed and you have not yet registered 
an appeal, you still have until April 20, 1990 to mail or deliver 
your appeal to the Assessment Review Board. And remember, 
even if you did not receive a Notice of Property Valuation, 
you still have the right to appeal.

The Assessment Review Board is an independent tribunal 
under the jurisdiction of the Ontario Ministry of the Attorney 
General. It is intended to provide you with an additional 
opportunity to have your assessment reviewed if, in your 
opinion, it is not fair and equitable with the assessment of 
similar properties in your area. The Review Board is more 
informal and relaxed than a regular court of law. You may 
present your Own case, retain a lawyer, or ask a relative or 
Iriend to speak as your agent. 

To help you in filing your appeal, Notice of Appeal forms 
are av ailable from the Assessment Review Board, your 
Regional Assessment Office, or your municipal office You 
can also use the reverse side of a Notice of Property Valuation 
or write a letter giving the property address and roll number 
along with your reasons for appealing.

Health care goals 


Challenge is 
to offer services 
without breaking 


the budget

Health costs money. 

“The challenge will be to 
continue providing services 
without breaking budget. 

So says Dr. J.R. Pfaff, a 
Royal Military College 
Graduate, an ©x colonel in 
the Medical Coxnss : 

mpetent artist, and ou 
Modical Officer of Health. 
He’s head staff honcho at 
the Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties Health 
Unit, 179 N. Park St 

The unit is governed by a 

board of directors based on 
population distribution 
throughout the two 
counties. Three members, 
usually local politicians but 
not necessarily so, come 
from Hastings County, two 
come from each of Prince 
Edward County and 
Belleville, and one comes 
from Trenton. 


Two others are appointed 
from anywhere within the 
region by the Ministry of 
Health (MOH). Chairman 
of the Board of Health is 
Reeve Tom Nobles of 
Sidney Township. 

While Pfaff speaks of 
health costs generally, his 
organization particularly 
will feel a financial pinch 
as a result of the departure 
from 179 N. Front of 
agencies funded by the 


Ministry of Community and 
Social Services 
(COMSOC). 

COMSOC agencies 


administered from the 
Health Unit paid rent for 
their quarters. That’s lost 
revenue now, at a time 
when expanding health 
services dictated by 
increased MOH initiatives 
and standards are already 
increasing costs for local 
ratepayers. 

Since April 2, the 
Community Mental Health 
Program is the only 


COMSOC-funded agency 
at the Health Unit. Mental 
Health tends to all in need, 
making referrals to a wide 
range of programs for 





children and adults. 

The bible for a health unit 
is the Health Promotion and 
Protection Act of 1983, and 
its amendments: The 
Mandatory Health 
Programs and Services 
Guidelines of April, 1989. 
Pfaff’s job is to ensure the 


unit enforces the pro- 
vincially dictated standards. 

The new “Guidelines” 
refocus the aims of the 
previous Act on four 
general public health goals: 
healthy growth and 
development, healthy 
lifestyles, communicable 
disease control, and healthy 
environments. 

Ontario’s public health 
directions clearly recognize 
the old adage, “A stitch in 
time saves nine.” Seniors, 
for example, are best kept 
independent as long as 
possible rather than 
institutionalized for long 
term or chronic care which 
could have been avoided or 


_ delayed and which fills 


hospital beds otherwise 
available for acute care, the 
emergency aid everyone 
needs from time to time. 

But Pfaff recognizes, 
“Although people can live a 
long time now, chronic care 
will still be needed, and 
will become long term 
when they (seniors) break a 
hip, or something like that 
Funds. will haye to be 
redirected from acute care.” 

There are 42 health units 
across the province. Out of 
the MOH’s annual budget 
of $14 billion, a very small 
portion goes to them. 
Pfaff’s budget, for example, 
is $3.8 million, and if that’s 
average, multiplied by 42, 
about $160 million got to 
all units.

BELLEVILLE — Some 
of the services offered by 
the Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties Health 
Unit, located at 179 N.

Executive Director Terry 
Swift is excited about the 
changes and says the new 
services offered there will 
complement what his 
agency already does.

Q Family Planning, 
which addresses 
contraceptive, fertility and 
infertility, pregnancy, 
menopause, and sexually 
transmitted disease 
concerns, and the sexuality 
needs of adolescents and 
adults. It offers birth 
control clinics, free 
pregnancy tests, individual 
counselling and group 
education. 

QO Nutrition Services, 
which provides nutrition 
education through media, 


consultations, in-service 
Programs, and workshops, 
lectures, or presentations. 

Q Dental Services, 
which provides regular 
preventative clinics with 
flouride treatment for 
school children of marginal 
income families without 
dental insurance, and urgent 
treatment where the family 
is unable to pay. 


Q Public Health 
Nursing, which promotes 
healthy lifestyles. Health 
education, assessment and 
counselling are offered 
through prenatal advice and 
home visits, immunization 
clinics, communicable 


disease advice and follow- 
up, home visits and open 
educational sessions. | 

Q Public Health 
Inspection Services; to 
enforce public health 
regulations in restaurants, 
stores and shops, arenas, 
etc.; to monitor public 
drinking water; and to 
investigate complaints 
about animal bites, insect 
infestations, carbon 
monoxide, unsanitary 
housing conditions, and so 
on. 

The Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties Health 
Unit also has sub offices in 
Trenton, Picton, Madoc and 
Bancroft. 


Health Unit has endorsed 
district health council concept 


A Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties District 
Health Council (DHC) 
Steering Committee has 
completed public hearings 
and should be in the 
process of deciding now 
whether or not this area in 
fact needs one. 

In the March 13 edition 
of the this newspaper, an 
editorial asked where the 
Health Unit stood on the 
issue of a DHC. Medical 
Officer of Health Dr. J. 
Pfaff would personally like 
to see one established, but 
with only half its members 
present at a recent meeting, 
the Board of Health refused 
to’ endorse a recom- 
mendation for one. 

DHC’s roughly parallel 
health units in distribution 
across the province, each 
covering the same territory 
as the local health unit. 
Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties residents 
are among the five to ten 
percent of Ontario’s 


population not yet 
represented by a DHC. 

The purpose of a DHC is 
to examine area health 
needs and place priorities 
on requests for new funds 
made by the various health 
agencies. The Ministry of 
Health looks to DHC’s for 
guidance in reducing 
unnecessary duplication of 
services and insuring those 
services most needed are 
first funded. 


It’s projected a local: 


council would cost about 
$250,000 a year to operate, 
after initial startup 
expenses. Were that an 
average figure, the ministry 
would be spending about 
$10 million of its current 
$14 billion budget on all 42 
councils covering Ontario. 
But if this is one of just a 
few areas not on line yet, it 
must already be spending 
close to that for its 
communications, and it 
seems likes a few holdout 
areas will force ministry 


official to reconsider their 
direction. 

The Ministry of Health is 
clearly gearing up to deal 
with the municipalities 
through DHC’s rather than 
individual agencies. As a 
result, some people fear this 
area is already beginning to 
miss out on important 
funding considerations. 

In answer to the editorial 
question, Pfaff told the 
Quinte Weekly News that 
Chairman of the Board of 
Health Tom Nobles would 
write the steering 
committee a 
explaining

But with that letter he 
would include a reminder 


that the previous board, had 
considered the issue with 
fuller attendance and had 
endorsed a DHC, and that 
its motion was still “on the 
books.” Nobles has since 
confirmed he did send that 
letter.

Spring is often associated with a 
thorough house cleaning. But what about 
your car? Don't you think it needs to rid 
itself of the after-effects of a seemingly 
interminable winter? 

Technically, your car should also be 
verified by a qualified mechanic. However, 
let's just concentrate on giving it a cosmetic 
makeover to prepare for the nice days 
ahead. 

Start with a good vacuum, one which 
will be able to collect all the sand and dirt 
from the carpets. Some service stations will 
allow you to rent a vacuum for a nominal 
fee. However, a domestic model does a 
better job since you can use different 
attachments and make sure it gets into 
every nook and cranny. 

The floor mats should be removed to 
allow the carpet underneath to dry. Take 
this opportunity to wash the mats with a 
brush and mild soapy water. 

Wash the windows from the inside. You 
may have to do so twice if you're a smoker, 
because cigarette smoke leaves a film on 
glass, which, by the way, impairs night 
vision. 

Window washing solution should not be 
used to clean the dashboard. A strong 
solution may damage the protective 
covering over the gauges and dials, so a 
damp cloth is recommended. 

Seat coverings are usually made of 
materials which are easy to clean. On 
occasion, certain stains are difficult to 
remove. The rule of thumb is to clean them 


as soon as possible, but the Canadian 
Automobile Association offers the 


following Suggestions for certain stubborn 
Stains. 


icing, milk and wine: Wipe with a cloth 
dampened with cold water. If necessary, 
rub gently with a cleanser. Avoid using 
soap, which will likely encrust the stain. 

Q Blood: Wipe with a cloth dampened 
with cold water. Don't use soap. 

a Butter, wax crayon, lard, oil: Scrape 
with a blunt knife. Rub with a little 
cleanser. ; 


Q Candy and chocolate: Wipe the § 


chocolate with a cloth and lukewarm water. 
Rinse candy stain with warm water and 
allow to dry. If necessary, rub stain gently 
with a cleanser, 

Q Chewing gum: Harden the gum with 
an ice cube and scrape with a knife. 
Moisten with a cleanser and scrape again 
with a knife. 

Q Ink: Clean with rubbing alcohol. If 
Slain resists, don't try to remove it, it will 
just ruin the upholstery. 

Q Ketchup: Wipe with a cloth dampened 
with cold water. If necessary, use a mild 
detergent. 

Q Lipstick: A liquid cleanser is often 
successful, but if stain resists, don't try to 
remove it. 

Q Mustard: Rub with a sponge and tepid 
water. Allow a mild detergent to penetrate 
the stain. Rinse with clear water. 

Q Shoe polish: Rub with a little cleanser. 
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Q Alcohol, soft drinks, coffee, fruit, ; 


Q Tar: Scrape with a knife, dampen with 
a Cleanser, scrape again, gently rub with a 
cleanser. 

Q Urine: Soak stain with a sponge 
dampened with lukewarm water and rinse 
with cold water. Remove the stain with a 
cloth dampened with one part ammonia 





and five parts water. Rinse with a damp 
cloth. 

Q Vomit: Cover with a cloth dampened 
with cold water. Rub gently with a mild 
soap and warm water. If necessary, apply a 
solution of 1 tsp. baking soda in one cup 
warm walter. 


Car.colour -- aesthetics or safety? 


(S.O.P.)- It seems to 
be a well known fact 
that, psychologically, 
colour is an essential 
part of the overall 
perception a motorist 
has of his car. 

The choice of colour 
will vary according to 
the buyer’s personal 
taste, general trends 
offered on the market, 
fashion and even 
according to economical 
conditions (apparently, 
during a _ recession 
consumers will opt for subdued colors and 
during economic growth, they will favor 
bright colours). 

Depending on car size and degree of 
luxury, consumer preferences will vary.

prefer chic colors like black or white. On 
the other hand, bright colours will be more 
popular for economy size models. 
Which colour will enable other motorists 
to see your car in any condition or degree 
of visibility? Lime green, phosphorent 


orange or shocking pink? 
















It’s difficult to give a 
definite answer to. this 
question. However, there is a 
basically logic rule to guide 
us: light colours are better 
seen. In theory, it’s easier to 
spot a yellow car than a brown 
car when driving at night. But 
being able to see other 
vehicles on the road depends 
more on light and weather 
conditions. So actually, that 
same yellow car can be seen 
more or less easily, depending 
on the circumstances. As far 
as other colours are 
concerned, we can’t be specific. A few 
years ago, a study made by the German 
firm Daimler-Benz rated each of the 
following colors (100% being the perfectly 


visible colour): 
White 88 
Yellow 70

The study also mentioned that light 
coloured cars could be seen at distances 
two to four times greater than dark 
coloured vehicles. Colours that are truly 
somber seemed to be classified as actually 
dangerous, whereas light colours are safer. 
It is difficult to be more specific as out of 
100 automobile accidents, 250 different 
factors play more or less important roles 

Obviously, a white car is difficult to spot 
in the snow, and a green car blends in with 
a summer country landscape; it goes 
without saying. To be visible, car colours 
must not have a “chameleon effect”. It is 
wisest to stick to light or even bright 
colours.

Of course you have to pay attention to 
your car as soon as it behaves out of the 
ordinary. However, routine inspection may 
delay, if not prevent, these extraordinary 
circumstances from even occurring and will 
certainly prolong your car’s life. 

The following maintenance tips are 
recommended: 

Q Gas and Air Filters: They must be 
changed with every spark-plug change. The 
air filter should be changed more often, 
especially if you travel on gravel roads. 

Q Oil Filter: It is recommended that it be 
changed with every oil change. Otherwise, 
the new oil will be immediately 
contaminated by the liter of dirty oil in the 
old filter. 

Q Brake Fluid: This should be checked 
with every oil change, and especially if the 
dashboard indicator lights up. If you have 
to add fluid two or three times, it’s a sure 
sign that something is wrong. The drums 
and disc plates should be checked every 
25,000 kilometers. Of you have developed 
the bad habit of resting your foot on the 
brake pedal or you brake often, you should 
do it every 15,000 kms instead. 

Q Battery Terminals: With every oil 
change, check for corrosion deposits on the 
battery terminals. If necessary, disconnect 
the battery and clean it and the cables. 

_Q Spark-plug Cables: Should be 
inspected with every spark-plug change. 

Q Transmission Oil and Filter: The 
transmission oil level should be checked 
with every oil change. Change the oil and 
filter according to the manufacturer’s 
instructions.

CHOOSING OIL 


Most American car manufacturers 
recommend a very light, multi-grade oil for 
many of their vehicles; such as the SW-30. 
Motor oil companies continue to prefer the 
use of SAE 10W-30 and 10W-40, which are 
thicker. 

Generally speaking, SW-30 saves on gas 
consumption, while the thicker oils tend to 
prolong the motor’s life. So both are 
advantageous, but for different reasons. So 
you are the best judge, depending on your 


_ priorities. 


However, it should be pointed out that 
SW-30 is not available everywhere, wears 
down more quickly, but is nonetheless 
recommended by car manufacturers.

Canadian motorists are aware of the 
hazards of winter driving, especially under 
snowy or icy conditions. But are you aware 
of the equally hazardous conditions which 
can develop throughout the year? 


SPRING/SUMMER 


‘The first few minutes of a spring or 
summer rainstorm can be dangerous 
because as the rain hits the road, it causes 
the oil and grease to rise to the surface. 
This creates a thin, slippery film that is 
nearly as slick as ice. 

Actually, it’s probably even more 
dangerous than ice, because the warm- 
weather driver doesn’t expect the slippery 
road conditions usually associated with 
snow and cold temperatures. 


The greasy film acts as a lubricant 
between your tires and the road, thus 
reducing traction, even with new tires. This 
condition can also be created by a light rain 
or drizzle, especially after a dry spell. 

A driving rainstorm causes water to 
accumulate on the pavement, which can 
cause your tires to “hydroplane’ or 
“surfboard” when travelling at speeds in 
excess of 70 kilometers per hour. It may 
also reduce traction and could result in loss 
of vehicle control. ; 

The distance needed to brake while on a 
wet surface is approximately four times as 


great as on dry pavement. 
SKIDDING 


To a large extent, the ability to control 


What you should 


(S.O.P.) The decision regarding the type 
of tires to put on your car is not one to be 
taken lightly. Why? Because the tires are 
the direct link between your vehicle and 
the road, and for that reason, may very well 
have a good deal to do with your safety. 
How? simple. They carry the entire weight 
or the car, they absorb the road shocks by 
flexing; they are the final stage of the 
energy transfer to forward motion, AND, 
they are a very important factor in bringing 
the care safely to a stop in an emergency 
Situation or under normal operating 
conditions. 

So first, let’s see how a tire is built and 
let’s take a look at the different types of 
tires there are. 

The Beads are two wire hoops made of 
tough steel wire ued into the cord body to 
anchor the tire to the wheel rim to create an 
air-tight seal. 

The Cord Body consists of several layers 
or plies of rubber or synthetic rubber- 
coated fabric laid one on top of the other 
and bonded together. 

Tread and Side Wall are applied over the 
cord body and are made of a variety of 
tough rubber or synthetic compounds and 
designed to afford good traction and flex. 
The tread comes in direct contact with the 
road surface and is therefore usually made 
from harder rubber compounds than the 
sidewalls which must flex to absorb road 
shock. 

Though all tires contain these basic 
elements they can be assembled in different

This is the conventional construction 
where the cord body is made up of an even 
number of overlapping plies. Each ply runs 
in an alternating direction at an angle or 
bias of about 35 degrees from bead to bead. 

In these tires the cord body is built in the 
same way as bias ply but there are also two 
or more bias (angled) belts encircling the 
tire (around its circumference) under the 
tread. The belts hold the tread more firmly 
and reduce the squirming movement which 
Causes excessive tread wear. This reduction 
in squirming results in longer tire life and

(S.O.P.) Vacation or moving time prompt 
a lot of people into hitching a trailer or a 
camper. Unfortunately, and in many cases, 
pulling such weight can cause serious 
damage to certain mechanical elements of 
your automobile. 

The growing popularity of compact and 
sub-compact car models has greatly 
reduced the number of vehicles suitable for 
pulling heavy loads. As a matter of fact, a 
good number of manufacturers do not 
recommend it, and will even cancel their 
warranty on Certain car models if they have 
reason to believe they were used to haul a 
trailer. It is the car owner’s responsibility to 
consult the owner’s manual before hitching 
a trailer to his automobile. Moreover, it is

your vehicle depends on the traction the 
tires have on the road. So caution should be 
exercised when driving over dirt, sand, 
mud or loose gravel; as well as the 
conditions mentioned earlier. 


The best way of avoiding a skid is to be 
aware of the road conditions and driving 

ccordingly. 
: Slow aca on slippery roads. When 
braking, pump the brakes gently to avoid 
locking the wheels. 
"Keep your tires properly inflated. The 
tire pressure on both front wheels must be 
equal in order to avoid swerves when 
braking. On some models, the rear tres 
should have a higher pressure than the 
front tires. Check your owner’s manual for 
the proper tire pressure for your car. 






Test your car’s traction on different road 
surfaces and in bad weather by 
occasionally braking lightly. 


Don’t tailgate, particularly on a wet 
surface. Following a vehicle too closely 
may not give you adequate stopping 
distance. 

Should your car go into a skid: 

Don't panic; 

Do NOT hit the brakes; and 

Turn your steering wheel in the same 
direction the rear of the car is skidding. 

Be careful not to overcorrect when using 
this procedure. You will be able to “feel” 
the car regaining rolling traction. Then 
straighten the wheels. Once you have 
regained steering control of the vehicle, 
pump the brakes to slow down.

In this construction, the body plies run 
parallel to each other “radially” at an angle 
of about 90 degrees to the circumference of 
the tire.

a) They have less rolling resistance at 
highway speeds and therefore offer 
improved fuel consumption.

c) They have improved handling 
characteristics offering better steering, 
acceleration and breaking response. They 
also offer improved performance in 
adverse driving conditions like rain or 
snow. te 
All these features are present in radial 


’ ply tires and therefore they are considered 


by many to be necessities. 

It is very important that if one or two 
tires are replaced that they be of the same 
design and construction type as the other 
tires on the car. In short, do not mix 
construction types.

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good order. A suspension that is not up to 
par or directional instability due to the 
extra load of the trailer could make driving 
dangerous. Stopping a heavier load will ‘put 
more strain on your brakes so they too 
must be reliable. 

Therefore, all facts considered, it might 
not be worth trying to cut moving or 
travelling expenses, unless your car has 
been designed to pull a heavy load, and is 
in good condition to do so. Moreover, the 
hitch must be sturdy and installation must 
comply with the manufacturer’s 
specifications. Of course, manoeuvring a 
car hitched with a trailer requires extra care 
because it meant that driving conditions are 
not normal.

When Kevin Chandler 
and Tony Johnson receive 
their college diplomas, 
chances are their home- 
made hot dog stand will 
have made it’s last joummey 
— to the dump. 

But for now, the hot dog 
stand is their golden meal 
ticket — an entrepreneurial 
venture that has paid the 
bills since they first came to 
Belleville last September. 

The 23-year-old Loyalist 
College students have sold 
as many as 20,000 hot dogs 
since their arrival from 
Moncton 

The student vendors have 
become a permanent fixture 
to Belleville’s downtown 
nightlife, Wednesday 
through Saturday — a 
welcome surprise for bar- 
hoppers on the run. 

Chandler and Johnson 
rent sidewalk space from 
Century Place Mall for 
$200 a month. Located just 
outside of Dolan’s Landing 
restaurant and bar, 
Chandler says the spot is an 
ideal spot for sales. 

While high profits have 
lined the Students 
pocketbooks, paid the bills 
and granted them a chance 
to meet people, Chandler 
insists the venture is only a 
two-year affair. When the 
school books close, so does 
the hot dog stand. 

“This is a two-year thing. 
After that it goes to the 
dump,” says Chandler, 
sitting in his Bridge Street 
home which he shares with 
five other Loyalist College 


students. 

The hand-built propane 
steamer and barbeque cost 
the partners $1,500, several 
thousands dollars less than 
the $7,500 price of a ready 
made “professional” 
vendor’s stand. 

The majority of parts for 
the stand were brought 
from home and assembled 
in Belleville, says Chandler 
after the pair thought up the 
idea as a way to pay the 
bills for college.

vendors are commonplace, 
claims Chandler.

Chandler says he and 
Johnson were surprised 
when they arrived in 
Belleville to find there were 
no vendors at all. 

“T couldn’t believe there 
were mo stands here. Most 
good-sized cities have 
them,” says Chandler. “We 
didn’t expect to do half as 
well as we have so far 
because we thought we 
would have competition.” 





The city-licensed vendors 
admit there are many 
drawbacks to working a hot 
dog stands all hours of the 
night. 

Bad weather, late hours, 
and a cramped social life 
add up. 

Chandler: “There sure are 
a lot of headaches included 
for us. We have relatively 
no social life, we have to 
work through snow and 
rain storms and we have to 
work on weekends when 
most people are having a 
good time. It’s not always 


the best job.” 

And giving schoolwork 
priority is equally hard at 
times, he says. 

“It’s hard to juggle both 
jobs and still stay sane. You 
have to work ‘till 3 a.m. 
most mornings and get up 
for eight o’clock classes in 
the morning.” 

There are- perks to 
working a hot dog stand 
near drinking establish- 
ments, however, Chandler 
concedes. Meeting new 
people, is perhaps the best 
bonus of the job.

“You wouldn’t believe 
how many people we have 
met on the job,” says 
Chandler. “It’s easier for 
me to meet people now. I’m 
a quiet kind of guy and I 
a;ways haven’t been Mr. 
Socialite. 

“We've got a lot of 
friends now at the college 
because of our business. 
People have got used to 
seeing us there every 
weekend, We’re kind of a 
fixture there now I guess.” 

On occasion, though, 
some people aren’t the best 
type for friendly business. 
Drunk patrons exiting 
establishments can be an 
occupational hazard for hot 
dog vendors. 

“You get the odd hassles, 
but for the most part, 
people are usually really 
appreciative you are there,” 
says Chandler. “They like 
the convenience of having 
food right there.” 

Cooking and preparing 
1,200 hot dogs a week 
takes a lot of time, money 
and materials. 

An average $300 a week 
is spent on propane, 
condiments and food. 

Chandler estimates they 
go through 350 foot-long 
hot dogs, 150 regulars, 90 
Sausage dogs and an 
additional 35 hot dogs a 
week. 

Customers consume three 
3-litre jugs of ketchup, two 
3-litre jugs of mustard, and 
seven 3-litre jugs of relish a 
week. A propane tank 
needs to be filled once a 
week also.

veryone was having a 
great time at the birthday 
party until it turned out to 
be a killing party. 

There wasn’t that much to 
do in the tiny village of 
Richland Center, Wisconsin 
back in the winter of 1891, so all the 

young women of the community welcomed “ 
the invitation to Mae Hyndman’s birthday 
party. Mae’s good friend, Rose Zoldoske, 
threw the shindig at Dr. G. R. Mitchell’s 
residence, where she roomed. 

Come closer. Let’s listen in to the village 
gossip. It started last spring when Dr. 
Mitchell’s good wife passed away. 
“Convulsions,”’ the doctor stated between 
sobs. No one questioned his one word cause 
of death. Mrs. Mitchell was buried without 
fanfare, but with abundant tears. Yes, it’s 
true, Rose practically ran the doctor's 
home after his wife’s untimely death. But 
don’t be so evil minded; there is not one 
iota of proof that Rose and the doctor 
engaged in any hanky panky either before 
or after Mrs. Mitchell’s demise. Enough 
gossip. Let’s get back to the birthday 
party. 

The girls had tea, finger sandwiches, and ever so 
dainty date squares. There was much talk about the 
opposite sex or lack of same in the not bustling 
village of Richland Center. Rose passed around a 
bag of chocolates. She had a few herself. A short 
while later, she excused herself from the party, 
claiming that she wasn’t feeling all that well. She 
Berle to her upstairs bedroom to lie down for a 
spell. 

From time to time, the girls visited Rose in her 
room. She just seemed to be ‘under the weather.” 
One of her better friends, 23-year-old Ella Maly, 
dropped up to visit. As it was getting-late, Rose put 
some chocolates in a separate paper bag and gave 
them to Ella to take home. 

Girls will be girls. Ella and her sister Lillie didn’t 
have far to walk, but couldn’t resist having a few 
chocolates on the way. Ella mentioned that one of 
the chocolates was a tad bitter, but at the time 
nothing was made of this remark. A few moments 
later, Ella told her sister, ‘‘I feel so queer.”’ 

As the girls reached their home, Ella collapsed. 
Lillie helped her into the house and ran to fetch Dr. 
Mitchell. It was only a short distance. In no time at 
all, Dr. Mitchell was at Ella’s side. The doctor 
appeared nervous and unsure of himself. He had 
‘paid attention” to Ella since his wife’s death. Paid 
attention translates to taking a walk along the main 
Street of Richmond Center. The doctor now gave his 
hesitant, one word diagnosis — ‘‘convulsions.”’ 

lla’s parents were far from satisfied 
with the doctor’s finding and his 
lack of treatment. Mr. Maly called 
in another medic, Dr. Haskell, who 
examined the patient and stated 
right out that Ella was suffering 
from strychnine poisoning. _ 
Throughout that night, Ella lingered between life 
and death. As the sunlight broke through the crisp 
winter air, she died. An autopsy confirmed Dr. 
Haskell’s diagnosis. : 
_ An inquiry into Ella Maly’s death was instituted 
immediately. She had not eaten anything at the

birthday party that had not been eaten by several 
of the other girls, yet none had suffered ill effects 
Her sister Lillie had eaten from the same bag of 
chocolates and had not been stricken. Lillie told 
investigators that Ella had mentioned that one of 
the chocolates was bitter, but she herself had found 
nothing wrong with them. 

Rose was questioned. She had personally 
purchased the chocolates and still had some left 
These chocolates were tested and were found to be 
free of any toxic substance. 

Who would want to murder Ella Maly? Here was 
a girl who was born and raised in the village. She 
was employed at the local dry goods store, attended 
church every Sunday, and was well respected by 
both male and female friends. , 

Ella kept a diary. Each person named in the 
diary was questioned. Dr. Mitchell was strongly 
suspected. After all, he had dated Ella, had access 
to strychnine and had been the first person to 
attend her after she had collapsed outside her 
home. : : 

Rumors flew around the tiny community 
Although Dr. Mitchell had not been at home when 
Rose threw the party, one couldn’t help but wonder 
if the doctor hadn't had access to that bag of candy 
in his own home. Ella’s own family remembered 

their daughter's last words. She had asked Mitchell 
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if her “convulsions” were similar to the ones whic! 
had taken Mrs. Mitchell a year earlier. Thers ; I 
many in the village who believed the late Mr 
Mitchell’s body should be exhumed 
You know how small towns are. Someone hint 
that Rose had visited Dr. Moses Lovering 10m 
she knew to be a good friend of Dr. Mitchell's 
Apparently, Rose had a suggestion. She thought Dr 
Mitchell should marry her. Once this rumor made 
the rounds, many of the good folks of Richland 
Center felt Rose had something on Dr. Mitchel! 
was using the incriminating information to 
blackmail him. Others believed the hanky panky 
theory 
The murder case certainly livened up the winter 
months-in Richland Center, particularly when Mrs 
Mitchell’s body was exhumed and her stomach 
examined at Rush Medical Coliege in Chicago. Mrs 
Mitchell's stomach and liver were chock full of 
strychnine, even after the body had been buried for 
a year 
Well, now, Dr. G. R. Mitchell was in more trouble 
than a fly on flypaper. It isn’t every doctor who can 
wrongly diagnose his wife's illness and a female 
acquaintance’s illness with the exact same word 
“convulsions,” only to find that both had died as 
the result of strychnine poisoning 
Why was Dr. Mitchell not arrested? Certainly, the 
bony finger of guilt pointed directly at him, but 
there was one hitch which made authorities proceed 
with caution. They assumed that Ella Maly had 
been killed by a poisoned chocolate. They traced the 
chocolates from the time Rose purchased them to 
the time they were eaten by Ella. Dr. Mitchell had 
been out on house calls and had not been near his 
home during that entire interval of time 
n a surprise move which not only titillated 
Richmond Center but the entire state of 
Wisconsin, police arrested Rose Zoldoske 
and charged her with the murder of Ella

Quietly, police had learned that Ella had 
not visited Rose in her room on the night 


of the party just by chance. The birthday girl, Mae 
Hyndman, informed police that Rose had asked her 
to have Ella come upstairs to visit. Another friend 
came forward with the startling information that 
Rose had inquired about masking poison in certain 
foods. She had even inquired as to what the penally

At Rose's murder trial, it was firmly established 
that she had fallen hopelessly in love with Dr 
Mitchell. While she was only tried for the death of

On Thursday night, I stood over my youngest son in the 
emergency ward of the hospital and wondered at what a 
fragile thing life is. 

At 8 p.m. when he went to bed he was perfectly normal. 
But shortly after 9 p.m. he had a seizure. 

We didn't realize it at first. We thought he had just eaten 
too much pizza and thrown up all over the place. That's 
normal enough. 

But almost immediately we began to realize something 
was wrong. He couldn't talk, and when he finally could, 
his speech was slurred. His left cheek sagged. His left arm 





was useless. He could barely stand and his left foot seemed 
to drag. All I could think of was my grandfather after his 
stroke. 

We wrapped him in a blanket and rushed him to the 
hospital, praying all the way. 

The doctor and nurses checked him over, asked him to 
make a fist, peered into his eyes and ears, smeared jelly on 
half a dozen spots and attached wires to check his heart, 
took blood and urine samples. Next door, some man in 
handcuffs complained loudly and an OPP officer paced the 
floor outside. In our room, the numbness gradually 
receded, not only in our youngest son's body but in our 
own hearts. 

And so I stood over him and wondered at how easily a 
heart could stop beating, at how easily breath could slip 
away, at how easily a living body could retum to earth. 

And thought how wrong it was that his young life should 
weigh in the balance, that I would rather it were me. 
Fathers should die before sons -- that is only natural -- 
sons should not die before fathers. 

Today as I write this it is Friday. Our son is home again. 
Next week, he will have to endure tests to try and 
determine what went wrong, but for now he seems the 
normal, healthy youngster of six years we have always 
known, a little cranky from lost sleep and stress, but full of 
excitement over all the popsicles they gave him at the 
hospital. Isn't that typical of kids? 

But this is not just any Friday. Today is Good Fnday, a 
day when we remember the death of our Lord Jesus on the 
cross. And I recall a well-known verse in the Bible: "For 
God so loved the world that he gave his only son...” 

Last night I stood over my son and prayed for his life. 
And now I can't help it. Tears well up. As a father I cannot 
understand that verse; all I can say is “thank you.”

Why even consider closing the Highway 401-37 
interchange at the city’s east end? 

Granted, the two interchanges that serve Belleville 
are probably among the most poorly designed in 
Canada and, jammed on top of each other the way 
they are, represent a traffic hazard as drivers come 
and go on the 401. But other alternatives exist. 

One is that suggested by a developer who is 
planning a major development at the intersection. He 
would like to see the northwest and southwest ramps 
of the interchange closed.-- the ones that the Ministry 
of Transportation says are dangerous because they 
are too close to those for Highway 62. 

We would support such a solution, feeling that the 
city needs a second interchange on the east side of 
the Moira River, especially as development increases 
on that side of town. 

Right now, it is the only convenient access to the 
city for residents north along Highway 37. It also 
offers city residents an alternative’ to the increasingly 
jammed North Front corridor. With major new 
developments expected on the east side, including a 
500-home subdivision in Stanley Park and possibly 
another behind the Quinte Sports Centre, the 
interchange will be needed more than ever. 

The altemative would also make possible a Holiday 
Inn on the southeast comer of the interchange. 
Without the interchange, there will be no hotel, 
which would also spell the death of a proposed multi- 
million dollar industrial-commercial mall for which 
the hotel is expected to be the anchor.

Science teacher Dave 
Hitchon’s green thumb is 
getting covered with white 
chalk. 

Hitchon is applying his 
horticultural knowledge to 
the Moira Secondary 
School classroom as part of 
a new program designed to 
teach the basics of 
gardening and growing. 

His students, however, 
are adults. 

Since February, 18 adults 
have attended his classes 
daily, gathering in the 
school greenhouse to 
cultivate flowers and 
bedding plants for eventual 
sale or personal use. 

After two months of 
practical work, sprinkled 
with academic guidance 
from Hitchon, the students 
are hitting the books. 
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Every time we build a home 


“The biggest thing the 
students have gained so far 
from this course I think is 
the pride in being able to 
grow something with their 
own hands,” says Hitchon. 

“They've developed 
pride for their work and 
they’re happy with what 
they have done so far,” he 
says. 

Hanging baskets, the 
beginnings of new flowers 
and bed plants, fill the 
greenhouse thanks to the 
laborious efforts of the 
students. 

As many as 25 different 
types of flora and fauna are 
growing in the 40 ft. by 70 
ft. greenhouse: geraniums, 
petunias, marigolds, 
impatience, allysum and 
snap dragons to name a 
few. 

“Most of my students are 
taking this course because 
they are learning how to

grow their own plants. It 
can be really helpful for the 
home gardener,” says 
Hitchon. 

In addition to practical 
time and  classwork, 
students have visited 
orchards and nurseries to 
aquire a better 
understanding of plants and 
their characteristics. 

Another field trip is 
tentatively planned to the 
Smithfield Research Station 
in May. 

Things are growing sO 
fast in the Moira Secondary 
greenhouse, Hitchon has 
had to reduce the 
temperature to slow the 
growing process. Plants 
have also been pruned to 
ensure they are small 
enough for portability 

during the upcoming annual 
plant sale. 

Scheduled for May 14, 
the majority of plants in the 
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David Hitchon 
greenhouse will go on sale 
to the public. 

The sales offset the 
operation costs of the 
greenhouse and various 
technical-horticultural 
programs offered by the 
Hastings Board of 
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Education at 


Secondary School. 
“The greenhouse really 


pays for itself,” says 
Hitchon. “The sale at the 
end of the year really helps 
us recover our costs. It cost 
us $4,000 to purchase the 
needed seeds for this year 
alone.” 

While those interested in 
joining in the course will 
have to wait until next 
Februrary, Hitchon advises 
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people to register early for 
the course. Increasing 
popularity of the course 
with students has ensured 
another successful semester 
next year. 

“It is the first year w 
have offered this ous ad 
it has proved to be very 
popular.

A pale man crouches in a 
wet corner of a dark alley 
carefully poking a needle in 
an enlarged vein — the 
heroin flows freely to his 
brain. 

An urban housewife pulls 
a crisp Cigarette from a 
freshly opened pack — she 
lights the end, draws 
heavily — the nicotine hits 
her brain in just under 
seven seconds. 

Different lifestyles, 
similar addictions. 

Nicotine and heroin, like 
many other drugs are 
heavily addictive, and in 
the end, highly destructive. 

Quitting smoking, in 
particular, is hard, says 
Franklyn Lemoine, 
executive director of the 
Hastings-Prince Edward 
Lung Association. 

Eight years ago, two in 
three Canadians smoked. 

Today, however, only 22 
per cent of Canadians are 
still smoking slightly more 
than one in five — despite 
a growing trend towards 
healthier and cleaner 
lifestyles. 

The decline is part of a 
nation-wide concensus that 
smoking is no longer

permissable in society. 
Estimates by scientists and 


sociologists predict 
smoking will be shunned 
by the year 2000. 


Good news for the 
Hastings-Prince Edward 
Lung Association. 

And to further encourage 
the steady decline of 
diehard smokers, a stop- 
smoking program entitled 
“Countdown” is being 
offered locally. 

While interest for a no- 
smoking program in 
Belleville has waned, 
Countdown has met with 
strong interest in Bancroft 
and Picton. 

Countdown is currently 
running in Bancroft, while 
a similar program is 


vine 


tentatively scheduled for 
Picton in late April, early 
May. Three smokers are 
currently on a waiting list 
for the starting of 
Countdown in Belleville. 

The program includes 
seven sessions over a five- 
week period, says Lemoine. 

The-first step towards 
joining a similar program 
and quitting? 

Lemoine: “The only 
reason you should quit 
smoking is because you 
want to quit smoking. You 
shouldn’t be quitting 
because your wife wants 
you to, your family does 
too or because your boss 
wants you to.” 

She says quitting won’t 
work unless the smoker

himself wants to quit. 

“Until you genuinely 
want to quit and do 
something good for 
yourself, it will not work,” 
says Lemoine. 

Other good reasons to 
quit are the high risks of 
heart and lung disease with 
the inhalation of every 
cigarette. 

Extra stress on the heart 
is a direct result of smoking 
daily, especially those who 
are heavy smokers and 
consume a pack a day, says 
Lemoine. 

“Smoking a pack a day is 
the equivalent to being 75 
Ibs. overweight. This is 
why so many smokers 
eventually die of heart 
attacks,” she says. 
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More Canadians are butting out 


“Palimg of the skin is 
another direct result of 
smoking, due to the vein 
and artery size restriction 
which reduces blood flow 
thought the body. 

“Skin temperature drops 
five to 10 degrees 
(Farenheit) when you 
smoke a cigarette. That’s 
because the blood is not 
getting to all of the arteries 
in your skin,” Lemoine 
says. 

And tremors are also 
directly linked to the deadly 
cancer-sticks. 

People who smoke have 
shaky hand movements but 
usually don’t realize they 
do. A test at the lung 
association verifies most 
smokers have hand tremors 
— non-smokers pass the 
test with flying colors. 

To ultimately prevent 
these side-effects of 
smoking, Lemoine says the 
first three sessions of 
Countdown are designed to 
“educate participants as to 
what is happening in their 
bodies when they smoke. 

“We prepare you for what 
lies in store for the smoker 
who stops. We prepare you 
for your reactions and try to 
give you alternate ideas you 
can use instead of smoking 
a cigarette.” 


And during those three 
sessions smokers can light 
up, all in the good name of 
preparation for the quitting 
day — usually scheduled 
between the third and 
fourth sessions. 

The remaining tenure of 
the program mainly focuses 
on support; relaxation 
techniques, such as deep 
breathing and finally, 
coping techniques that can 
be used when the smoke 
crave sets in. 

“The most important 
thing we teach in this 
course is that smokers have 
to understand their 
addiction. Then and only 
then can they break free 
from their habit. 

“Smokers don’t foresee 
they are going to have 10 
minutes a day times 25 that 
they would normally have a 
Cigarette going in,” says 
Lemoine. 

The newly aquired time 
for the new ex-smoker is an 
ideal time to start a new 
hobby, exercise or activity. 

“They can take up 
jogging, bike riding, 
crossword puzzles or 
toothpick chewing as a 
replacement for the smoke 
that’s usually in their 
mouth,” says the executive 
director.

nce you met big Fred Wheeler, you 
didn’t soon forget the man. Fred stood 
well over six feet, weighed 240 pounds 
and was missing one ear. 
Fred was in the cattle business 
around Farmington, Maine in the 
summer of 1941 when it happened. But 
the seeds were sown much earlier 

Fred was 48 years old and married when he fell 
ear-old Florence Buzzell. Flo was a 
flirtatious teenager, who was built along the lines of 
Marilyn Monroe, only more so. She also knew a good 
thing when she saw it. Fred was probably the most 
financially secure man around Farmington. 

Our Fred installed Flo in a cozy little apartment in 
Augusta. When Flo’s mother put the bite on Fred for 
a loan so that she could put sweet Flo through 
business college, Fred came across without a 
whimper. So taken was he with rosy-cheeked Flo that 
he planned on sending her to Boston University in the 
fall. What’s more, he even promised he would buy 
her a Dodge convertible 

Say what you will about big Fred — he was rough, 
he was crude, he was a bit of a braggart and drunk- 
ard, but he was one heck of a sugar daddy. 

Everything was hunky dorey in western Maine, 
except for one thing. Flo played around with boys 
her own age. Seems she just couldn’t stay away from 
the local lads, who had vim and vigor, not to mention 
youth, on their side. After her affair with Fred was 
in progress for a couple of years, she was still a ripe 
19. while Fred was a fatherly 50. Besides, that 
missing ear didn’t add to his allure. 

Wouldn't you just know it? One fine day, Fred 
walked into the Augusta apartment and found one 
Horace McQuarrie doing what comes naturally with 
Flo on the bed. Big Fred spun on his heels, shouting 
as he left the apartment, “I’m all through. I won’t be 


back.” 
ih | ext day, Flo, obviously in jeopardy of losing 
her meal ticket, sent a wire to Fred, who was 
in Boston on business. In essence, it read, 
‘Please come back.”’ Fred relented, sort of. 
On June 7, 1941, Flo’s brother, John Buzzell, met 
Fred and Flo quite by accident and invited them to

TO KILL FLO 


his home for a few beers. At 11 a.m., they pulled up 
to Buzzell’s house in Fred’s pickup and greeted 
John’s wife, Sara. Now, I should explain that John 
and Sara Buzzell were not the most affluent pair in 
Maine. The fact is, they were poverty stricken. Sara 
realized she would be having company for lunch. 

While contemplating her culinary predicament, her 
two guests and her husband had downed several 
bottles of home brew. Flo walked into the kitchen 
and asked Sara for the .22 calibre pistol, which hung 
in full view over a cupboard. Sara gave the weapon 
to her sister-in-law without comment. The two women 
went into the living room. Flo absently noticed that 
the gun was empty. She asked Sara for some 
cartridges. Sara returned to the kitchen, picked up 
the cartridges and passed them over to Flo, who 
loaded the .22. Then Flo went outside. 

Sara borrowed Fred’s pickup and went to 
Crosswell’s store for some pork and beans, taking 
her tvo children along with her. When she returned, 
Fred was sipping beer in the living room. John had 
fallen asleep in a nearby shed. Sara attempted to 
wake her husband, but John wouldn’t be awakened. 
Sara walked to a window and thought she saw Flo in 
a more or less sitting position in a field some 
distance from the house. She sent her little boy out to 
fetch his aunt for lunch. The lad returned screaming, 
“Auntie is all blood.” 

Sara screamed and, together with Fred, ran to Flo. 
Her screams woke up John, who arrived at the scene 
only moments later. All three peered down at Flo, 
who had a bullet hole in her temple. 

Detectives investigating the case quickly delved 
into the backgrounds of all the principals. Sara told 
them her story. John told of being awakened and of 
seeing Fred and Sara peering over the body. He said 
that he had seen Fred drop a .22 calibre pistol to the 
ground just as he arrived at their side. 

Once Fred’s relationship with Flo was out in the 
open, detectives had no difficulty reconstructing the 
case. Fred had motive. If he couldn’t keep Flo, no 
one else would have her. He had opportunity. No 
doubt he had shot Flo when Sara and her two 
children were down at the store purchasing pork and 
beans. John had been sleeping it off in the shed. 
Investigating officers figured big Fred was cunning. 
He had to account for his fingerprints on the murder 
weapon, so he picked it up as John approached, 
knowing that this action would be noted by both Sara 
and John. 

Fred Wheeler was arrested and charged with the 
murder of Florence Buzzell. His trial lasted seven 
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days. It stands as a classic example of the old saying 

that things are not always what they seem to be. 

This was Franklin County’s first murder trial since 

1923. Everyone who was anyone showed up. 

Tt he prosecution related the story and facts much 
as I have already told them here. Let’s have a 
look at the defense. 


Defense attorneys claimed there were only two 
ways in which Florence Buzzell could have met her 
death — suicide or accidental death. They theorized 
that Flo’s state of mind was compatible with suicide. 
A few days earlier, her hopes of attending Boston . 
University had been shattered. The promised 
convertible would never materialize. 


Dr. George Pratt took the witness stand and 
described the fatal wound. The bullet had entered the 
skull at the temple on the right side and had exited a 
bit higher on the left side. The doctor produced a 
patch of skin which had covered the deceased’s 
temple. Using the patch of skin and a human skull, 
he demonstrated to the jury that the shot which had 
taken Flo’s life had been a contact wound. The barrel 
of the weapon had been placed directly on the side of 
Flo’s head. This is an unnatural circumstance in 
murder cases. Victims normally push away gun 
barrels which are placed against their heads. Suicide 
victims don’t care much one way or the other. Dr. 
Pratt further stated that the path the bullet followed 
was consistent with a self-inflicted shot. 


John Buzzell testified that he had seen Fred drop 
the murder weapon. Defense lawyers claimed this 
was not an unnatural act. John went on to say that 
at the time of the discovery of the body, Fred kept 
saying, ‘‘Why did she do it? Why did she do it?” 
Finally, the defense pointed out that Fred stood over 
six feet tall. Since Flo was only five feet five inches 
tall, it would have been virtually impossible for him 
to have placed the weapon against Flo’s head and 
have the bullet travel upward, 


On Dec. 3, 1941, Fred Wheeler was found not guilty 
of murder. Big Fred burst into tears and left the 
courtroom a free man. sy

RAS BELLEVILLE 
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Historic wreck 
sank in 1804 
with all hands

A shipwreck, believed to be the 186-year-old 
remnants of the British naval warship HMS 
Speedy, has been discovered in Lake Ontario 
waters off Presqu'ile Park, Quinte Weekly 


News has learned. 


If proven to be the 
HMS Speedy, an 
elaborate, world-class 
archaeological project 
will follow, involving 
several years of 
painstaking under- 
water excavation. 

Touted as the most 
important historical 
discovery in Lake Ontario, 
the shipwreck was found 
by Belleville-based Ocean 
Scan Systems after 10 
years of intensive research

Belleville Ontario 
Provincial Police are 
investigating the discovery 
of a human skull found 
April 15 near the roadside 
of Baptist Church Road. 

Stirling Coroner Peter 
Briggs has ordered OPP 
take the skull into 
possession for forensic 
examination to determine 
the age of the skull and 
possible cause of death. 

Spotted by a passing 
motorist, the skull was 
found on a tree stump 
resting against a wire fence 
several feet from the 
Baptist Church dirt road. 

Ontario Provincial Police 
speculate the skull was 
placed at the roadside 
rather recently — condition

Poorly planned growth hurts

Provincial municipalities 
are getting caught with 
their pants down faced with 
overwhelming growth. 

The uenviable position 
can be averted, however, 
with long range planning 
and growth management by 
politicians and members of 
the community, says John 
Mansfield, president of the 
Ontario Home Builder’s 
Association (OHB). 

Mansfield, addressing the 
Ontario Home Builder’s 
Association local in 
Belleville April 18, said 
active involvement by OHB 
members to enhance and 
prepare for future growth 
will be, and is, essential to 
a community’s survival. 

“Politics are too 
important to be left for the 
politicians to handle. We 
have to become more 
actively involved with the 
growth-management 
decisions that ultimately 









affect the community and 
our ability to provide a base 
from which to build our 
homes,” Mansfield told 
Quinte Weekly News in an 
interview shortly before his 
address. 

“Growth is going to 
occur. In order for it to be 
meaningful and benefitting 
for a community we have to 
learn to manage it. That 
means we’re going to have 
to say, for example, our city 
is going to have to have 
5,000 people over the next 
five to ten years. 

“We will then have to ask 
if we have enough water, 
enough space and land for 
industry, for housing. If we 
don’t have those things we 
better start looking at how 
we will provide them and 
where they will be located.” 

The issues have Ontario 
municipalities lurching 
from one growth crisis, 
only to fall directly into 

T. 

A contributing factor in 

the mirror images of poor 





planning across. the 
province is the fact that 
provincial government has 
placed the financing of 
infrastructure to the 
backburner. 

And shifting of repson- 
sibilities to municipalities 
and simultaneous tighten- 
ing of grants to the 
municipalities isn’t helping 
either. 

Limited funding for 
Capital projects, expansion 
and renovations can only 
hurt municipalities. 

“If people wake up, pick 
up their paper and they see 
stories about the water 
plant being overtaxed, the 
pumping station is beyond 
Capacity and there is an 
annexation battle, the 
reaction is going to be 
“growth is terrible. It is 
ruining our town.” 

And if a municipality is 
Struggling to maintain 
services, chances are 
monies will not be allotted 
new development projects. 

Without continuing 


development, the supply of 
homes and land remains the 
same while demand 
increases. Land and 
housing costs for builders 
and consumers escalate to 
absurd proportions as a 
result. 

Bigger builders benefit 
because the _ smaller 
builders can’t play in the 
high stakes game. First- 
time home buyers watch 
home prices ascend out of 
their reach. 

“It hurts us because the 
average home builder can’t 
build new homes. It also 
means the people who need 
those homes aren’t going to 
have them. Furthermore if 
we get into a Situation 
where land is scarce the 
price escalates beyond 
anybody’s control,” said 
Mansfield. 

A happy medium is 
needed between the rate of 
growth and the availability 
of land and developed areas 
to build homes, concedes 
Manfield. 


“I don’t know what I will 
be doing, but I do think we 
should all band together to 
become more aware of 
what the earth means to us 


and our future.”

With a stabilized supply 
and demand factor and a 
growth management plan in 
effect, growth should not be 
a problem for 
municipalities. 

“Growth should be a 
welcomed thing in any 
community. It should be 
something that at least is 
benefitting expansion, but 
for some reason a great 
many communities are 
expenencing problems as a 
result of growth,” he said. 

Municipalities caught in 
the growth crunch are 
placing the onus of their 
new found problems 
elsewhere, and in many 
cases blame the housing 
industry for creating the 
problem. It’s a myth, says 
Mansfield, that needs some 
clarification. 

“The result of this growth 
is that we in the building 
industry are looked upon as 
the ‘guys who bring in all 
of this development’. 
That’s the result of a huge 
myth that people continue 


to perpetuate,” he said. 

“First of all builders don’t 
create growth, they respond 
to it. When there is reason 
for a community to grow 
it’s going to grow. We just 
build the homes. We don’t 
build the homes if there 
isn’t a market for them,” 
Manfield asserted. 

A common problem is 
the attitude a city or 
municipality shoulders as it 
approaches new oppor- 
tunities for growth in 
industry, housing and 
population. 

Some view growth as bad 
Or negative to a com- 
munity’s well being. 
Mansfield is frequently 
confronted with this 
attitude as OHB president 

“Some say to me ‘growth 
is bad.’ Let me tell you, if 
you think growth is bad, try 
having no growth for a 
while. No growth means 
the community just 
basically stagnates. They 
don’t go forward, they go 
backwards.”

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Reflections on 
Earth Day 1990 


The story is told of Martin Luther that the hero of 
the Reformation was seen planting apple trees one 
day. Whoever saw him must have disapproved -- in 
this vale of tears there are so many other things that 
need to be done -- and pointedly asked him what he 
would be doing if he knew the Lord were retuming 
the next day. According to the story, Luther paused, 
thought and then replied: "keep on planting apple 
trees. 

Martin Luther didn't know about Earth Day or the 
ozone layer, but he knew about the new heaven and 
the new earth and he knew it had to have trees. 

And he was right. Planting trees is perhaps the best 
way there is to care for a planet that has been much 
abused by mankind. 

We know now that trees help maintain our 
atmosphere. We know now that cutting down trees 
can kill the water table and cause the spread of 
deserts and famine across whole continents. And we 
know now -- and have always known -- that trees are 
a delight to the eye and produce useful shade and 
fruit and a home to the birds of the air and the 
animals of the field. 

All good reasons to plant a tree. 

Last weekend, a lot of people planted trees to 
commemorate Earth Day -- another good reason to 
plant a tree. It's both a symbolic and practical way to 
say we want to take care of the planet on which we 
live. 

And we're pleased to see the number of people who 
participated and the publicity that Earth Day 
generated this year. We can't help contrasting it with 
the first Earth Day some 15 or 20 years ago. We 
recall that environmentalists were considered 
longhaired kooks in those days. Earth Day was a sort 
of defiant expression that at least a few people cared. 
Everyone else ignored it, pooh-poohed it, said it 
simply wasn't economic or reasonable. 

We've come a long ways since that day. Today, 
environmentalists are no longer regarded as kooks. 
They can even be found in board rooms, of all places. 

But a lot needs to be done besides plant a tree on 
Earth Day. The whole warp and woof of our lives has 
to changed if this planet is to survive and we with it. 
We have to leam to live with less -- less packaging, 
less convenience if it is fueled by non-renewable 
energy sources, probably a lesser standard of living. 

But in living with less, perhaps we will discover 
more. A popular Mennonite cookbook 15 years ago 
was tiled "Living More With Less". And therein lies 
one of the paradoxes of life -- an abundance of goods 
doesn't not necessarily bring an abundance of life. Or 
as another writer put it: "what profits it a man if he 
gains the world but loses his soul?”

BELLEVILLE — The 
Hastings and Prince 
Edward Council on Aging 
has a home, a staff, and a 
plan.

Full time Secretary Karen 
MacNeil is already on staff, 
maintaining weekday office 
hours of 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. The phone number is 
962-9159. 

A full time Co-ordinator, 
Renita Heslinga, has been 
hired, but has yet to 
relocate to the Belleville 
area. From Milton, she’s a 
registered nurse, a 
kinesiologist (expert in the 
study of body movement), 
and experienced in 
gerontology. 

The council hosts its first 
annual meeting Thursday, 
April 26, from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. at the Trenton Senior 
Citizen’s Club 105 on Bay 
St. in Trenton. Guest 
Speaker w:'l be the Ontario 
Minister for Senior 
Citizen’s Affairs, Gilles 
Morin. Lunch will cost a 
nominal $2. 

At that meeting, Council 
Chairman Douglas 
Schofield says the results of 
the Needs Identification 
Study of Older Adults in 
Hastings and _ Prince 
Edward Counties will be 
released. That study was 
completed jointly by 
Beckett, Kitcher Con- 
sultants Corp. and Terry 
Cassidy, B.A., B.S.W., 
President of Critical Issues. 

Both companies are local 
Belleville firms. Stirling 
Warner is chairman of the 
Needs Identification Study 
Committee. 

Once the report is 
released, the Council’s plan 
is to take it to regional 
meetings for presentation. 
At each of those meetings, 
major recommendations for 


the whole two county area 
will be revealed, as well as 
specific recommendations 
for each individual region. 

All are invited to attend, 
particularly seniors who 
will be most affected by the 
recommendations. The 
council will be looking for 
comment and input, and for 
volunteers for various 
programs to be established. 

The first regional meeting 
will be in Belleville, at the 
Recreation and Senior 
Citizen’s Centre, 116 
Pinnacle St., April 30 at 
1:30 p.m. The Committee 
then goes to the 
Huntingdon Township Hall 
in Ivanhoe May 3 at 7 p.m. 

At Tucker’s Corners it 
visits May 5 in the Sidney 
Township Municipal Office 
at 9:30 a.m. Bancroft 
seniors will be briefed at 
the Senior Citizens’ Club 
580 on Highway 62 North, 
May 7 at 2 p.m. 

Prince Edward seniors 
can meet the committee 
May 8 at Prince Edward 
County Community Care, 
Main Street in Picton, at 2 
p.m. And finally, the 
committee returns to the 
Senior Citizens’ Club in 
Trenton for area concerns 
May 9 at 1:30 p.m. 

Copies of a summary of 
the report and 
recommendations will be 
available at all meetings. 
The full report is a massive 
document, and can be 
purchased at the council 
office after April 26. 

Chairman Schofield calls 
the Hastings Prince Edward 
Council on Aging “an 
organization of seniors 
working for seniors.” While 
district and area needs will 
certainly be prioratized, it 
will be the 11 or so 
participating agencies that 
the council will approach, 
not the provincial 
government. 

These agencies include 
Community Care, the Red

There is a sense of 
purpose within the 
halls of Toronto’s 
Queen’s Park today 
as MPPs_ walk 
hurriedly to the house 
— the five-minute 
bell is ringing. 

It is Thursday, and 
MPPs from across 
the province have a 
chance to submit 
private bills in the 
house during the 
private members bill 
session. 

Keith MacDonald, 
MPP for Prince 
Edward-Lennox- 
South Hastings, plans 
to attend. Matters of 
business call for 
eleventh-hour 
attention — he 
hastily signs 
paperwork handed to 
him by his executive 
assistant Donna 
Hobson. 

With the last 
scratch of his pen, 
MacDonald is off and 
running, speech notes 
in hand, down the 
hall of his Whitney 
Block office building. 

He powerwalks to 
the legislative 
assembly to arrive in 
the nick of time. The 
warning bell has 
ended, MacDonald 
takes his seat. 

The frantic pace 
has ended for now as 
he listens to the 
submissions of bills 
and subsequent 
debate. The house 
retires at 12:45. 

Today’s sitting has 
been a milestone in 
his career. 

His bill (115) 
receives second and 
third reading and an 
unanimous vote by 
the house to officially 
change the name of 
his riding to 
acknowledge the 
residents of South 
Hastings. It is his 
first bill. 

The day is far from 
over, however for 
MPP MacDonald, 
still gleaming from 
the bill’s passing. He 
is meeting Premier 
David Peterson in his 
riding later today for 


Council. 

The day is 
indicative of a 
normal fast-paced 
week, split between 
duties in Toronto at 
the house and 
engagements back in 
his riding. He also 
manages his farm on 
the shores of Lake 
Ontario near the 
Sandbanks.

MacDonald leads at

fortunate enough to be voted in as warden 
of Prince Edward in 1974 and still had 
political ambitions to go on,” says 
MacDonald sitting in the House members’ 
diner with Quinte Weekly News.

A thorough = spring

To enhance quality 
education requires funding 
at a time when provincial 
funding ceilings are being 
lowered on education 
boards.

BELLEVILLE — You 
think we pay too many 
taxes? 

Visiting Y’men’s Inter- 
national Youth Education 
Exchange Student to 
Canada from Denmark, 
Helle Kongsgaard, address- 
ed the Y’smen’s Club of 
Belleville at it’s regular 
dinner meeting Wednesday, 
April 18, and spoke of the 
tax situation in her country. 

She estimated the average 
annual salary in Denmark is 
between $30,000 and 
$35,000, then pointed out 
that everything over the 
first $1,000 is taxed ata 
minimum rate of 52 per 
cent. As income rises, so 
does the tax rate, to a 
maximum of 78 per cent. 

On top of that, when 
Danes spend what they 
have left, they face a 22 per 
cent sales tax on all goods, 
including food. Some 
luxury items are hit even 
harder. Cars, for instance, 
can carry a 60 per cent 
sales tax burden. 

“The result,” said 
Kongsgaard, “is that there 
are fewer very wealthy 
people in Denmark than 
here in North America, but 
there is almost no poverty.”

The taxes support one of 
the most comprehensive 
welfare systems in the 
world, guaranteeing 
comforts for young and old. 
the sick and handicapr -<, 
and even the unemployed, 
what few there are. As a 
student, for instance, she 
€xplained that if she chose 
to continue studying at any 
school in the country past 
the age of 19, she would 
collect $550 a month, 
income tax free. 

In fairness, all the taxes 
are up front, and the 
income tax covers all 
commitments: national, 
provincial, city, even state 
church, etc. Still, they stand 
in sharp contrast to our 
current concerms. 

Visiting Belleville with 
the 17-year-old Grade 12 
student were her parents, 
holidaying in Canada. They 
drove to the friendly city 
from Kitchener, where their 
daughter attends Eastwood 
Collegiate. 

Asked how she finds 
Canada, she said, “Cold!”

square metres of attic floor space in most 
houses - twice as much if roof has a low 
slope. Half the vents should be in the 
soffits and the rest in the peak or gables. 

Frost build up (or accumulation) in the 
attic is caused by warm, moist air from 
inside the house escaping into the cold attic 
through holes found around light fixtures, 
exhaust fans, plumbing vent pipes, 
chimneys and attic access hatches. Check 
that all holes between the living space and 
attic are sealed. Most will only be 
accessible from the attic. 

You can check the condition of your roof 
from the ground with binoculars. What you 
should look for depends on the type of 
materials covering the roof. 

If you have asphalt shingles, check for 
curls or cracks that can indicate potential 
leaks. If only a few shingles are affected, 
they can be replaced or repaired with 
asphalt roofing cement. 

Leaks in the roof itself can be replaced 
with roofing felt and asphalt cement. Make 
sure the repaired part is level with the rest 
of the roof so that the drainage pattern is 
not altered. 

The growth of moss, blistering, and loss 
of granules are common problems leading 
to leaks in asphalt and wooden shingle 
roofs. It is especially important to remove 
moss from wooden shingles as the moisture 
it holds can cause wood rot.

Built-up or “tar-and-gravel” flat roofing 
can also develop cracks, blisters and bare 
patches -- signals that the roofing material 
is failing. You should call a contractor - the 
roof may not be safe to walk on. 

Standing water, called ponding, often 
leads to the early demise of these types of 
roof. Caused by poor design, clogged drain 
pipes or sagging roof joists, this situation is 
also best left to a contractor. 

If your home has a metal roof, watch for 
corrosion. Temporary repairs can be made 
with foilbacked mastic adhesive, but 
anything more permanent needs a roofer.

Your choice of grass and fertilizer is 
dependent upon soil and growing 
conditions. Below are details on choices of 
grasses and fertilizers based on soil types. 

SOIL 

Soil texture describes the size of 
individual soil particles. Sand, silt, Clay and 
loam are basic textural terms. 

Sandy soils often are loose, porous, and 
low in moisture and fertility. Clay soils 
may be hard when dry or plastic when wet. 

Between these two extremes are the loam 
and sandy loam soils which are the most 
desirable for plant growth. 

GRASSES 

Kentucky bluegrass is the most widely 
adapted of the grasses available for lawns. 
Kentucky bluegrass has many desirable 
properties, including disease and insect 
resistance, improved wear resistance and 
fine leaves. It is ideal for open, sunny areas 
and grows best on well-drained fertile soils 
with pH values above 6.5 and below 7.5. 
When lime is deficient, the soil becomes 
acidic and requires an application of 
crushed limestone. 

Common bluegrass also may be used and 
will produce a satisfactory lawn under most 
conditions. 

Bluegrass lawns should be 1.5 to 3 
inches tail. When cut at higher heights, 
_ bluegrass has an unkempt appearance. 

In average fertility soil, bluegrass should 
be fertilized in the fall with a complete 
fertilizer. In late May and early June, one 
or two applications of a nitrogen-carrying 
fertilizer should be applied. 

New strains of grasses such as Fescues or 
Chewings. are well-suited to droughty, low

Ryegrass is a large seeded grass that 
germinates and grows quickly. The “fine- 
leaf” perennial types are preferred. Rye is 
not particularly winter hardy. When seeded 
alone, the grass will “winter kill” during 
severe winters. Nevertheless, rye is a very 
desirable grass to keep on hand for 
emergency repair and to improve the grass 
plant density of thin, unsightly lawns. 

Sod is often the best choice when 
establishing a new lawn, but make certain

FERTILIZER 

Most lawns need fertilizer nutrients to 
supplement those that occur in the soil 
naturally. When possible, aerate the lawn 
first to permit the fertilizer to penetrate the 
turf and avoid being washed away. 

In general, nitrogen is the key element in 
turfgrass production. It is the element that 
imparts green color and that stimulates 
growth. Most lawns need two to four 
pounds of actual nitrogen annually.

Most forms of nitrogen are 
readily soluble and will, when moisture is 
present, move quickly into the soil. 

Phosphorus is the key element in root

a complete fertilizer in the fall. Potash is 
the third major constituent in a lawn 
fertilization program. Though soluble, it 
does not leach or erode.

First, decide if the tree is being chosen for shade, 
ornamentation or a little of both. 

Trees can be roughly divided into three categories: 
shade, ornamental or composite. While the ornamental 
trees such as the flowering crab do provide shade, it is 
insignificant compared to that of a dense 60-foot maple. 
And the composite trees, such as the cutleaf weeping 
birch, may provide all the shade you require, dappled 
rather than dense, together with decorative white bark. 

Decorative and composite trees should be located so 
they will provide a maximum display of their prime 
feature, either in a high traffic area or in a location highly 
visible through a window. 

Shade trees should be located so they will shield the 
home or a seating area such as a patio, particularly from 
the late day sun. 
sees determine how much growing room the tree will 

ve. 

The most common mistake in choosing and planting a 
tree is not allowing for the tree’s mature size, width as well 
as height. Many a first-year gardener has chosen a tree 
strictly for its appearance and planted it without any 
consideration for its eventual size only to discover in a few 
short years, it is growing into other trees or overwhelming 
the house. 

Very large trees such as the weeping willow have no 
Place in any garden under an acre in size. And large, fast- 
growing, tender trees such as the Lombardy poplar as they 
mature, will provide nothing but trouble with massive die- 
back, cascading dead branches and an ugly appearance. 

Third, what about interference now and in the future? 

Check out a tree’s proposed location for overhead wires 
and underground pipes or conduits. What about roots in 
flower beds, under a patio or interfering with a well or 4 
Septic tank?

Huron and Georgian Bay had a significant decline in smelt 
before salmon was introduced in those waters. I can 


- remember as a young lad the beaches of The Outlet and 


Presquille laden with rotting smelt during the summer. 
That problem has all but disappeared. 

Those fearful of Quinte walleye starving without a fresh 
supply of smelt are not aware their main diet in our waters 
is yellow perch -- and that smelt are known to devour the 
eggs and fry of game fish. 

Perhaps the decline of smelt has had a beneficial effect 
on the superb walleye fishery here? 

Most people who eat smelt prefer just “one feed” 
anyway and they are available at most grocery stores for 
less than the price of a burger and fries. 

Those gearing up for this weekends trout opening should 
perhaps pick up some small spinners. Panther Martins in 
weights of 1/16 to 1/8 oz. weights have been productive 
for this writer and his crew in the Shelter Valley reaches 
over the years. The shape of that product’s blade produces 
a good rotary movement even when retrieved downstream 
with the current. Trout or salmon roe, whether tied in small 
sacks or a single egg method, are also an excellent choice 
for those using spinning gear. Anglers who have mastered 
fly-fishing techniques likewise are treated to 
rainbow trout action this time of year. 

A good buddy of mine who has fished most fresh water 
Species by varying methods is about to take up fly fishing 
as he says “it will complete the cycle”. While he ribs me 

for being closeminded for not learning the sport I tease 
him that he should perhaps take up weight lifting also in 
preparation of reeling in those hefty rock bass out of the 
Moira River on a fly reel. Seriously though, I’m sure that 
fly fishing is an extremely rewarding method of fishing, 
yet for many of us who put in the regular work week plus 
ply our trade on Lake Ontario all summer, there not an 
abundance of time to say the least. Yet then again if my 
buddy gets that one step up on me and some good fishin’ 
as well, who knows, maybe I can be persuaded

The poisoned 
headache remedies were surreptitiously 
placed on the shelves of three nearby 
stores. 

Within a week, one of the bottles was 
purchased. Sue Snow, 40, was the assis- 
tant vice-president of the Puget Sound 
National Bank branch of Auburn, 
Washington. She had recently married 
for the third time. Husband Paul Webk- 
ing, 45, was a truckdriver, who dearly 
loved his new wife. 

Somewhere along the line, Sue had 
heard that caffeine in Extra-Strength 
Excedrin would give you a boost to start 
the day. It was her habit to take two 
capsules each morning. On June 11, 
1986, Sue got up around 6 a.m., took her 
capsules and collapsed on the bathroom 
floor. Six hours later, Sue was dead. 

This time, Stella’s handiwork was 


uncovered. Doctors stated Sue had been > 


poisoned by the administration of cya- 
nide placed in Excedrin capsules. That 
Same morning, Sue’s husband Paul, who 
suffered from arthritis, had taken Exce- 
drin from the same bottle as Sue. He 
suffered no ill effects; no thanks to 
our Stella. By sheer luck, his capsules 
had not been doctored. 

Now Stella went after those accidental 
death insurance dollars. Exhibiting more 
gall than brains, she informed authori- 
lies that her husband had also taken 
Excedrin the day he died. An examina- 
tion of skin tissue indicated that Stella’s 
Suspicions were well founded. Bruce 
Nickell had been poisoned. 

The Bristol-Myers Co., manufacturers 
of Excedrin, acted swiftly in removing 
hundreds of thousands of bottles of their 
products off store shelves. Paul Webking 
filed a wrongful death suit against Bris- 
tol-Myers. Bold as brass, Stella Nickell 
filed a similar suit. 

In all, five poisoned bottles of head- 
ache remedy were uncovered. Because 
two of the five were found in Stella’s 
home, she received close attention from 
detectives attempting to crack the case. 
It wasn’t long before they discovered the 
insurance policies on Bruce Nickell’s 
life. Stella was given a lie detector 
test, which indicated she was not 
responding truthfully.

It is the duty of all 
motorists, if not a moral 
obligation, to be concerned 
about the protection of 
pedestrians.

It is 
estimated that 13,500 
pedestrians are injured 
eyery year. 

Pedestrians are extremely 
vulnerable compared to 
drivers and their 
passengers. Only 20 per 
cent of passengers involved 
in a two-car collision are 
physically injured, while 
every pedestrian in a 
collision is injured. One in 
every 15 dies. 

The risks of being the 
victim of an automobile 
accident is 7 1/2 times 
greater in the city than it is 
for those’ living in the 
countryside. However, at all 
times, the rural pedestrian 
is in greater danger of being 
killed because cars tend to 
travel at greater speeds in 
the countryside. 


HOW TO PAY 
ATTENTION 
_.TO PEDESTRIANS 


Pedestrians are 
_jpersonally responsible for 
their own _ security. 
Nonetheless, motorists can 
avoid collisions with 
pedestrians by driving more 
cautiously. In an effort to 
assist drivers to adopt better 
defensive driving 
techniques, the following 
recommendations are 
offered. 

1. Be Alert: The best 
protection you can offer 
pedestrians is to focus all 
‘your attention on your 
driving. As soon as an 
‘attentive driver sees a 
potentially dangerous 
Situation, his/her nervous 
System determines all the 
different possibilities, 
decides what must be done 
and if warranted prepares

the muscles for action. An 
inattentive driver usually 
does not have sufficient 
time to react accordingly. 

2. Know How to Look: 
A good driver knows what 
to avoid and where to look. 
She/he knows that the 
whole picture extends 
beyond the edge of the 


road. She/he scans 
sidewalks and entrances of 
nearby homes for 


approaching pedestrians, 
examines under parked cars 
to detect leg movements 
and uses the rear-view 
mirrors. 

Motorists usually have 
the right-of-way, although 
one important exception is 
at intersections, where the 
pedestrian has the right-of- 
way; but this should not 
stop motorists from 
constantly being on the 
look-out for pedestrians and 
their safety. 

Particular attention must 
be paid at intersections and

pedestrians crosswalks. A 
cautious driver does not 
pass another vehicle 
stopped at an intersection 
or while driving by 
pedestrian crosswalks.

Another area where the 
driver must exercise 
caution is near parks, 
playgrounds and school 
grounds. Children busy 
playing may suddenly leap 
in your path, so drive more 
slowly and be prepared to 
stop. 

3. Car’s Position: When 
driving along a lane of 
parked cars, the cautious 
driver allows sufficient 
space between the vehicles, 
while still remaining on the 
right side of the meridian. 
A good rule of thumb is to
